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A “Line Officer” writing on the subject of Secretary 
‘T'aft’s recent speech at Chicago, says: “The gist of See- 
retary Taft’s arguments before General Hull and members 
of the House Committee on Military Affairs, as well as 
his conversations to others, regarding this measure, have 
all been practically the same as his Chicago speech, and 
it is so manifestly unfair to officers of the Army that it 
scems time to utter a protest and denial to what are given 
as facts, when the contrary is the truth. As an older offi- 
cer of the Army, and one who has been on examining 
beards, I can say most positively that the statements 
made by the Secretary are not warranted by facts. In the 
past it is true that Army officers have been tender-hearted 
for all officers who have served faithfully and honestly 
their country, but in no instance has this tender-hearted- 
hess ever caused them to swerve from doing their full 
duty and rendering absolutely truthful reports of exami- 
nations of brother officers. But the contrary of this can- 
not be said, namely, that the War Department has always 
acted squarely on the recommendations of examining 
boards. Is it not a fact that time and again when officers 
have been turned down by examining boards, they have 
been passed by order of the Department? Who does not 
remember the dozens and dozens of applicants in 1898, 
passed by order of the War Department, who failed men- 
tally, physically and even morally in their examinations 
before boards? Every older officer can count more than 
one such case known to him personally. Again, since 
then, especially in 1901-02, many officers failing before 
boards, owe their stay in the Army to the tender-heart- 
edness (7) of the President, the Secretary of War, the 
Adjutant General, or some influential Senator, Congress- 
nan or friend. Every case of fraud or wrongful passing 
of officers on examinations can be traced to the action not 
of examining boards, but of the War Department. And 
the War Department cannot point out a case where a 
board has recommended the passing to next higher grade 
of a single officer who failed before the board to qualify. 
Mr. Taft’s statement is a reflection on the officers of the 
Army, who are sworn to do their duty, and who, on ex- 
amining boards, in addition, certify in writing to doing 
their whole duty, and doing it honestly. But were it a fact 
that they did not do so, as the Secretary’s statements im- 
ply—what guarantee have we that a board of five general 
ofticeys, drawn from the very class of men who have been 
on boards in the past—will do their duty honestly, when 
it comes to the question of examining a brother officer who 
is also a personal friend?”

Capt. Evan M. Johnson, jr., 8th U.S. Infantry, in his 
Silver Medal Prize Essay on “The Enlisted Man’s Con- 
tract With the Government,” which appears in the Jour- 
nal of the Military Service Institution, makes a highly 
interesting suggestion on the subject of desertion. He 
says it appears that the deserters who surrender of their 
own accord are about equal in number to those who are 
apprehended, and that the act of surrender indicates 
that the offender does not realize the moral phase of the 
crime until after he has committed it. He therefore 
suggests that all deserters who surrender within § six 
months after date of desertion be restored to the Ser- 
vice if they conform to certain conditions. ‘In each 
military department,’ Captain Johnson continues, ‘“‘cer- 
tain posts should be designated as ‘surrender posts,’ and 
at each of these posts a permanent board of three officers 
designated to report upon each case. The deserter upon 
reporting should be attached to some company for duty, 
and as soon as practicable all papers in his case put 
before the board. If it could be shown that there were 
extenuating circumstances, and on the favorable report 
of the board, the man should be required to serve the 
balance of his enlistment and an additional two months 
for each month of absence, his allowances, debits and 
credits being taken up in the conditions they were at 
date of departure. If the board found no extenuating 





circumstances the man should be compelled to serve an 
entire enlistment, his allowances to begin anew, his in- 
debtedness to be charged against him. In each case he 
should be compelled to serve in the arm from which he 
deserted, and the choice given him to return to his 
proper organization or be assigned to some other, the 
travel being at his own expense. Pardon should be 
conditional on faithful service, and a surrender under 
these conditions allowed but once. Many men would 
return to the colors glad of an opportunity to redeem 
themselves, and leave the Service as a friend thereof, 
not an enemy; and more than this, many men would 
have escaped the criminal training now being given and 
would become decent citizens.” >

Capt. Richard Wainwright, U.S.N., takes the trans- 
lation of Admiral Togo’s report on the battle of the Sea 
of Japan, published in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL of 
Aug. 25, 1905, as the text for an excellent article which 
appears in the Proceedings of the Naval Institute. He 
shows clearly the various tactical maneuvers followed in 
the engagement,.and deals separately with the work of 
the battleships, armored cruisers, cruisers and torpedo 
flotillas. Captain Wainwright believes that the Japanese 
ships were really inferior to those of the Russians, and 
consequently he concludes that the overwhelming victory 
of the Japanese must have been due to the better train- 
ing of their officers which produced better handling of 
the ships, better tactics, better fire control and better 
training of the men, which insured better shooting. In 
view of the tendency toward increased speed and heavier 
armament for battleships, what Captain Wainwright has 
to say on this subject possesses a special interest. He 
contends that the old theories of ‘ta smothering fire” and 
“a greater number of units’ must be allowed to die, 
since one or two hits from the big guns can destroy the 





‘ soft ends and wreck weak battery spaces, and such guns 


only are able to attack the life of a ship. “If other na- 
tions have greater speed,” he continues, ‘‘we must follow, 
if we will not lead, and with higher speed comes greater 
displacement and more room for large guns. A division 
of large fast ships carrying all large gams, as of the new 
English type of about eighteen thousand tons trial dis- 
placement with ten or twelve 12-inch guns and making 
over twenty knots, would be a most formidable antag- 
onist for a squadron of the largest and finest battleships 
now afloat or nearing completion. The four ships would 
earry forty-eight 12-inch guns on seventy-two thousand 
tons displacement, while the eight smaller ships would 
carry only thirty-two 12-inch on one hundred and twenty- 
eight thousand tons; or one thousand five hundred tons 
to each 12-inch gun in the larger ship to four thousand 
tons to each 12-inch gun in-the smaller; and the cost per 
ton would be smaller in the larger battleship.”

Admiral Sir Cyprian Bridge, of the British navy, who 
recently paid a brief visit to the United States, appears 
to have exercised, during his sojourn, those faculties of 
perception and analysis which usually characterize the 
progressive officer of the naval profession. This much 
is to be inferred from an article entitled ‘“The Great 
Moral Upheaval in the United States,” which he con- 
tributes to the February number of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury Magazine of London, and which presents an im- 
pressive study of certain tendencies and conditions in 
American national life. Admiral Bridge flatly dissents 
from the pessimistic criticism which has been passed 
upon our national character in connection with recent 
disclosures concerning our great insurance companies and 
other corporations, together with corruption and graft 
in political affairs, and he contends that the uprising 
of popular feeling against those abuses is an unmistak- 
able token of moral vitality. He declares that the fiber 
and quality of American morals are sound, that our in- 
stitutions are unimpaired and that the forces now at 
work for reform, political, social and commercial, will 
lead to a new and higher order of things in the national 
life. Admiral Bridge, noting the distinct impress of 
English influence upon our life and institutions, remarks: 
“Attempts have sometimes been made to demonstrate 
that the English element—using the word ‘English’ here, 
as usually in this discussion, in a general sense—has 
been swamped by the immense infusion of non-English 
elements into the population of the United States. Facts 
are against this contention. The necessity of acquiring 
the English language, of becoming acquainted with 
virtually English laws and of submitting to what in 
essence are English constitutional arrangements, has 
secured the predominance of the English-speaking race 
in the country.”

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Cassier’s Magazine contains a spirited reply to the 
“Plea For an Engineer Corps in the Navy,” by Admiral 
Luce, which appeared in the North American Review 
for January, the salient features of which we repub- 
lished on January 6. Cassier’s dissents entirely from 
Admiral Luce’s adverse opinion of the Personnel Act, 
and contends that its operation will accomplish its pur- 
pose, which is that every officer on a modern warship 
shall be an engineer, Admiral Luce distinctly says that 
“the line and staff fight was brought about mainly 
through the mistake of forty years ago, in giving our 
marine engineers a military training at the Naval Acad- 
emy!” “If anything were needed to prove his lack of ac- 
quaintance with actua! conditions in the Navy to-day,” 
says Cassier's, “this furnishes it. We believe his retirement 
occurred about fifteen years ago, so that he could not per- 
sonally realize the tremendous improvement in the rela- 
tions of officers of different corps which began before that 





time and grew steadily. This improvement, we have been 
informed by the men who went through it, was due al- 
most entirely to the joint education of the young en- 
gineers and sailors at Annapolis. We believe that every 
fair and unbiased student of naval affairs will assert 
that the present unsatisfactory condition of engineering 
in the Navy is due to the utter failure, on the part of 
the officers of high rank who were responsible, to make 
any attempt to carry out the scheme of the Personnel 
Law, which contemplated that every line officer should 
be primarily an engineer. It is worse than stupid—it is 
impudent—to blame a splendid scheme of education and 
training for failure to secure results, when no effort has 
been made to carry it out.’

Seudday Richardson, of the Houston, Texas, Chronicle, 
who is a veteran of the Spanish War, has a letter in 
the Chronicle in which he expresses his satisfaction that 
“the vast majority of the women of this country are 
beginning to turn away from the new woman idea.” 
Mr. Richardson shows the mischief done by the meddling 
of the woman philanthropists in Army matters which 
they do not understand. Mr. Richardson says: ‘‘When 
the canteen was abolished the soldier was driven to fre- 
quent unregulated saloons near his post, and when he 
drank too much he generally was a souree of serious 
trouble to himself and his officers. This led to hy- 
pocrisy. I had a personal instance of this a_ short 
time ago—I shall not say at what garrison. The sergeant 
in charge of the post store treated me to a bottle of 
malt tonic, of which the refrigerator was full. The 
malt tonic was nothing more than bottled beer, labeled 
malt tonic. What a paltry hypocrisy to be forced upon 
our stalwart fighting men! A worse wrong than an oc- 
casional case of drunkenness at the canteen! This shows 
conclusively, I believe, that the men were radically weak 
in judgment in permitting women to interfere in such 
matters. In the first case, it was wrong to try to inter- 
fere with the soldiers’ right to drink moderately, and in 
the second casé, the interference only increased intemper- 
ance, because the interference was a tyranny and stirred 
up a feeling of revoit; like all tyrannies, it also served 
to breed hypocrisy, a grievous stain in a manly nature.”

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Having in mind the fact that the naval authorities 
have not yet completed the plans for the two battleships 
authorized by the Navy appropriation approved in March 
of last year, the Boston Herald offers this novel sugges- 
tion: *‘Might it not be better policy to expend the amount 
thus appropriated for one big ship equal to, or superier 
to, the Dreadnought than to use it for two ships of 
smaller size, with less fighting ability?’ This suggestion 
is more interesting than practical. The appropriation 
approved March 38, 1905, authorizes two battleships, and 
prescribes their maximum tonnage, 16,000 tons, and to 
cost not to exceed $4,000,000 each. If it were desired to 
abandon the construction of those ships and use the 
money provided for them in building a single battleship 
to equal or surpass the British Dreadnought, additional 
legislation would be necessary, and, unfortunately, Con- 
gress is evidently not in a mood to favor the Navy beyond 
its simplest needs. The appearance of the Dreadnought 
seems likely to have a powerful effect upon the con- 
struction policy of other nations, concerning which the 
London Times says: “One of its most significant effects 
in this direction may be seen already in the new German 
naval program. It may seem paradoxical to suggest 
that an opportunity is thus offered for a reconsideration 
by all the powers of the established measure of their re- 
spective naval preparations.” 
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A correspondent, who is disposed to be facetious on a 
serious subject, says: “The ‘tions’ have it—Election, 
Selection, Re-election, Elimination, Damnation. ‘This 
problem appears to be about as simple as that given the 
street sweepers of New York city, in civil service train- 
ing, and whieh reads along these lines: ‘How many 
boards, eleven feet long, twelve inches wide and two boards 
high, will it take to inclose an area, the acreage of which 
is equal to the number of boards.’ If an astute politician 
ean’t work this out, possibly he may find an actuary of 
a life insurance company who can. Even the new-found 
actuary of the Army Life can tell you how to make an 
old man pay for past services and prove to the young man 
that compulsory retirement at sixty-four is a joke com- 
pared to what is in store for him.” 
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Brig. Gen. William P, Duvall will soon receive orders 
to command the Department of the Gulf, with head- 
quarters at Atlanta, Ga.

The Infantry Board at Fort Leavenworth has had un- 
der consideration the propose system of range finding 
cesigned by Lieut. F. Wharton Griffin, Art. Corps, and 
recently described in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. No 
conclusion has been reached as yet, but the board has 
requested that they be furnished with a model of the pro- 
posed range finders, . 
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It is a curious circumstance that the most tremendous 
event the world has witnessed since the international 
peace conference assembled at The Hague in 1899, on 
the invitation of Russia, was one of the greatest wars 
of modern times, in which Russia herself appeared as a 


belligerent. That conflict offered irrefutable evidence 
that arbitration as a means of settling international 


disputes is a process of limited value. Russia simply 
refused to submit to The Hague tribunal which she was 
instrumental in creating, a controversy which she _ be- 
lieved to involve her national honor, and the result was 
a war which, from the purely theoretical viewpoint, 
should have been averted by arbitration. Russia’s re- 
fusal to arbitrate in that case has not been condemned 
by any of the other nations which united with her in 
the first conference at The Hague, nor has it been any- 
where regarded as inconsistent with her professed belief 
in arbitration as a general principle. She was the sole 
judge as to the course she should adopt, and having 
decided that she could not submit the affair to arbitra- 
tion except by stultifying her sovereignty, her action was 
recognized as logical and justifiable. Her attitude there- 
fore distinctly marks the limitations of arbitration as 
an international process, and it emphasizes the fact that 
arbitration, within the real meaning of the term, is 
purely yoluntary. Nor have The Hague Conference 
and the International Court of Arbitration which it 
established in any way reduced the burdens of military 
preparedness or lessened the possibility of war. On the 
contrary, it is a peculiar fact that the seven years which 
have passed since that conference assembled have wit- 
nessed a tremendous increase in the expenditure of money 
for military purposes. It appears, for instance, accord- 
ing to a statement submitted by the British Admiralty 
to the House of Commons on March 1, that the naval 
expenditures of Great Britain have increased fifty per 
cent. since The Hague Conference met. The naval ex- 
penditures of the United States have increased. in much 
the same proportion, the appropriation advancing, in 
round numbers, from $48,000,000 in 1900, to $65,000,000 
in 1901, to $78,000,000 in 1902, to $81,000,000 in 1903, 
to $97,000,000 in 1904, to $100,000,000 in 1905, a total 
for six years of $467,000,000. Our entire naval appro- 
priations for the twenty-three years, beginning with and 
including 1883, have amounted, in round numbers, to 
$891,000,000, and, as will be seen, more than fifty per 
eent. of that whole sum has been appropriated in the 
last six years. The naval burdens of France, Germany, 
Japan and other old world powers have increased im- 
mensely in the same period. It might be unfair to as- 
cribe this world-wide expansion of naval budgets to a 
common distrust of arbitration as a safeguard of inter- 
national peace, but we believe it may justly be regarded 
as a recognition of the fact that the principle of arbi- 
tration is one of limited yalue, and that even its limited 
application pre-supposes the existence of armament. 
The present methods of arbitration are simply a sub- 
stitute for the old methods of diplomatic negotiations, 
and it remains to be seen whether they are any improye- 
ment upon them.

He remarks that a man who has 
not observed labor conditions in other tropical countries 
cannot understand why labor does not progress as rapidly 
in Panama as in the United States. Mr. Harrison adds. 
“IT have come back convinced that upon the whole we 
are doing the work well—or, at Jeast, that we have pre- 
pared well the ground for the work we are to do. I 
firmly believe that it would be the utmost folly for a 
Democrat to oppose the work of the administration for 
the canal from partisanship. Most important of all, we 
have driven away the peril of yellow fever and bubonic 
plague. The paralyzing fear of illness no longer  be- 
numbs the mind of the canal worker. Malaria is, of 
course, present, as in all tropical countries, It comes to 
everybody who stays in the zone sooner or later. With 
that exception a man may be as healthy and comfortable 
so far as the climate is concerned as he can be in New 
York city in midsummer, perhaps more so. The inability 
of persons in high authority to decide upon the form of 
canal naturally renders construction work at present nu- 
gatory and spasmodic. In the next place, unseemly bick- 
erings between high officials have produced a bewilder- 
ing effect upon subordinates, It may be that Mr. Wal- 
lace lacked just the qualities requisite for his place; it 
may be that Mr. Stevens has just the qualities most de- 
sirable—in his case, I believe it to be true—but at all 
events the manner of Mr. Wallace’s retirement has 
caused uneasiness in the zone.”

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In accordance with the recommendations of Brigadier 
General Mills, Chief of Artillery, the Secretary of War 
will ask that the Artillery bill be reintroduced with Sec. 
10 amended to read as follows: “That all vacancies 
created or caused by this act shall be filled by promotion 
aceording to seniority in the present Artillery Corps, sub- 
ject to examination as now prescribed by law. Of the 
vacancies created or caused in the grades of captain and 
first and second lieutenant in each branch one-fifth shall 
be filled in each fiscal year until the total number of 
officers herein provided for shall have been attained, 


The vacancies remaining in the grade of second lieu- 
tenant shall be filled by appointment in the following 
order: First, of graduates of the United States Military 
Academy; second, of enlisted men whose fitness for ad- 
vancement shall have been determined by competitive 
examination; third, of candidates from civil life; and all 
such appointments shall be made in accordance with the 
provisions of existing law: Provided, that the number 
of assignments to the Cavalry, Field Artillery, Coast 
Artillery and Infantry made each year from the gradu- 
ates of the United States Military Academy shall be as 
nearly as practicable in the ratio of the authorized total 
commissioned strength of each of these arms of the Ser- 
vice to their authorized total commissioned strength com- 
bined.” 
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Lieut. Dennis P. Quinlan, 5th U.S. Cay., professor of 
military science and tactics at the Oregon Agricultural 
College, publishes an article in the College Barometer, 
the official newspaper of the institution named, in which 
he holds that a great retarding factor in the enforcement 
of military discipline at colleges where military instruc- 
tion is given is the abuse of the privilege of substituting 
one study for another; in some cases this has been abused 
to such an extent that in four years the student gradu- 
ates with a smattering of everything from soil fertiliza- 
tion to astronomy. ‘This result, he continues, is as un- 
satisfactory to a conscientious faculty as it will be to 
the student and his future employers. ‘The military 
spirit,” Lieutenant Quinlan goes on to say, “is injured 
as the student finds himself unable to substitute the pre- 
seribed military instruction for other subjects which 
do not call for military discipline. In any system of 
instruction where elasticity is the exception instead of 
the rule, it naturally to some extent is unpopular with 
the young men who do not realize the object of it; but 
the caliber of young men who attend agricultural col- 





deges is the best guarantee that any restraint they may 


feel while under military discipline will not find expres- 
sion in acts of malicious mischief or other yicious in- 
dulgeuces.”

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The Military Order of Congress, Medal of Honor Le- 
gion of the United States, has reprinted a short story of 
the “First Day’s Fight at Gettysburg, July 1, 1863,” by 
Il. S. Huidekoper, one time colonel 150th V.V., major 
geveral, N.G.D., retired. In it General Huidegoper says: 
“At Balaklava the Light Brigade lost 37 per cent. of its 
men, and at Inkerman the Guards lost 45 per cent., and 
both go dowa in history, in verse and prose, as having 
been annihilated. At Gettysburg, on July 1, the 16th 
Maine lost 84 per cent, the 150th Pennsylyania lost 66 
per cent.; 2d Wisconsin, 77; 107th Pennsylvania, 65; 
109th Pennsylvania, 74; 75th Pennsylvania, 68; 24th 
Michigan, 73; 142d Pennsylvania, 62 ; 151st Pennsylvania, 
71; 76th New York, 62; 147th New York, 70; 157th New 
York, 61, and 107th New York, 70. In the 150th Penn- 
sylvania, out of seventeen officers who went into action, 
only one escaped death, wounding or capture. Among the 
officers wounded on July 1 were Generals Doubleday, 
Meredith and Paul, and Colonels Morrow, Stone, Wister, 
Fairchild, Dudley, Biddle, Root, Tilden, Leonard, Coulter, 
MeFarland and uidekoper. Among the killed 
General Reynolds and Colonel Cummins.”

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The Naval Academy authorities having in charge the 
constructive work of the new buildings and the different 
construction companies, of which the Noel Construction 
Company, of Baltimore, is the most largely engaged, will 
begin a busy campaign with the opening of spring to 
bring about the rapid completion of the whole work. It 
ie believed that by the succeeding winter the work will 
be so far advanced that all the temporary structures 
now used as recitation halls and for other purposes can 
be torn down and the Academy will present much the 
appearance that it will when all work is done. The only 
building of the original group not yet under way is the 
power house, the building of which was delayed by the 
sinking of the foundations. New ones are being con- 
structed and work on the power house will be pushed as 
rapidly as possible. Two buildings, not of the regular 
Academy group, but connected with it, are the hospital 
and the experimental building. The former is situated 
on the Government Farm, and is about half finished.

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As showing the urgent need of additional naval docks 
on the Atlantic coast, it is worth pointing out that when 
all those now authorized are completed there is but one 
place on the Atlantic seaboard—New York—where there 
will be four docks. If a fleet of twenty ships were fitted 
out at that vard there would be great delay which might 
be very serious on the approach of war.

In a single 
british navy has twenty-one docks. 
Until a few months ago the Boston Navy Yard had only 
one dock, and last year it was in use 280 days, while 
the docks at the New York yard were in use 750 days, 
and the single dock at League Island about 250 days. 
Civil Engineer Endicott, Chief of the Burean of Yards 
and Docks of the Navy Department, states that when 
all the docks now contracted for are completed the Navy 
will have thirty-one docks, some of which will only dock 
small ships. He recommends appropriations this year 
for four additional docks, one for Boston, a_ floating 
drydock for Chespeake Bay, one for Pensacola, and one 
for Puget Sound, These docks, it is declared, will be re- 


quired for the Navy during President Roosevelt’s time. 
He says: “Keep the Navy going; keep the ships in use, 
Better to wear out than to rust out.”

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In response to an application for bonds in favor of

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Speaking of the increase of naval burdens, Mr. G. 
Shaw-Lefevre, in an article published in the Contem- 
porary Review, reviews the old agitation for an inter- 
national agreement looking to a limitation of armaments. 
Such an agreement, he thinks, could be entered into by 
Great Britain, France and Germany to their mutual 
benefit. ‘Why,’ he asks, “would it not be possible to 
devise some international arrangement under which a 
limit should be imposed on the armaments of the three 
powers?’ How easy it would be to devise such an agree- 
ment is indicated by Mr. Shaw-Lefevre’s naive sugges- 
tion that “it would no doubt be conceded that England, 
by reason of its insular position, and its great possessions 
beyond the seas, and its vast commerce, is entitled to 
maintain a navy at least equal to those of the two other 
powers combined.” 
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In an official communication Gen. F. C. Ainsworth, 
Military Secretary, U.S.A., says: ‘Referring to so much 
of G.O. No. 23, W.D., as relates to the issue of the first 
aid picket and pouch, the Chief of Staff has approved the 
recommendation of the Surgeon General that the issue 
of the first aid packet anc pouch be postponed until the 
recommendation of the Board of Army and Navy Med- 
ical Officers, recently convened for the purpose of con- 
sidering first aid dressings and equipment, has been acted 
upon, it being understood that the board has unanimously 
adopted an entirely new kind of packet, to be contained 
in a metallic case and suspended from the belt by hooks 
or strings, so that a pouch is unnecessary. In accordance 
with the foreging only packages for the purpose of  in- 
struction will now be issued.”

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An attempt will be made by the Navy Department to 
have the Army appropriation bill amended in the Senate 
so as to permit of the transportation on Army trans- 
ports of officers and men of the Navy and Marine Corps, 
as has been customary in the past.

the House, provided that no employees of any department 
but the War Department, or any persons not connected 
with the military establishment should be permitted to 
be transported on Army transports.

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PLANS FOR COAST DEFENSE. 


March 5, President Roosevelt sent to Congress the re- 
port of the Taft Board on Coast Defense, accompanying 
it with a message calling attention to the importance of 
the subject. The message is in substance a summary of 
the conclusions of the board which are set forth in the 
report which follows. ‘This report is signed by the mem- 
bers of the board, who are as follows: Wm. H. Taft, pres- 
ident; Lieut. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U.S.A.; Major 
Gen. J, C. Bates, U.S.A., Chief of Staff; Rear Admiral 
Chas. M. Thomas, U.S.N.; Major Gen. J. P. Story, U.S. 
A.; Brig. Gen. A. W. Greely, U.S.A., Chief Signal Offi- 
cer; Brig. Gen. William Crozier, U.S.A., Chief of Ord- 
nance; Brig. Gen. A. Mackenzie, U.S.A., Chief of Engi- 
neers; Brig. Gen. S. M. Mills, U.S.A., Chief of Artil- 
lery; Capt. C. S. Sperry, U.S.N.; Major Geo. W. Goe- 
ihals, U.S.A., General Staff. 

The board was appointed to revise the work of the En- 
dicott Board and in introducing their report they indicate 
ihe change in conditions since the report of the Endicott 
Goard was presented in 1886 to show the necessity for 
his revision. The principles of defense so clearly stated 
oy the Endicott Board are unchanged. Continuing the 
hoard says: 

* * * Guns provided with an efficient range finding 
system can now bring an effective fire on all parts of 
these wide channels, and render unnecessary the “floating 
iefenses’’ which have never been built and which, if they 
nad been, would be objectionable because of vulnerability 
and of the great cost of construction and maintenance. 

Commercially and strategically Chesapeake Bay is to- 
day, as it always has been, of the very first importance. 
With the entrance as it is now, unfortified, a hostile 
fleet, should it gain control of the sea, can establish 
without coming under the fire of a single gun, a base on 
its shores, pass in and out at pleasure, have access to 
large quantities of valuable supplies of all kinds, and 
paralyze the great trunk railway lines crossing the head 
of the bay. 

The completion of the fortifications at the entrance to 
Long Island Sound is placed second to Chesapeake Bay 
only because there are some guns already mounted at 
the former, while there are none to defend the channel 
between Cape Charles and Cape Henry. The importance 
of the fortifications at the entrance to Long Island Sound 
is due to the fact that they constitute the first and chief 
line of defense of New York city aganst naval attack 
from that direction; that they will prevent the occupa- 
tion by a hostile fleet of Gardiners Bay or other interior 
water as a naval base, and will also protect various 
manufacturing towns established along the sound, in- 
‘luding New London, Bridgeport, New Haven and others. 

Puget Sound was not recommended by the Endicott 
Board for defense, but since the date of its report these 
waters have become of the greatest strategic and com- 
mercial importance. * * * The entrance is four miles 
wide and so deep that it cannot be successfully mined, 
therefore defense by the Army must be confined solely 
to guns which should be increased in number to com- 
pensate for the lack of mine defense. Fogs are very 
prevalent in Puget Sound, and a bold enterprising naval 
commander might be willing to take the risk of running 
the entrance at times when ships could not be seen from 
the batteries. In order to strengthen the Artillery de- 
fense to meet this condition, the board recommends a 
second line of gun defense extending from Foulweather 
Bluff to Double Bluff, some seventeen miles from the 
outer entrance, 

Since 1886 our territorial limits have been enlarged by 
the addition of the insular possessions. They are distant 
from the great centers and sources of supply and can- 
not be held unless their principal ports are fortified be- 
fore the outbreak of war. It is clear that the defense 
should be provided with as little delay as_ possible. 
Naval bases and coaling stations must be protected by 
fortifications and, in addition, Manila, Honolulu and San 
Juan are of sufficient military importance to deserve ade- 
quate defense, 

The United States has secured a valuable possession, 
the canal zone, and is to expend large sums of money 
for the construction of the Panama Canal, a waterway 
of vital strategical and commercial importance to the 
United States. While it may appear that the ultimate 
defense of the canal must rest with the Navy, the fleet 
should not be tied so closely to it as to lose its offensive 
power; moreover, it is readily conceivable that control 
of the sea in the vicinity might be temporarily lost, 
either on the Atlantic or Pacific coast, making land de- 
fenses necessary and advisable, since the cost of forti- 
fications would be but a small percentage of the damage 
which could be quickly inflicted upon the plant and 
operation of the canal. 

After the canal is completed, the capture of or damage 
to either entrance might prevent the passage of war 
vessels between the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, though 
the concentration of the two fleets might be of vital im- 
portance to the national welfare. 

Conditions have not changed since the date of the re- 
port of the Endicott board relative to the defense of 
lake ports. 

The board after carefully weighing the relative com- 
mercial and strategic importance of the ports and har- 
bors of the United States and the insular possessions, 
modifies and revises the list of ports submitted by the 
Endicott board as requiring defense. The revised list 
below is arranged in geographical order:

While the military needs of the coast as they exist to- 
day can be determined and provided for, the growth of 
the country, the construction of railways or other lines 
of communication may give, hereafter, a commercial 
and strategical importance to other ports which they do 
not possess at present. 

Increase in gun power and the efficient operation of 
the disappearing gun carriage, giving an increased rate 
of fire, have caused considerable changes in the details 
of defense recommended by the Endicott board, viz: the 
omission of turrets, armored casemates and gunlifts, 
and a reduction in the number and caliber of guns. The 
cannon now mounted in seacoast defenses are the fol- 


lowing: High-power guns; 12-inch, 10-inch and 8-inch; 
the rapid-fire guns; 6-inch, 5-inch, 4.7-inch, and 3-inch, 
and the 12-inch mortar, 

A demand for heavier armament and better armor pro- 
tection has led to a marked increase in the tonnage of 
battleships. Battleships of 18,000 tons and upwards, 
mounting twelve to fourteen 12-inch guns with a great 
inerease in armor protection, have been projected. Land 
guns must keep pace with such advance. 

Our latest 12-inch coast defense gun has an _ initial 
velocity of 2,550 feet per second, and a muzzle energy of 
47,299 foot tons. With this energy the 12-inch armor of 
the latest type of battleship can be penetrated with nor- 
mal impact at 8,700 yards, and the 7-inch armor at all 
fighting ranges. But in developing this energy the high 
temperatures due to smokeless powder and the great in- 
crease in the volume of gas, produce an erosion which 
materially shortens the life of the gun. There is little 
to warrant the hope that any material improvement will 
be speedily effected in the manufacture of either stecl 
for gun construction or in powder to overcome this ero- 
sion. It is considered unwise to tax the 12-inch gun to 
such an extent as the high velocity entails for the pro- 
tection of the wide channels that exist at the entrances 
to Long Island Sound, Chesapeake Bay, Puget Sound 
and Manila, if by increasing the caliber of the gun an 
equal or greater fire effect can be secured by employing 
a diminished velocity which will not sensibly impair the 
life of the gun. Such an increase in the caliber means 
a large increase in weight of gun and carriage, a con- 
sideration of little moment in land defense, but prohibi- 
tive for use on battleships. 

The 12-inch gun can now fire two aimed shots in less 
than a minute, manual labor being used for loading and 
operating the gun and carriage; it is believed that this 
rate will not be materially diminished if the 14-inch gun 
mounted on a disappearing carriage of the same type as 
that now employed for the 12-inch gun, loaded and oper- 
ated by the same means, be adopted. For the 16-inch 
gun, however, mechanical devices must be resorted to 
for loading and operating—a very decided disadvantage. 
The cost of the 14-inch gun with the required energy is 
but slightly in excess of the cost of the 12-inch gun with 
an equal energy at 8,700 yards. For these reasons the 
board recommends the adoption of 14-inch guns mounted 
on disappearing carriages for the defense of the channels 
above enumerated. The 14-inch projectile will carry a 
bursting charge of high explosive more than fifty per 
cent. in excess of the charge of the 12-inch projectile. . 

The board is of the opinion: 

1. That the gun defense of a port of first importance 
should consist of guns of not less than 12-inch caliber, 
12-inch mortars, and suitable rapid-fire guns for the de- 
fense of the mine fields. 

2. That 10-inch guns are sufficient to cover channels 
liable only to cruiser attack. 

3. That 6-inch guns should be used for the protection of 
places subject to naval raids and the special care of 
mine fields at distant ranges. 

4. That 3-inch guns be used for the protection of mine 
fields at ordinary ranges. 

These conclusions of the board are based on the follow- 
ing considerations: 

1. Improvements in range finding equipment, the de- 
velopment of a system of electrical information and the 
use of search-lights at night which have increased the 
effective range of guns ashore to such an extent that fire 
from the batteries will be begun at ranges upwards of 
12,000 yards, whereas two miles was formerly considered 
the effective limit. 

2. The little injury done to armored vessels, except by 
projectiles of large caliber, in the naval engagements be- 
tween Japan and Russia. 

3. The naval opinion that first-class fortifications will 
not be seriously attacked by anything less powerful than 
battleships. ° 

4, The perforating power of guns of various calibers as 
given in the following: 

Table showing ranges beyond which projectiles of the 
guns stated will not penetrate 12-inch and 7-inch Krupp 
cemented armor, when the plate is normal to the tra- 
jectory and also when the trajectory makes an angle of 
35° with the normal to the plate.

The reason the Endicott board recommended so many 
mortars for coast defense was that they attacked an 
armored vessel in its most vulnerable part—the deck. 
Their special role was to prevent the occupation of 
anchorage areas by hostile vessels from which either the 
defenses or the protected ports might be bombarded. It 
was not anticipated that they could be effectively used 
against moving vessels, but by the improvement of the 
range finding system the usefulness of mortars to the 
defense has been very greatly increased and their fire 
is now effective against moving as well as stationary 
targets. * * 

There is no fixed rule for determining the number of 
guns required to give an adequate protection, and in 
arriving at a conclusion as to what should constitute 
the defense, the following considerations have been ac- 
cepted which tend to dimish the number recommended 
by the Endicott board, without decreasing in any way 
the protection to the harbors: 

1. The development of a system of range finding, fire 
control and direction, much more efficient than could be 
anticipated at the time of the Endicott board, which 
gives the land gun a very great advantage in accuracy 
of fire over the gun afloat, especially at the longer 
ranges. 

2. The increased power developed in guns of a given 
caliber. 

3. The adoption of the disappearing carriage for the 
higher caliber guns, thereby attaining an increased rate 
of fire. 

4. Ships engaged in an attack on a fortified position 
must have ample room in which to turn, and as war 
vessels are being constructed larger and of deeper 
draught, the defenses required for narrow and shallow 
channels, whether natural or dredged, may be diminished 
since the heavier ships are excluded. 

5. If the armament will compel the enemy to land in 
order to effect its capture, it has fulfilled its function, 
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and any increase in armament thereafter is an unwar- 
rantable expense in material and personnel. * * * 

The board -has recognized the claims of the Navy to 
command all seagoing defenses, and also the general in- 
advisability of assigning naval units to particular sta- 
tiens, yet the board believes that the military defenses 
of certain important ports should be supplemented. 

In the “Race” in the Long Island Sound defenses of 
New York, at the entrance to Puget Sound, and in the 
Golden Gate of San Francisco, the conditions are such 
that submarine mines cannot always be reliably in- 
stalled. The board is of the opinion that the Navy 
should contribute to the defense of these places by as- 
signing submarine boats or by other suitable vessels. 

Automobile torpedoes have not as yet been provided 
for harbor defenses. There are some channels with water 
so deep as to prohibit the use of submarine mines, and 
some others with currents so strong as to make the ques- 
tion of their proper maintenance doubtful, In such cases 
the use of the automobile torpedo may be desirable; but 
experience in their use in land defense has not been suf- 
ficient at this time to recommend their adoption. The 
board recommends that an appropriation be made tor 
experimenting and testing such torpedoes for coast de- 
fense at the School of Submarine Defense, Fort Totten, 
New York. * * * 

Electricity has -become of vital importance to an 
efficient system of gun defense. * . * With 
all the generating machinery concentrated in one 
house the entire electric power of the defense is liable 
to be paralyzed by a single well-directed shot, notwith- 
standing the protection to be given to the power house. 
To guard against such a contingency reserve power 
should be provided, in order that the efficiency of the 
defense may not be impaired. This reserve can be sup- 
plied most economically by small individual units of 
ample size to supply each battery or group of batteries. 

The estimates submitted for electrical installations are 
based on an equipment designed for fortification uses 
only. As it is desirable to keep the plants in constant 
operation, the current may be used for lighting the posts 
and buildings at such times as it is not needed for forti- 
fication purposes, provided the necessary additional funds 
are made available. * * * 

It is the power of determining the range from the gun 
and the ability to apply all of these corrections quickly 
and accurately, combined with stability of platform, 
which gives the land gun its great advantage over the 
gun afloat, a superiority which increases rapidly as the 
range increases. 

The expense of installing a proper system of range 
finding, fire control and direction which will accomplish 
the results desired is but a small percentage of the cost 
of the guns, carriages and emplacements which the sys- 
tem is designed to serve. An efficient system for any 
harbor can be elaborated only after the most careful 
study of the particular locality. * * * Experiments are 
still in progress with a view to improving some of the 
appliances. The estimates, therefore, can be regarded 
only as approximate, 

Considerations of economy, efficiency and protection 
against hostile fire require that the greater part of the 
electrical communications be either subterranean or 
submarine. The establishment of horizontal base lines 
extending over water areas will require a very large 
amount of submarine cable. Special appliances and boats 
are necessary for the satisfactory installation, and ex- 
perience has shown that their efficient maintenance can- 
not otherwise be accomplished. The board is of the 
opinion that seven suitable cable boats is the minimum 
required for efficient service, and makes provision in 
the estimates for the four necessary to complete that 
number. 

Because of the effect of beams of light on each other, 
and on other auxiliaries of defense, experiments have 
demonstrated that the proper number and locations of 
searchlights in each harbor are matters that can be de- 
termined only after repeated local trials, and as a conse- 
quence the preparation of an estimate of the cost of 
perfected searchlight apparatus for all of the defended 
harbors which is more than a fair approximation, is im- 
practicable. The estimate submitted is based on a study 
of the fortified harbors with no provision for any reserve. 

A service of security and information must be pro- 
vided to guard the coast against sudden hostile attack. 
and steps have already been taken to this end by both 
the Army and Navy, including the co-operation of the 
two services. Wireless telegraphy will form an impor- 
tant feature of the system for communicating with ships 
of the Navy and with suitably equipped scout boats em- 
ployed for the purpose. * * 

After careful consideration the board adopted the fol- 
lowing recommendation, which has been transmitted by 
the Secretary of War in a special letter to Congress, viz: 

The board charged with the revision of the coast de- 
fenses of the United States recommended by the Endicott 
board, and with the coast defenses of our insular pos- 
sessions is of the opinion that it is a matter of the 
gravest military urgency that telegraphic communica- 
tion should be established between the United States 
and Guantanamo, Cuba, Porto Rico and the Canal Zone, 
Isthmus of Panama, by a submarine cable that will not 
be landed on any territory not controlled by the United 
States, and therefore recommends: 

That the naval base at Key West, Florida, be con- 
nected as soon as practicable with Guantanamo, Cuba. 
and the Canal Zone, Isthmus of Panama, by a sub- 
marine cable extending from Key West to Guantanamo, 
and thence to the Canal Zone near Colon. 

That a similar system should connect Guantanamo, 
Cuba, and Ponce, Porto Rico, when the present exclusive 
cable concession to Porto Rico expires in 1908. 


The Endicott Board, following the course of the pre- 
ceding Gun Foundry Board, recommended that private 
manufacturers should furnish the raw material to be man- 
ufactured in Government establishments. This policy has 
been carried out only in part, extensive orders for finish- 
ing work having been given to private manufacturers. 
Private manufacturers now have orders for $4,802,980 of 
work in addition to $10,483,357 to be expended by the 
Ordnance Department principally for the material ordered 
from private establishments. No fixed ratio has been es- 
tablished between Government work and private work. 
Private manufacturers furnish all the powder, a part of 
the heavy ordnance, a part of the seacoast projectiles and 
a part of the ammunition for the smaller cannon. Since 
the commencement of the re-armament in 1888 one pri- 
vate establishment has received orders amounting to $13,- 
264,692, an average of $780,276 per year. It is not con- 
sidered advisable to change the policy which experience 
has approved. Now that the country has a battle fleet, 
and the range and power of ordnance have been so largely 
increased, the recommendations of the Endicott Board of 
floating defenses are no longer in order, On these sub- 
jects the report says: 

Experience has not shown the necessity for the Gov- 
ernment’s embarking in the manufacture of any class of 
material which has thus far been furnished exclusively 
by private establishments; the policy outlined at the be- 
ginning of the work of rearmament and followed until 
the present time has proved satisfactory. But there may be 
some inquiry whether the distribution of work which has 
been done by both Government and private plants should 
not receive some readjustment, with the object of sup- 
porting in the United States one or more establishments 
such as exist in most European countries, capable of 
designing and producing all classes of war material. * * * 

The subject is one of some difficulty, and it is not easy 
to indicate a better course than the one adopted as the 
result of an experience of nearly twenty years. * * * 

There is certain ordnance material for which there is 
an increased need in time of war, and it is imperative 
that adequate provision should be made to supply the 
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consequent demand. This end can be accomplished only 
by establishing in advance plants in excess of peace re- 
quirements, and which, of necessity, must be partially 
unemployed in time of peace. It is unreasonable to ex- 
pect the private manufacturers to maintain such plants. 
*- + & 


During the twenty years succeeding the Endicott re- 
port, Congress made provision for several harbor defense 
vessels of the monitor type, but if any demonstration of 
their inefficiency were needed it was furnished by the 
experiences of the late war with Spain, and it is prac- 
tically certain that no more such vessels will ever be 
authorized. 

Torpedo vessels have been built and are being added 
to the Navy from year to year in such number as Con- 
gress authorizes, but the exigencies of hostilities are so 
various that they can never be assigned as a part of the 
permanent defense of any particular port without de- 
stroying the efficiency of the flotilla which may, for in- 
stance, be needed to act with the fleet. * * 

It is believed to be of the first importance that pro- 
vision be made for a reserve ammunition supply, and 
that the fire control and power installations for existing 
works be provided, and that the torpedo defense be com- 
pleted, but it is also considered of importance that the 
most important of the additional guns and emplacements 
recommended should be commenced at an early date, 
such work requiring a number of years to complete. 

Amongst the places recommended to be defended, the 
following, in the order named, are considered of special 
importance: Entrance to Chesapeake Bay, eastern en- 
trance to Long Island Sound, Puget Sound, Subig Bay, 
Guantanamo and entrance to Manila Bay. Naval bases 
are included in all the places named. 

An adequate personnel should be provided to man all 
those elements of coast defense as soon as they are 
ready for active use and operation, which require for 
efficient sérvice long training and specially developed 
skill. * 

The order in which the actual work is taken up should 
be left to the discretion of the Chief of Engineers, with 
the co-operation and co-ordination of the Chief Signal 
Officer, the Chief of Ordnance and the Chief of Artillery. 

Accompanying the report of the Taft Board are the re- 
ports of three sub-committees, but these are summed up 
in the general report. From them, however, we obtain 
the following additional information: The best recorded 
times for firing a series of four rounds in target practice 
under existing orders with 8, 10 and 12-inch guns mount- 
ed respectively on disappearing and barbette carriages 
during the target practice year 1904-5 are as follows: 
Eight-inch disappearing, 1 minute, 30 seconds; 8-inch 
barbette, 3 minutes, 36 seconds; 10-inch disappearing, 1 
minute, 25 seconds; 10-inch barbette, 4 minutes, 44 sec- 
onds; 12-inch disappearing, 2 minutes, 13 seconds; 12- 
inch barbette, 4 minutes, 45 seconds. 

The estimated cost of the several guns is as follows: 
Automatic machine gun, caliber .30, on wheeled gun and 
mount carriage, gun and mount, $2,800; 15-pounder gun 
and mount, $5,000; emplacement, $7,500; 6-inch disap- 
pearing gun steel, $9,400; nickel steel, $15,000; carriage, 
$15,000; emplacement, $30,000; 10-inch disappearing gun 
steel, $28,500, nickel steel, $39,500; carriage, $35,000 ; 
carriage for nickel steel guns, $37,000; emplacement, 
$80,000; 12-inch disappearing gun steel, $43,465; nickel 
steel, $61,000; carriage, $45,000; carriage for nickel steel 
guns, $52,000; emplacement, $100,000; 14-inch disap- 
pearing gun steel, $60,000; carriage, $72,000; emplace- 
ment, $150,000; 12-inch mortar gun steel, $7,000; car- 
riage, $12,000 ; emplacement, $120,000 for battery of light 
mortars. 

The report is accompanied by a letter from the Secre- 
tary of War calling attention to it. In this the Secretary 
says: “It appears that an adequate defense for the coast 
of the United States can be secured for $277,239 less than 
estimated by the Endicott Board, and it is further to be 
poted that the defense of the twenty-two ports common 
to both the past and the present systems can be complet- 
ed for $22,896,606 less than the sum proposed by the En- 
dicott Board, omitting from book estimates for ammuni- 
tion and sites. The ports in the insular possessions that 
require defense for strategic reasons are given in the re- 
port and include the naval bases and coaling stations, To 
complete the defense of these ports will require additional 
appropriations amounting to $19,873,895, making the to- 
tal cost, exclusive of additional land, $22,716,360. The 
estimated cost for the defense of the Isthmian canal ports, 
including a supply of ammunition, but excluding cost of 
land, is $4,827,682. It is the opinion of the sub-commit- 
tee that under the Act of June 28, .1902, specific appro- 
priations for the defenses recommended should be in- 
cluded in appropriations for the construction of the 
canal. 

A table accompanies the report showing the additional 
guns required and the estimate of the cost of additional 
defenses, including guns. The total amount involved is 
$50,879,339 for home ports; $19,873,895 for Insular 
ports; $4,827,682 for the entrances to Panama Canal. 
The additional guns required are as follows: 

Portland, Me., two 12-inch, two 6-inch; Portsmouth, 
eight 12-inch mortars; Boston, six 12-inch, six 3-inch, six- 
teen 12-inch mortars; Narragansett Bay, four 6-inch. 

Eastern entrance to Long Island, one 16-inch, four 14- 
inch, six 12-inch, sixteen 12-inch mortars; southern en- 
trance to New York, two 12-inch, two 8-inch. 

Delaware River, two 12-inch; Baltimore, two 3-inch, 
eight 12-inch mortars; Chesapeake Bay entrance, eight 
14-inch, two 12-inch, four 10-inch; seven 6-inch, ten 
23-inch, sixteen 12-inch mortars. 

Charleston, S.C., one 12-inch; Savannah, two 12-inch; 
Pensacola, four 12-inch; Mississippi River, two 12-inch ; 
Mobile Bay, eight 12-inch mortars. 

San Francisco, two 12-inch, eight 3-inch; Columbia 
River, eight 12-inch mortars ; Puget Sound, seven 14-inch, 
two 12-inch, two 10-inch, seven 6-inch, four 38-inch, eight 
12-inch mortars. 

Guantanamo, six 12-inch, four 3-inch, eight 12-inch 
mortars; San Juan, six 6-inch, eight 12-inch mortars; 
Guam, four 6-inch, three 35-inch, eight 12-inch mortars; 
Subig Bay, four 12-inch, twelve 3-inch, eight 12-inch mor- 
tars; Manila, eight 14-inch, two 12-inch, four 6-inch, 
twelve 3-inch, eight 12-inch mortars; Pearl Harbor, Hon- 
olulu, six 12-inch, four 6-inch, sixteen 12-inch mortars; 
Kaske Island, six 6-inch, eight 12-inch mortars; entrance 
to the Isthmus of Panama Canal, eight 12-inch, eleven 
3-inch, thirty-two 12-inch mortars. 
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SHALL A NAVAL ACADEMY BE FOUNDED? 
To THE Eprior oF THe ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

After Lieutenant Commander Chandler's 
paper in the Journal of the Naval Institute, which con- 
verts all naval officers into engineers and the Annapolis 
school into a training place for them: and after also con- 
sidering the reported fact that the latest Japanese 19,- 
000-ton battleship is to be fitted with full sail power, 
I venture to suggest the establishment of a Naval Acad- 
emy, somewhat on the lines of West Point. The Navy 
has long needed an institution of this kind, and on our 
2.500-mile sea front a suitable site near salt water and 
accessible to ships can no doubt be acquired without fill- 


considering 
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ing in any harbor. The course of study could easily be 
adapted to suit both youths desiring to become sailors 
and lieutenant commanders wishing to add some knowl- 
edge of seamanship to their professional qualifications.

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THE ELIMINATION BILL. 


To THE EpITor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The bill recently introduced (H.R. 13377), if enacted 
as a law, will operate in the Infantry as follows: Nine 
only can be promoted, so nine must be retired each year. 
In two years all the present lieutenant colonels will be 
eliminated as such, eighteen by promotion and eighteen 
by retirement. It is hard to believe that 50 per cent. of 
the present lieutenant colonels are unfit for active service. 
They are men of much experience and too valuable to be 
retired for many years. In three years all the present 
majors (101) will be eliminated as such, fifty-four by 
promotion and forty-seven by retirement. In addition, 
some captains who may be promoted by this bill in the 
first year of its action, will be retired as majors. Looking 
over the list of majors it is difficult to see how forty-seven 
could be retired in the next three years without great loss 
to the Army. 

No captains would be forced to retire for three years, 
as no first lieutenants will have ten years’ service until 
that time. So for that time at least this bill will be very 
fuvorable for the captains. After that time enough cap- 
tains would have to be retired to promote sixty-two first 
lieutenants, including vacancies in the captaincies caused 
by death, resignation, ete. This would make about fifty- 
three vacancies for secend lieutenants. 

Now under this bill eighty-three second lieutenants 
niust be promoted each year (having four years’ service 
as such), so about thirty first lieutenants would have to 
retire each year. What first lieutenants will be retired? 
The first year those who are decidedly incompetent or 
whe are disabled physically would go, but it would be 
hard to find thirty of these in the Army. After the first 
year how will it be decided who is the least capable of ac- 
tive service? It is quite certain that the oldest ones will 
go. ‘This means the officers who came in from the volun- 
teers in 1901 will be retired. On the list of lieutenants 
they are numbered from about 125 to 275, and are ranked 
by younger men. 

These officers have had as much or more experience 
than the lieutenants above them and as much as the jun- 
ior captains of Infantry. All saw service in ’98 and from ’99 
to 1901, and were the pick of the volunteers. They have 
stcod the “hikes” of the past eight years and are hardened 
men, almost “old campaigners.” These volunteers saw 
service in Cuba, Porto Rico, the Philippines and China, 
and have all been under fire many times. Their field ex- 
perience should be considered too valuable to be lost while 
the officers are capable of doing active service. Each year 
at least ninety second lieutenants would have to be as- 
signed to the Infantry. West Point would furnish some, 
but at least half would come from civil life or from the 
ranks. Of the twenty-one officers now on the active list 
of the Army. who have won Medals of Honor for “‘dis- 
tinguished gallantry in action in 1898, nine were under 
thirty when the medals were won; six, from thirty to 
og A: five from forty to fifty, and one was fifty-six years 
oL age. 

In Cuba in ’98, in the Philippines in 1899 to 1901, and 
even as late as 1903, from one-half to two-thirds of the 
cecmpanies which had been in the field for over six months 
were commanded by lieutenants. When this happens it 
is a very good thing to have some lieutenants who have 
reached the year of discretion. If the present laws are 
strictly enforced, promotions will be rapid enough. The 
seasoned officer with a good record for bravery will al- 
Ways have the confidence of his soldiers, no matter how 
green they may be. But an untried officer with raw sol- 
diers has a hard job on his hands. Probably it was not 
intended that injustice should be done any class of officers 
by this bill, but it looks as if grave injustice would be 
dene these first lieutenants who came from the volunteers.

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OFFICIAL STATUS OF RETIRED OFFICERS. 
TO THE EpIror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The Court of Claims, in an opinion delivered in the 
case of Wood vs. The United States, 15 Ct. Ols., 151, 
160, which, on appeal, was concurred in, and aftirmed by, 
the Supreme Court, 107 U.S., 414, among other things, 
held as follows, viz.: 


_ By Revised Statutes, Section 1094, officers on the re- 
tired list of the Army compose part of the Army of the 
United States and therefore no one can be upon that list 
who is not an officer of the Army appointed as required 
by the Constitution, Article II., Section 2.” 

From the foregoing, it follows that: an officer placed 
on the retired list of the Army carries with him thereto, 
and retains thereon, his office to which he has been “ap- 
pointed as required by the Constitution, Article II., Sec- 
tion 2,” which office is necessarily his office in his corps 
or in the Army at large, as the case may be. The re- 
tirement of an officer is, therefore, simply a transference 
from his corps or from the Army at large, as the case 
may be, with his commission in force, except as restricted 
by the retirement laws, to the retired list, which is in 
effect a reserve corps, leaving a vacancy ip his corps or 
in the Army at large, as the case may be, and becoming 
i supernumerary officer of his grade in his corps or in 
the Army at large, as the case may be, on the retired 
list; and is analogous to the transference of an officer of 
a line corps to a staff corps. 

_ Under the foregoing view, officers placed on the retired 
list under the general retirement law, carrying with 
them the offices held by them, respectively, at the time 
of retirement, which offices are commensurate with the 
rank of the incumbent officers, respectively, are in a nor- 
mal and substantive official status. The status of officers 
placed on the retired list with one grade of advanced 
rank, under the provisions of the Army Appropriation 
act, approved April 238, 1904, is, however, very different. 
The said provisions, unfortunately, were not technically 
correct in form nor technically complete in substance, 
and, in consequence, were construed not to confer office 
but to confer rank only, as a similarly-framed anterior 
law had been construed, many years previously, in the 
ease of Wood vs. The United States, above cited. The 
status of this class of officers, veterans of the Civil War 
whom the law, unmindful of the adverse construction 
which had been placed on its prototype, sought to honor, 
is an anomalous official status in which the rank of the 
officer is inferior to, and, therefore, not commensurate 
with, the rank of the incumbent officer. This anomalous 





official status can be properly remedied only by an ap- 
propriate substitutive amendatory law. 

The following comment on the official status of officers 
placed on the retired list of the Army under the provi-

sions of the general retirement law, is from Fry’s “Mili- 
tary Miscellanies,” p. 32, viz.: 

“While the law provides for the officer’s withdrawal 
from active service and command, and from the line of 
promotion, it leaves him in possession. of his office, his 
grade, rank and uniform and part of the pay of his ac- 
tive grade, and it specifies duties which, under the au- 
thority of his office, he may legally perform if —

To THE EpITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I have had my say against the proposed new constitu- 
tion of the Army Mutual Aid Association, and what [ 
have said was based on recorded facts, which, of course, 
cannot be refuted. Great wealth does not insure perpetu- 
ity in life-insurance, but has always proved an element of 
danger. The professional actuary will always call his 
“surplus” a “liability,” or a “contingent liability,” etc., 
ete, The true name (surplus) is sometimes placed in 
brackets by the bookkeeper, to guide him through the long, 
juggled reports of his company. That deficiency is a:- 
sumed, not a reality. No policy is a liability at the daie 
of issue, but only at expiration of contract, at death in 
our case, and it is not possible that the 1,400 and odd 
members will all die at once. If the interest is added to 
the assessments you will find that the old members are 
not getting more than they pay for. The proposed plaa 
has the faulty methods and none of the advantages of 2 
regular line company. Is it just that a member of twen- 
ty-seven years’ standing pay a premium of $28, while an 
applicant forty-two years old (the age of entry of the 
older member) would pay only $97.08 all his life—a trifie 
more than the average assessment of the member who ha: 
been paying in his hard cash twenty-seven years? This 
would be the condition of affairs under the proposed nev 
constitution. Moreover, the new scheme does not appl 
uniformly to the present membership. Where the ages 
vary six to nine months the younger will pay considerab!y 
more than the older, owing to the reserve of each. Let the 
maximum death rate of thirty-five be extended to fort,- 
six, the war death rate of 1898-99. Then our books cin 
be made to balance with as much accuracy as logarithins 
and the algebraic formulas will solve the death rate of 
one thousand members. Still the large surplus now on 
hand was accumulated from the minimum assessmenis 
(twenty-eight deaths). Really, there is no necessity for 
a change at all. The aged ‘tye will alway have with ye” 
fortunately.

Do Army officers realize enough that “Uncle Sam” 
pays them a good salary to attend to what? To de 
tails? No. To do the head work? Yes. We are pai 
to accomplish results, to be upright, to look ahead. Let 


cheaper men look after the annoying details. Any man 
works better if not annoyed or distracted; therefore, it 
is our duty to cultivate a quiet manner, and this is 
easier with a mind untroubled with petty things. 

“Laugh and the world laughs with you.” If a WK.O. 
goes about with a manner indicating that he has the 
vest regiment at the cleanest post in the Service, his 
regiment will be very apt to try to live up to that stan 
dard. If Private Jones gets drunk and causes a dis- 
turbance downtown, the K.O. need not worry, there is 
a cheaper man paid to look after the said Jones. <A 
troop commander cannot do his troop justice if he uses 
up his gray matter worrying over his brooms and shovels 
or the “t’s’’ on his muster roll. One of the best quarter- 
masters I ever knew spent most of his indoor time tap 
ping on an empty table. 

According to rank, are we paid to look ahead and 
to arrange things that the best results will be accom- 
plished? Our work is to foresee and to supervise. Far 
better by foresight to prevent a mishap than to find a 
seape-goat afterwards. If you can establish a reputa- 
tion for seeing even a little further ahead than your 
brother officers, one of the Field officers’ posts in a new 
regiment is yours for the asking, whether you know al! 
the ‘Sources of International Law” or not. 

Let all of us try to keep our brains clear so we can 
give plain directions to our subordinates (for everyone 
has someone under him down to “Lance Corporal’s 
Bunkie), then hold the subordinates up to their work by 
intelligent supervision. Better the motto, “Never do 
yourself what you can have another do for you,” than 
the motto, “If you want a thing well done do it your 
self.” PREACHING, NOT PRACTICE. 











THE REGIMENTAL N.-C. STAFF. 


‘TO THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

I have been reading and hearing so much about the 
long and arduous services, the responsibilities, etc., of 
the P.N.-C.S. that it seems not only just, but proper, that 
someone should say a word in behalf of the Regt. N.-C. 8. 
During my service I have been placed in many responsible 
pesitions, and have so far acquitted myself in a manner 
to the complete satisfaction of my superiors, having al- 
ways served in the same post with the P.N.-C.S., and have 
been called upon to perform all manner of services in 
cecnnection with my department. 

In my experience, as far as the duties are concerned, 
the N.-C.S.0., be he regimental or post, is placed by the 
officer under whom he is serving, in the position, as re- 
gards his duties, that he is best qualified to fill, and as for 
the pay. that being equal, I really think our friend in the 
Philippines is right, that the Regt. N.-C.S. has somewhat 
the advantage, but I have only recently returned from 
the Philippine Islands with my family, and it has cost 
me something like $300 of my hard earned savings. 

In my judgment, as long as the N.-C.S.O. duties are 
similar, as is the case at present with the quartermaster 
and commissary sergeants, any legislation affecting one 
should apply to both, and in saying this I will also add 
that I have the utmost confidence that with the present 
General Staff. should any legislation be enacted, in the 
matter of pay or allowances effecting the P.N.-C.S8., that 
tle Regt. N.-C.S. will not be overlooked.

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On a recent Sunday, for the first time in the history 
of Aldershot, a Royal salute was fired on the Sabbath. 
This consisted of twenty-one minute guns fired, which 
was on the occasion of the funeral of the late King of 
Denmark, who held the rank of general in the British 
army. Similar salutes were fired at Borden Camp and at 
Dover Castle. 
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The question of the use of the gun sling to steady the 
aim in rifle shooting seems to have been in danger of be- 
ing settled on the theory of the Irishman who complained 
that he had been convicted upon the testimony of two 
spalpeens, who swore that they had seen him commit the 
offense, when he could bring a hundred men to swear that 
they did not see him do it. The military authorities in 
formulating firing regulations have proceeded upon the 
principle that the gun sling is primarily for carrying 
the gun; that its adaptability as an aid in firing is a sec- 
ondary and accidental consideration which should be 
available in practice only to the extent to which it is 
possible to use it in actual war. To this there can be no 
objection, provided the question as to how the sling can 
pe used “in actual warfare” is determined in the field and 
not in an office of the War Department, The testimony 
of even two officers who have actually tested the use of 
the sling on the field of battle, or under the conditions of 
field service, should outweigh that of many who have had 
no such experience with it. The value of testimony in 
such a matter is not to be determined by rank, or by the 
length of experience. but by the amount of experience a 
witness has had in the use of the gun sling as an adjunct 
of rifle firing. We are glad to know that President Roose- 
velt is interesting himself personally in this matter, and 
we have no doubt that the question of the use of the gun 
Jing will now be thoroughly sifted. The President will 
lardly be impressed by the discovery of the fact that the 
Ordnance office applied to an officer of Cavalry for infor- 
mation as to the value of the gun sling.

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"here is reason for rejoicing in the Bureau of Yards 
aul Docks every time an assistant civil engineer is 
added to the corps, and the securing of one some days 
ago was gratifying. The recent examinations of candi- 
da:es from civil life failed to bring forth a single man 
who was considered fit to become an assistant civil en- 
gineer in the Navy, and it is considered useless to hold 
another examination just now. Early this week S. 
Rogers, a graduate of the class of 1905, from the Naval 
Academy, was appointed an assistant civil engineer, and 
he was ordered to the Renssalaer Polytechnic Institute 
of Troy, for a course in civil engineering. Mr. Rogers 
passed through the Naval Academy successfully, but fell 
just a little short in the physical examination, Since 
his failure on this score he has been an instructor in 
physies and chemistry at the Academy. His tuition will 
be paid by the Government, and his course will probably 
he completed in two and one-half years. It is confi- 
leutly expected that his case will demonstrate the prac- 
ticability of taking specially adapted graduates from 
the Naval Academy and sending them through post-grad- 
uite courses in civil engineering. Such a plan is advo- 
cated by the Chiefs of the Bureaus of Navigation and 
Yards and Docks, but cannot be put into effect at this 
time on account of the great need of officers for the line.

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Brig. Gen. Theodore A. Bingham, U.S.A., has held 
the office of Commissioner of Police of New York but 
little more than two months, yet the results accomplished 
in that brief period conclusively demonstrate the wis- 
dom of his appointment, ‘They prove, furthermore, that 
he was perfectly sincere when he said, at the beginning, 
that he would be his ewn master, that influence and “pull” 
would count for nothing with him and that he would 
acknowledge no superior save the Mayor of the city and, 
levond him, the Governor of the State. Under the police 
conditions whieh prevailed at the time that announcement 
was a bold and defiant utterance, which none but a man of 
courage atid self-reliance would make, The police force 
was demoralized, inefficient and, more er less, corrupt. 
But General Bingham took it in hand fearlessly and 
has administered it on the simple principle that a police 
organization exists not merely to apprehend criminals, 
but to prevent crime. ‘The effect of his policy is that 
police discipline and efficiency have improved, lawless- 
hess has decreased and the whole tone of the police ser- 
vice has been strengthened. General Bingham has shown 
himself a vigorous advocate of the square deal, ati @x- 
ponent of correct discipline and a vigilant upholder of 
law and order. The results of his courageous and im- 
partial policy are creditable in equal degree to himself and 
lo the progressive and independent Mayor who placed him 
in office, 








On the subject of the gun sling, a captain of Cavalry 
says: “It is hard to understand why the Ordnance Depart- 
ment is willing to wantonly run counter to the experience, 
or even the susceptibilities of the Infantry in forcing on 
them a gun sling of which they do not approve. The 
Cavalry has been without experience in the use of the 


‘gan sling for years, but it has full confidence in the 


judgment and experience of the Infantry, and now that 
we are to come back to the sling we want the sling the 
Infantry wants, because we believe that the combined ex- 
perience of the Regular Infantry and of the great shots 
of the National Guard beats arsenal experiments in a 
lnatter of this kind. Why, then, force the new sling on 
the Infantry for a time, to change it later at the cost 
of a hundred or two thousand slings after the Infantry 
iuen have carried their point? Let the dogmatic asser- 
tion of the Department that wind-gauges are useless be 
viewed in the light of the wind-gauge on the new sight. 
is a pointer to indicate the certain course of the con- 
iroversy over the sling, and time, trouble and results 
will be saved by dodging. The Infantrymen feel that 
they are being ignored and robbed; and that would seem 
0 be the case to the ordinary observer. Any man can 
lu the best work with the tool that suits him, even 
‘hough there may be a better one. It looks as though 
‘his rule might be applied to the Infantry gun sling.”

The Bureau of Construction and Repair has ordered 
that a survey of the battleship Oregon be made as soon 
as that vessel reaches the Puget Sound Navy Yard. The 
Oregon sailed from Yokohama for Honolulu, en route 
home, on March 7. It is expected that the repairs to the 
Oregon will take two years and the battleship will be 
put out of commission immediately after her arrival at 
the Puget Sound Navy Yard. The cruiser Olympia, flag- 
ship of Rear Admiral Royal B. Bradford, will be placed 
out of commission for extensive repairs, which will 
probably. take a year. Then the Olympia will be re- 
commissioned for a cruise of from three to five years. 
The cruiser Minneapolis arrived at Hampton Roads on 
March 7, and has taken the place of the Olympia as the 
flagship of Rear Admiral Bradford. ‘The cruisers Cleve- 
land and Des Moines will probably be turned over for 


the use of the midshipmen for the annual summer cruise. 
besides the other vessels which have already been se- 
lected. The Des Moines and the Cleveland are now 
undergoing repairs. The Des Moines will be ready for 
active service again on April 1, and the Cleveland on 
April 31.

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Lieut. Comdr. Philip Andrews, U.S.N., who spent a 
year and a half in the neighborhood of Cavite and Olon- 
gapo studying their relative advantages as a site for the 
proposed naval base in the Philippines, states that up to 


the time of his departure from the islands he never heard 
any officer question the advisability of going to Olongapo. 
“IT never heard anybody express an opinion other than 
that Olongapo was the ideal place for a naval station,” 
said Commander Andrews in a recent statement to the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs, “and I think the 
great majority of officers are of that opinion; I mean 
those who have been to both places. I think in the minds 
of some people who have been on duty at Cavite and in 
Manila Bay there rests the comfortable feeling that it is 
very much better to be close to a large and populated 
city, such as Manila; in other words, where you can be 
close to a supply center and get into the midst of things. 
1 think that really has much to do with it, although it is 
not an official reason.” This is not a very generous sug- 
gestion and there is nothing to show that it is a correct 
one. 
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The War Department has forwarded to Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, commanding the Philippines Division, a 
request from Col. Joseph F. Huston, 19th Inf., for the 
appointment of a court of inquiry to determine why Brig. 
Gen. James A. Buchanan, commanding the Department of 
Mindanao, did not assign him temporarily to the com- 
mand of that Department during General Buchanan’s ab- 
sence last year on a trip to Borneo. It appears from the 
papers which came to the War Department that Colonel 
Huston sent an official communication to Major General 
Wood calling attention to the fact that he was the senior 
oflicer in the Department of Mindanao during the absence 
of General Buchanan and asking why he had not been 
assigned temporarily to the command of that Department. 
The communication was returned by General Wood to 
General Buchanan without comment, which led to the ofli- 
cial request which has been made by Colonel Huston for 
a court of inquiry. The War Department has by direc- 
tion of the Chief of Staff sent the request of Colonel 
Huston back to General Wood, and it is believed in Wash- 
ington that a court of inquiry will result.

The demoralizing influence of the interference of mem- 
bers of Congress in the discipline of the Naval Academy 
is shown in the holding up of the list of midshipmen rec- 
ommended to be dropped, until their influential friends 
ean have an opportunity to persuade the Department to 
overrule the judgment of the Superintendent. Three 
years ago three midshipmen dismissed for hazing, Chaffee, 
Lofland and Little, secured reinstatement by act of Con- 
gress. ‘Two of them, Chaffee and Lofland, have now re- 
signed, alleging, as a reason, that they are tired of the 
naval service and prefer to take their chances in civil life. 
When there is a public clamor against hazing Congress- 
men roll their pious eyes toward heaven while they declare 
their virtue. Then they rush to the Navy Department 
and the White House to secure the exemption of their 
special favorites from the operation of the laws they have 
declared to be essential to the integrity of the naval ser- 
vice,

In compliance with a recommendation by the Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy that measures be taken 
io increase the efficiency of the Naval Academy Band, 
the Secretary of the Navy has sent to the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs a draft of a bill providing 
that “the band of the United States Naval Academy shall 
consist of one leader, who shall have the pay and allow- 
ances of a second lieutenant in the Marine Corps; one 
second leader, with pay at the rate of $50 per month; 
33 musicians, first class, and 11 musicians, second cass: 
Provided, that all members of the Naval Academy Band 
shall be regularly enlisted for one year in the Navy for 
special service at the.Naval Academy and be paid from 
pay of the Navy: Provided further, that the laws relating 
to pay and retirement of enlisted men of the Navy be, and 
the same are hereby. made applicable to members of the 
Naval Academy Band.”

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The Bureau of Yards and Docks has issued specifti- 
cations and advertised for bids for the construction at 
the New York yard of a central power plant which will 
do the work of all those now in operation. This is the 
first step to be taken along the line of the new policy 
concerning this matter adopted by the Navy Depart- 
ment some months ago. Bids will be invited soon for 
similar work at Charleston, Pensacola and New Orleans. 
The bids for the New York yard will be opened on March 
31. The estimated cost of the work is $139,000. 





The second division of the Ist Squadron of the At- 
lantic Fleet, consisting of the battleships Alabama, flag- 
ship; Illinois, Iowa and Massachusetts, will be sent to 
Annapolis in April to participate in the final burial of 
John Paul Jones on April 24. There will be some 
cruisers and other yessels detached from the Atlantic 
Fleet for service on that date at Annapolis, but just 
which ones they will be has not been decided. Under 


the plans made by the Navy Department months ago 
the annual target practice would be interfered with by 
the Paul Jones ceremonies, but the plans have been so 
altered that the vessels which will go to Annapolis will 
finish their target practice before the other vessels of 
the fleet, and will then hurry to Annapolis. In this way 
the conflict of events will not make material difference. 





Major Charles E. Woodruff, Med. Dept., U.S.A., in 
an article which appears in American Medicine, describes 
the Manduducots, or professional murderers, of the 
Philippines, the term “manduducot” being a Tagalog 
word applied to a class who undertake to kill persons by 
contract. They are said to use a vegetable poison which 
acts something like rattlesnake venom, but very little is 
known as to the materials used. They are said to poison 
wells and streams, poison the fish, bows and arrows and 
the stakes used in pitfalls. The Malay thinks these are 
legitimate means of warfare and they were directed in 
general orders of the insurgent army. Major Woodruff 
adds that Malvar, the insurrectionary leader, had to for- 
bid c/a the streams because it was killing his own 
people. 
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In a leading article on the recent riots in Springfield, 
Ohio, the Cincinnati Enquirer pays a flattering tribute to 
the Ohio National Guard for its services in connection 


with those disturbances. ‘The police, it should be ex- 
plained, did their best to suppress the lawlessness, but 
the task was too much for them and the troops were 
called. ‘The soldiers,’ says the Enquirer, ‘‘appeared on 
the scene with shotted guns, bristling bayonets, and ma- 
chine cannon pointed through the avenues. ‘They were 
highly typical of the majesty of the law. The lawless 
felt that the shooting time had come, and they subsided : 
and doubtless thousands of lives and millions of dollars’ 
worth of property were saved through a show of force 
= ‘Ready, aim, fire,’ at the word of com- 
mand. 
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The Bureau of Supplies and Accounts has called the 
attention of pay officers of the Navy to a decision of the 
Comptroller of several weeks ago relative to the pay of 
enlisted men of the Army whose sentences by Ccourt- 
martial had been disapproved. ‘Two enlisted men had 
been tried for desertion, one was found guilty and sen- 
tenced for desertion, and the other: for absence without 
leave, and the sentences of both were disapproved. The 
decision was that the Pay Department of the Army was 
not debarred from ascertaining whether the men in ques- 
tion were really deserters, and if found to be deserters 
that the pay should be withheld from the date of deser- 
tion and during the period of absence. The decision has 
been held as applicable to men of the Navy.

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We publish this week, under our Army heading, an 
important order, G.O. 44—relating to the practical train- 
ing of the Cavalry, Infantry and Field Artillery of the 
tegular Army, which will henceforth be divided into two 
distinct phases, garrison training and field training. Par- 
ticular interest attaches to that part of the order relating 
to practice marches, which are hereafter to play a larger 
part in the instruction of troops. The President has 
expressed himself strongly in favor of this form of in- 
struction, and its value has been strikingly demonstrated 
by the recent march of the 6th Battery of Field Artillery, 
Capt. George W. Gatchell, U.S.A., commanding, from 
Fort Riley, Kan., to Fart Sam Houston, Texas,

The Chief of Ordnance, in reply to an inquiry, states 
that under a decision of the Secretary of War of Feb. 21, 
1906, there will hereafter be allowed to each organiza- 
tion of foot troops, in addition to the eight complete sets 
of fencing outfits for Infantry now allowed, two com- 
plete sets for mounted troops, and to each mounted organ- 
ization, in addition to the eight sets of fencing outfits for 
Cavalry, two complete sets for Infantry, in order that the 
men of all branches of the Service may be taught how 
to defend themselves against an attack either of mounted 
or dismounted troops.

So far as the stations of the Army are concerned the 
Philippine archipelago is a region of magnificent dis- 
tances. From Division Headquarters in Manila to the 
station at Baler in the same island—Luzon—it is 669 
miles. To Casiguran, also in Luzon, it is 718 miles; to 
Taft, in Samar, 610 miles; to Jolo, in the island of the 
same name, 660 miles; and to Fort Pikit, in Mindanao, 
&22 miles. One year ago there were 115 garrisoned towns 
in the islands, but the number has since been reduced by 
concentrating troops at the larger posts.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Capt. James H. Dayton, U.S.N., promoted rear ad- 
miral from Feb. 28 vice Chester retired, was graduated 
from the U.S. Naval Academy in 1866, and was assigned 
to the Pensacola out in the North Pacific. Among duties 
he was on the Miantonomah in 1870, and next went to 
the Plymouth of the European Fleet in 1871. He served 
on the Worcester, flagship of the North Atlantic Fleet, 
in 1874; on the Quinnebaug, of the European Station, 
1878-81, and was on ordnance duty at the navy yard, 
Washington, 1882-83, and then went to the Midvale Steel 
Works for duty. He subsequently served on the Dol- 
phin and Mohican at the naval ordnance proving ground ; 
commanded the Petrel in 1893, and the Detroit from 1897 
to August, 1899. He was commandant of the naval sta- 
tien at San Juan Oct. 11, 1899, and was assigned to com- 
mand the Chicago May 3, 1901, In February, 1904, he 
was appointed president of the Board of Inspection and 
Survey, and is at present in command of the Philippine 
Squadron of the Asiatic Fleet, with the Rainbow as his 
flagship. 

Comdr. Albert C. Dillingham, U.S.N., promoted cap- 
tain, was appointed to the Naval Academy from Penn- 
sylvania in July, 1865, and was commissioned ensign in 
1871. Among the vessels he has served on are the Ply- 
mouth, Wachusett, Richmond, Vermont, Portsmouth, Cin- 
cirnati, Nashville, Texas and Franklin. He reached the 
grade of commander in 1901. 

Comdr. Hugo Osterhaus, U.S.N., promoted captain 
from Feb. 19 vice Lyon promoted, entered the U.S. Naval 
Academy from Missouri in September, 1865, and was 
commisisoned ensign in July, 1871, master in 1870, lieu- 
tenant in “1S80, lieutenant commander in 1899, and com- 
mander in 1901. His service afloat includes duty on the 
Plymouth, Enterprise, Atlanta, Cincinnati, New York, 
Prairie and Monongahela, and he has commanded the Cul- 
goa, Cincinnati and Mayflower. He is at present a mem- 
ber of the Board of Inspection and Survey, with head- 
quarters at Washington, D.C. 

Brig. Gen. Camillo C. C. Carr, U.S.A., a gallant vet- 
eran of the Civil and Indian Wars, was placed on the re- 
tired list on March 3 on account of the age limit. Gen- 
eral Carr, who was born in Virginia, joined the 1st U.S. 
Cavalry as a private Aug. 15, 1862, and later was pro- 
moted sergeant and sergeant major. He was appointed 
second lieutenant in the regiment Oct. 31, 1863, and was 
promoted first lieutenant June 28, 1864. He was brevet- 
ed first lieutenant May 6, 1864, for gallant and meritori- 
ous services in the battle of Todd’s Tavern, Va., and cap- 
tain Sept. 19, 1864, for gallant and meritorious services 
in the battle of Winchester, Va. During the Civil War 
General Carr served with the Army of the Potomac, and 
while a first lieutenant he commanded six troops of the 
Ist Cavalry in all the battles of General Sheridan's Shen- 
andoah Valley campaign. He was wounded at Cedar 
Creek, but remained with his regiment. After the Civil 
War he took part in campaigns against the Apaches in 
Arizona; participated in the Nez Percé campaign in 1877, 
the Bannock campaign in 1878, and was later in Arizona 
again. He received the brevet of major Feb. 27, 1890, for 
gallant services in action against Indians at Camas Mead- 
ows, Idaho, Aug. 20, 1877, and saw over twenty years’ 
service on the frontier. He was promoted to captain in 
1869 and a major in the 8th Cavalry in 1891. He was 
appointed assistant instructor at the Infantry and Cav- 
alry School at Fort Leavenworth in 1885. and became 
head of the department of cavalry in 1891. He was ap- 
pointed inspector general of the Department of the Co- 
lumbia in 1894, and was made lieutenant colonel of the 
5th Cavalry in October, 1898. Ife went to Porto Rico, 
where he commanded the greater part of the western end 
of the island for about seventeen months. He was pro- 
moted colonel of the 4th Cavalry in Jannarv. 1900, and 
joined his regiment in the Vhilippines. After his return 
to the United States in 1901 he was assigned to command 
the post of Fort Riley and as commandant of the School 
of Application for Cavalry and Field Artillery there. He 
ws in command of the Department of Dakota at the time 
of his retirement. 

Capt. James W. Watson, 10th U.S. Cav., who was 
placed on the retired list with the rank of major Feb. 
21 last for disability incident to the Service, was gradu- 
ated from West Point and promoted a second lieutenant 
in the 10th Cavalry in 1880. He served on frontier duty 
in Texas from 1880 until 1885, was in the field in Ari- 
zona until 1888, and commanded Indian scouts, being 
engaged with renegade Apaches at Horseshoe Bend on 
Salt River, Ariz., March 7, 1890. Among other service he 
took part in the campaign against Santiago, being en- 
gaged in the battles of Las Guasimas, San Juan, and in 
the siege of Santiago. He also served in the Philippines 
and received the brevet of captain in 1890 for gallant ser- 
vices in action against Indians near Salt River, Ariz., 
March 7, 1890. He reached the grade of captain in 1899, 
and is a native of Mississippi. 





“WHO IS THIS MAN CORBIN?’ 

Hon. Charles H. Grosvenor, of Ohio, in the course of 
the debate on the Army Appropriation Bill in the House 
of Representatives, March 5, made a spirited reply to the 
question, “Who is this man Corbin?” propounded by Mr. 
Gardner, of Michigan. The immediate subject under dis- 
eussion was the proposition to abolish the grade of lieu- 
tenant general in the Army before it could be awarded 
to Major Generals Corbin and MacArthur, which, Mr. 
Grosvenor contended, would be a great injustice to those 
officers. In reply to the contemptuous question,“*Who is 
this man Corbin?” he read a detailed statement of Gen- 
eral Corbin’s record, prepared by the Military Secretary 
of the Army covering his professional career from his 
entrance into the Service in 1862 as second lieutenant of 
the 83d Ohio Infantry down to the present time. Using 
this as a text, Mr. Grosvenor delivered an impressive eu- 
logy on General Corbin, saying in part: “I know, and 
hundreds know, what was said at the time. The men— 
officers, soldiers, and sailors—won renown in the short 
war with Spain, and undying glory attaches itself to the 
name of George Dewey. I can never speak of the Span- 
ish war without a word of commendation for my old com- 
panion in arms, General Shafter. No matter what en- 
vious tongues may utter, he was a strong type of a blunt, 
brave, untiring soldier. Poetry, art, and literature have 
joined in immortalizing the famous charge at San Juan, 
and the American people, whose verdict is never defective 
in the long run, have testified their appreciation of an 
achievement that consisted of the organization of a regi- 
ment and a gallant and magnificent assault upon the po- 
sition of an enemy; but behind that assault and reaching 
all the way to the campaign and instruction and organi- 
zation in the United States was being developed the gen- 
ius of a tried, experienced, capable, gallant soldier, Henry 
Clarke Corbin, and while I will join with all mankind in 


the praise of Dewey, of Sampson, of Schley, I will not 
forget the man who made all these things possible by his 
genius of organization and his great knowledge of the de- 
tails of army necessities. Mr. Chairman, the office of 
lieutenant general will be worthily bestowed upon Henry 
Clarke Corbin. It will be an incentive to the young sol- 
diers of the United States to recognize that it is not in- 
dispensably necessary that West Point shall put her sign 
manual to the commission of a soldier to be successful ; 
that he may rise outside the prestige of an academic edu- 
cation there and be recognized for his personal achieve- 
ments in war and in peace, his soldierly qualities being 
developed by experience and faithful devotion to duty. 
I draw no invidious comparisons. I glory in the record 
of my comrades of the Civil War, and, Mr. Chairman, I 
glory in the achievements and development and growth 
and military fitness and greatness of the men who fought 
against us. It was an American achievement. Lee and 
Jackson and Forrest and Hood and Longstreet and all 
their followers downward to the southern soldier, who 
fought barefooted and hungry, starving and naked, for a 
cause as unworthy as it was possible for a cause to be, 
and yet a cause that commended itself to his conscience. 
I am proud of their achievements, for their achievements 
were those of the American soldier, and during the few 
years left to me I shall never be found, I trust, minimiz- 
ing by any process of word or act the fame and merit of 
a distinguished soldier on the Union side of the Civil 
War.”

RECENT DEATHS. 
Major Gen. Sir William Forbes Gatacre, British army, 





died in London, England, Mareh 5, aged sixty-three years. , 


General Gatacre served with distinction in the Soudan 
but his persistent ill-fortune in the Boer War brought 
him considerable criticism. Major Gatacre, K.C.B., D.S.D.. 
was born Dec. 3, 1848, and entered the army in 1862, 
joining the 77th Foot, and during his career as a soldier 
he had a long and varied experience on foreign service. 
He retired from active service in 1904, 

Miss Mary Lyon Wilkes, daughter of the late Rear Ad- 
miral Wilkes, U.S.N., died in Florence, Italy, March 5, of 
meningitis. She was forty-five years old. The death of 
Mrs. Mary Wilkes, widow of Rear Admiral Wilkes, was 
announced from Florence on Feb. 19. She was eighty- 
five years old and was attended by her daughter during 
her last hours. Rear Admiral Wilkes was the commander 
of the U.S. steamship San Jacinto, which, in 1861, 
in the Bahama Channel, took the Confederate Commis- 
sioners, Messrs. Mason and Slidell, from the British mail 
steamship Trent. The disavowal of Rear Admiral Wilkes’s 
act by the United States Government prevented serious 
complications between the United States and Great Bri- 
tain. Two daughiers of the Admiral live in Washington. 

Chaplain David Wilson, U.S.A., retired, who died at 
Denver, Colo., Feb. 28, was born in Pennsylvania and ap- 
pointed a post chaplain in the Army June 16, 1880. Tle 
was retired March 30, 1890, by operation of law, Sec. 1, 
Act of June 30, 1882. 

Gun. H. R. Yewell, U.S.N., retired who died at Albu- 
querque, New Mex., Feb. 24, was a native of Maryland 
and was warranted a gunner Aug. 23, 1886, after a pre- 
vious service of nearly nine years. He was retired Feb. 
21, 1894, 

Brevet 2d Lieut. John M. Smith, N.G.N.Y., who was 
perhaps the best known drum major in the United States, 
died at his home in Brooklyn, N.Y., March 4, in his sev- 
enty-fifth year, He was probably the last survivor of the 
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Seminole War which raged in Florida from 1835 to 1842. 
Lieutenant Smith enlisted as a drummer boy in the 5th 
Artillery, U.S.A., in 1840, when only nine years old. He 
served two years in the Seminole War. In 1861 he be- 
came drum major in the 12th New York Regiment under 
the late General, then Colonel, Daniel Butterfield, and 
with the regiment was the first drum major to cross the 
long bridge into Virginia, He also served as drum major 
of Duryee’s Zouaves, 5th New York Volunteers, in the 
Civil War, and at the conclusion of peace he became in- 
structor in various regiments. In 1867 he was made drum 
major of the 7th Regiment, N.G.N.Y., and remained with 
the regiment until 1900, when he was retired with the 
brevet rank of second lieutenant. Since his retirement 
Mr. Smith had acted as superintendent of the State camp 
in l’eekskill, and also held a position in the State arsenal. 
He was most highly esteemed and was ever attentive to 
his duties. Dropsy was the immediate cause of death. 
lle is survived by one son and two married daughters. A 
firing party from the 7th rendered the final honors at his 
grave. 

Mr. Nathaniel Rochester, who died in Buffalo, March 
5, was president of the Third National Bank and was 
prominent in the business and social world of Buffalo. 
Before General Welch commanded the 65th N.G.N.Y., 
Mr. Rochester was its colonel. 

Major George H. Hopkins, former department com- 
mander of the G.A.R., Department of Michigan, died 
March 6 in his home, in Detroit, Mich., of paralysis. He 
was sixty-four years old, 

Medical Dir. Grove S. Beardsley, U.S.N., retired, who 
died at Atlantie City, N.J., March 7, was born in New 
York, and appointed an assistant surgeon from that State 
in she Navy July 380, 1861. He was attached to the Lan- 
casier of the Pacific Squadron from 1861 to 1864 and on 
the West Gulf Blockading Squadron in 1865. He also 
served on the Brooklyn, the Independence, St. Mary’s, 
Galena, and his last service afloat was on the Brooklyn 
out on the Asiatic Station from 1866-9. He also had vari- 
ous assignments ashore. He was commissioned surgeon 
July 25, 1866; medical inspector in April, 1884; medical 
director in January, 1891, and was retired in January, 
100. The interment was at Syracuse, N.Y. 

Secretary of War Taft, in an order dated March 6, 
1906, announces with deep nee the death of Lieut. Gen. 
John MeAllister Schofield, U.S.A., retired, at St. Augus- 
tine, Fla., to which we refer elsewhere. After giving 
the record of the deceased, Mr. Taft! says: ‘The surviving 
members of the Army of the Ohio, which he so long 
commanded in the great Civil War struggle, and the as- 
souate armies of the Tennessee and the Cumberland will 
ever be mindful of his patriotic services and will mourn 
the loss occasioned by his death.” 

‘The Military Secretary of the Army has. been informed 
of the death, on March 7, 1906, at Fort D. A. Russell, 
Wyo., of Ist Lieut. Rowland S. Pike, 11th U:S. Inf., from

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DEATH OF GENERAL SCHOFIELD. 

With the death of Lieut. Gen. John M. Schofield, U. 
S.A. at St. Augustine, Fla., March 4, there passed 
away the last, save one, of the Union officers who com- 
manded independent armies in the Civil War, the sur- 
vivor being Major Gen. Oliver O. Howard. General 
Nchofield’s predecessors in the grade of lieutenant gen- 
eral were Grant, Sheridan and Sherman, and his succes- 
sor was Miles, who however, did not acquire command 
of an entire army. <A classmate at the Military Academy 
with Sheridan, McPherson, Hood and others who dis- 
tinguished themselves on one side or the other in the 
war of the rebellion, General Schofield’s services exempli- 
fied the solid worth of the West Point training and proved 
himself a resourceful, valorous and trustworthy officer 
upon whom his superiors could always depend for re- 
sults. As citizen, patriot and soldier, he was a type of 
the finest American manhood. He served his country 
bravely and in many ways, and his name will be written 
igh on the roll of its great military leaders. Death was 
sentle in its approach to him. An hour before it came he 
knew the end was near. Then unconsciousness fell upon 
hin and he passed away, Mrs. Schofield and her daughter, 
Brig. Gen, William M. Wherry and*Col. William Ennis, 
borh of the Army, being present at the parting scene. 

(seneral Schofield was born in Chautauqua County, 
New York, Sept. 29, 1881. He served as cadet in the U. 
S. Military Academy from July 1, 1849, to July 1, 1853, 
on which date he was appointed brevet second lieutenant, 
2 Artillery. He was promoted second lieutenant, 1st 
Ariillery, Ang. 31, 1853; promoted first lieutenant, March

He was sent to join forces

render. ‘He was appointed Secretary of War by President 
Johnson June 2, 1868, and served in that place. under 
Grant until March 14, 1869. Ten days prior to his retire- 
ment from the Cabinet he was appointed major general. 
On the death of General Sheridan, in 1888, he was ap- 
pointed to the command of the United States Army by 
President Cleveland. 

In the months preceding the national campaign of 1896 
General Schofield was prominently mentioned in connec- 
tion with the Democratic nomination for President. He 
was at the head of the commission chosen by President 
McKinley in 1898 to investigate the War Department’s 
conduct of the war with Spain. 

General Schofield was married the second time in June, 
1891, his bride being Miss Georgia Kilbourne, of Keokuk, 
Iowa. At that time he was sixty years old and she was 
tweuty-six. She was the playmate of his little daughter, 
and later served as her bridesmaid when she beeame the 
wife of General Barney. 

The funeral services for General Schofield were held 
at St. John’s church, Washington, D.C., at 2:30 p.m., 
Wednesday, March 7, Bishop Mackay-Smith officiating. 
Brig. Gen. T. H. Barry, U.S.A., was in command of the 
military escort, which consisted of six companies of Coast 
Artiller y from Fort Monroe, Va., two companies of Coast 
Artillery from Fort W ashington, and four companies of 
Engineer troops from Washington Barracks.

Ohio, was tendered a pleasant surprise on March 1 in 
honor of his eighty-fourth birthday anniversary, at din- 
ner, by being presented with a handsome gold watch as a 
token of the love and esteem of his children. He was 
bern in Washington County. Pennsylvania, Feb. 28, 1822. 
and was the fifth of twelve children. Dr. Smith served 
in the Mexican War from the start in 1846 as second 
lieutenant in the 3d O.V.1. He also served in the Civil 
War, and by gradual promotion reached the rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel m the 46th O.V.I. Hl[e carried the same 
saber in the latter war that he carried at Buena Vista, 
and still has it in his possession. He was married to Miss 
Almira Mulford, of New Haven, O., who died July 4, 
1892. One son is dead, but all his other children are 
alive. Dr. Smith still enjoys good health, and has a vivid 
recollection of days gone by. 

The Norfolk, Va.. Landmark reports that the Guthrie 
property of two acres adjoining the Naval Hospital Park 
lias been sold for $66,000 to the Atlantic Coast Terminal 


Company, and the Guthrie residence which was built in 
1735 by Colonel Craford in part from bricks brought 
from England. “Upon the death of Colonel Craford 
early in the eighteenth century, the property was devised 
to the Dale family, and here was born Commodore Rich- 
ard Dale, a distinguished officer of the old Navy. Over 
forty years ago it was purchased by the late Capt. John 
Guthrie, who for thirty years prior to the Civil War, was 
an officer in the U.S. Navy. and in 1861 resigned his com- 
mission as a lieutenant commanding, and was shortly af- 
terwards appointed a captain in the Confederate States 
navy. Captain Guthrie was drowned in his heroic at- 
tempt to save the survivors of the ill-fated ship Huron, 
wrecked near Cape I[atteras in the fall of 1877. Captain 
Gutbrie is survived at the present time by four daughters 
and one son, ihe latter representing the Navy in the ca- 
pacity of a surgeon.” 

In filing his objections with Congress to the passage of 
H.R. 14847, restoring to the Navy Geo. F. Ormsby, dis- 
missed by G.C.M., Secretary Bonaparte says: ‘The fact 
that, although dismissed from the naval service more than 
sixteen years ago, by sentence of a general court-martial, 
Mr. Ormsby still believes himself to be in the naval ser- 
vice, reveals a mental eccentricity of such a nature as to 
show that he would not be useful in the naval service if 
restored thereto. This conclusion is abundantly confirmed 
by an examination of the voluminous communications ad- 
dressed by him to the Navy Department on the subject 
since his dismissal. This Department recommends, ac- 
cordingly, that favorable action be not taken upon H. 
Rh. 14847 or any other measure providing for the rein- 
statement of Mr. Ormsby in the naval service.” The De- 
partment also objects to H.R. 1956, to appoint Adam K. 
Baylor a mate on the retired list, and H.R. 10056, to ap- 
point Charles J. Gibbs a commander on the retired list of 
the Navy. 

Civil Engr. Franklin C. Prindle, U.S.N., retired, has 
not as yet fully complied with the orders of the Navy De- 
partment directing him to have a change made in the title 
of the mining company of which he is the president and 
which, the Navy Department has learned, is still going 
under the title of the “Admiral Prindle Mining Coin- 
pany. ” While Civil Engineer Prindle has the rank of a 
rear admiral, he has not, under the decision of the At- 
terney General, a right to the title of rear admiral, 
and the Navy Department certainly does not propose 
to have him use this title to exploit a corporation. 
Comdr. Cameron McR. Winslow officially called the at- 
tention of the Department to the fact that Civil Engi- 
neer Prindle had not the right to use the title of ‘‘ad- 
miral.” Civil Engineer Prindle has expressed a_ willing- 
ness to do all in his power to secure a change in the name 
of the company, which was assumed against his protest, 
but as an act of the Legislature ‘of the State in which 
the company was incorporated is required to have its 
name changed, he asks that time be given him for this 
purpose. The Navy Department is allowing him this 
time and is awaiting definite action on his part in the 
premises, 

When Gen. Henry B. Carrington, U.S.A., retired, cele- 
brated his eighty-second birthday at his home, 19 Summer 
street, IIyde Park. Mass., March 2, the genial general 
displayed on a staff on his house a large American flag in 
honor of the event. General Carrington was the re- 
cipient of calls from many friends, who extended con- 
gratulations, telegrams and letters of congratulations from 
home and abroad, clusters of flowers and other tokens of 
esteem. Ile also had busy moments receiving congratula- 
tions by telephone. Prominent among his guests were 
Dr. Samuel M, Horton, colonel, U.S.A., retired, and Mrs. 
Hlorton. Dr. Horton was assistant surgeon general of 
the Rocky Mountain district at Fort Phil Kearney during 
the Sioux war of 1866-7, and the only surviving officer 
who was with General Carrington during that year of 
constant Indian warfare. Another prominent guest was 
Gen. N. A. M. Dudley, retired, U.S.A., who is in his 
eighty-second year. Other aged callers were Luther O. 
Emerson, eighty-five, and Thomas Folley, seventy-five, a 
veteran of the Civil War. Word was received from his 
son-in-law, Dr. George F, Freeman, U.S.N., a surgeon 
on the U.S.S. Raleigh, now stationed at Shanghai. A 
pleasant incident was the arrival on time of a posteard 
from Cairo, Egypt, mailed Feb. 14, St. Valentine’s day. 
In the evening a surprise was tendered the General by 
the gathering of one hundred friends from Timothy In- 
graham Post, G.A.R., the Hyde Park Historical Society, 
the First Congregational Church, and others. Charles G. 
Chick, president of the Hyde Park Historical Society, pre- 
sented General Carrington a Morris chair in behalf of 
the party. An original poem was read by Comrade Dr. 
Charles Sturtevant, and refreshments, provided by the 
company, were served. 
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ARMY CO-OPERATIVE FIRE ASSOCIATION. 

The annual report of Captain Davis, secretary of the 
Army Co-operative Fire Association, shows that 363. offi- 
cers joined last year, 6S withdrew on account of removal 
and 1,445 remained on the roll Jan. 1, 1906, and the total 
is now 1,600. The cost of insurance last year was 87 1-2 
cents per $1,000, and $1,658 was paid in fire losses. The 
by-laws have now been amended so as to permit the ad- 
mission of officers stationed in cities or towns having a 
paid fire department. The reserve fund has gone beyond 
the $20,000 mark, largely invested in Government securi- 
ties, giving an interest of $405, applied to running ex- 
penses. In place of requiring a payment of two assess- 
ments of the class an officer wishes to join, he can now 
join on the payment of one such assessment and instead 
of having only two years in which to meet. the maximum 





credit required, the period has been extended to three 
years.

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The Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War Department 
has received a cablegram from the Governor General of 
the Philippine Islands stating that a committee appointed 
by him has held a four days’ inquest on the body of a 
ladrone killed by two members of the Philippines Con- 
stabulary, and that thirty-two witnesses who knew Cor- 
nelius Felizardo well, among them being Mrs. Trias, the 
wife of the former Governor of the province of Cavite, 
and Governor Cailles, of the province of Laguna, have 
identified the body as his, complete identification of the 
features of Felizardo being absolute by every witness. 
Felizardo is one of the noted ladrone leaders of the Phil- 
ippine Islands, and figured prominently in the disorders 
last year in the province of Cavite. His death is regard- 
ad as a severe blow to ladronism in the Philippines, as 
he was one of the most notorious of the few Jadrone Jead- 
ers still at large in the Philippine Islands, 


The House Committee on Military Affairs on March 6 
made a favorable report on the bill to increase the effi- 
ciency of the Ordnance Department of the Army. At the 
suggestion of the Secretary of War this Committee cut 
out all the bill as it passed the Senate after the enacting 
clause and substituted the following, which Secretary of 
War Taft under date of Jan. 30, 1906, said he preferred 
to the bill which passed the Senate: ‘That the Ordnance 
Department shall consist of one Chief of Ordnance with 
the rank of brigadier general; six colonels, nine lieuten- 
ant colonels, nineteen majors, twenty-five captains, twen- 
ty-five first lieutenants, and the enlisted men, including 
Ordnance sergeants, as now authorized by law. Sec. 2. 
That details to the Ordnance Department under the pro- 
visions of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, may be made from the 
Army at large from the grade in which the vacancy exists, 
or from the grade below; provided, that no officer shall 
be so detailed except upon the recommendation of a board 
of Ordnance officers, and after at least one examination, 
which shall be open to competition : and provided, further, 
that officers so detailed in grades below that of major 
shall not be again eligible for such detail until after they 
shall have served for at least one year out of that depart- 
ment.” In a letter suggesting the change, General Cro- 
zier said: “The change is suggested to meet a difficulty 
which might arise if there should be enacted into law a 
bill recently sent to Congress from the War Department 
for the acceleration of the promotion of officers of the 
Infantry, Cavalry and Artillery by means of the elimina- 
tion of other officers to be selected for retirement. It is 
feared that, in the event of the passage of this bill, there 
might in the future arise the same difficulty in regard to 
the unwillingness of officers to be permanently appointed 
as field officers of the Ordnance Department which now 
exists in regard to the junior officers, viz., that the induce- 
ments would not be sufficient.” 


>> 
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Secretary Taft’s appearance before the Senate Coun- 
mittee on the Philippines on February 28, in behalf of 
the Philippine tariff bill, was the oecasion of an inter- 
esting exchange of opinion concerning conditions aid 
prospects in the islands. In reply to an inquiry, the Sec- 
retary of War expressed the belief that a majority of the 
intelligent Filipinos favor absolute independence and hope 
to obtain it when the Democratic party regains control of 
the Government. The Filipinos, he explained, are a 
sentimental people, and the ideals of independence ap- 
peal to them generally and unconditionally. Neverthe- 
less, he continued, it is only the restraining influence of 
the presence of American power that prevents a repro- 
duction in the Philippines of the revolutionary conditions 
that appear periodically in South America. Replying to 
a remark by Senator Hale, that every soldier who govs 
to the Philippines comes home a physical wreck, Secre- 
tary Taft declared that health conditions in the islands 
were about the same as in the Southern States of this 
country. In most eases the ill-health of soldiers in thie 
Philippines is due to drink, and excessive drinking is due 
to the monotonous life which the men are compelled to 
lead. When the Secretary’s attention was called to the 
rosy picture of future Philippine trade, presented by Dean 
Worcester, he remarked: ‘My friend Worcester talks like 
a promoter. I fear he has been influenced and his imagi- 
nation fired by the tropics.”

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In the future commanding officers will be obliged to 
report over their own signature what steps have been 
taken by them to correct irregularities or defects reported 
by the inspector. Such a report is required by the com- 
manding officer of a post under A.R. 908, but it appears 
that frequently a commanding officer does not make this 
report over his own signature, but forwards by endorse - 
ment the explanations of his subordinate officers. This 
matter was called to the attention of the General Staff 
of the Army, which recommended that a circular be issued 
requiring the report to be made by the commanding officer 
over his own signature.

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SEVERE BATTLE IN PHILIPPINES. 


Advices received by the War Department on March 9 
from Colonel Andrews, the Military Secretary at Manila, 
acting during the temporary absence of Major General 
Wood, tell of a severe engagement in the island of Jolo 
on March G6, 7 and 8 between troops of the Army, Navy 
and Constabulary and Moros. Eighteen enlisted men of 
the American forces were killed and fifty-two wounded. 
Colonel Andrews despatch to the War Department fol- 
“A severe action between troops, a naval detach- 
ment, and constabulary and hostile Moros has taken place 
at Mount Dajo, near Jolo. The engagement opened dur- 
ing the afternoon of March 6, and ended in the morning 
of March 8. 

“The action involved the capture of Mount Dajo, a 
lava cone 2,100 feet high, with a crater at its summit, 
and extremely steep. The last 400 feet were at an angle 
of 60 degrees, and there were fifty perpendicular ridges 
covered with a growth of timber, and strongly fortified 
and defended by an invisible force of Moros. ‘The artil- 
lery had to be lifted with blocks and tackle 300 feet. 

“The Army casualties were fifteen enlisted men 
killed. The total naval casualties numbered thirty-two. 
Ensign H. D. Cooke, jr., of the U.S.S. Pampanga, com- 
minding the Pampanga fort, was severely wounded in 
foot, and Coxswain Gilmore was severely wounded in the 
elbow. 

“The constabulary casualties were Capt. John R. 
White, wounded in the thigh, severely ; three enlisted men 
killed and thirteen wounded. Capt. Tyree R. Rivers, 4th 
Cay., sustained a slight flesh wound in the thigh; Lieut. 
Gordon Johnston, Sig. Corps, was seriously wounded in 
the shoulder; Lieut. Wylie T. Conway, 6th Inf., was 
slizhtly wounded in the left eye, and Lieut. Ernest H. 
Agnew, 6th Inf., wounded in hand. All the wounded are 
doing well. Generals Wood and Bliss were present 
throughout and the troops, naval detachment and constab- 
ulary are highly commended. 

‘Col. Joseph W. Duncan, of the 6th Infantry, directed 
the operations. All the defenders of the Moro strong- 
hold were killed. Six hundred bodies were found on the 
field. The action resulted in the extinction of a band of 
outlaws who, recognizing no chief, had been raiding friend- 
ly Moros, and who, owing to their defiance of the Ameri- 
can authorities, had stirred up a dangerous condition of 
affairs.”

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The Army transport Ingalls, carrying a battalion of 
the 20th U.S. Infantry, Major James S. Rogers command- 
ing, ran on a reef 140 miles south of Manila, March 4, 
and was reported badly damaged. The troops were trans- 
ferred to a coast guard steamer and taken to Manila. 
‘The transport Sheridan, which was ordered to convey the 
troops to the United States, delayed her sailing until 
Tuesday, March 6, awaiting the arrival of the baggage 
from the Ingalls. The latter vessel, which is one of the 
smvillest transports, met with an accident some years since 
at New York. While in drydock the shores gave way and 
she fell on her side, killing and injuring some people.

GARRISON AND FIELD TRAINING. 


G.O. 44, MARCH 1, 19%, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

1. Hereafter the practical training of the Cavalry, In- 
fantry and Field Artillery of the Regular Army will be 
divided into two distinct phases, namely, garrison train- 
ing and field training. 

2. Garrison training will include gymnastics and outdoor 
athletics, bayonet and kindred exercises, the details of 
tent pitching and striking, close order drills, ceremonies, 
guard duty, riding, horse exercise, the preliminary train- 
ing for range firing, the mechanism of extended order 
drills, the hygienic care of the person, of buildings and of 
grounds, swimming, and generally all such needful in- 
struction heretofore prescribed as can profitably be im- 
parted on limited ground and under the conditions im- 
posed by garrison life. 

3. Field training will include range firing, practice 
marches, camping, and in connection therewith exercises 
of every kind calculated to instruct and prepare the sol- 
dier in peace for his actual duties in war. These will 
embrace advance and rear guard formations, attack and 
defense of convoys and of selected positions, outpost duty, 
reconnaissance and patrolling by day and night, night 
marches, road sketching, the making of reports, the use 
of the intrenching tools, individual field cooking, ete. In 
this training the regulation field kit for each arm will in- 
variably accompany the command, and on all marches, 
maneuvers, drills, and exercises and in that part of the 
target course where prescribed the kit will be habitually 
carried in the authorized way, i.e., by Infantry on the 
person, by Cavalry on the person and horse, and by 
Field Artillery on the person, horses, and carriages. 

4. Throughout the year all companies, troops, and bat- 
teries will make at least one practice march each week 
which for the Infantry shall not be less than twelve miles 
and for the Cavalry and Field Artillery not less than 
eighteen miles. During that part of the year assigned 
especially to practical instruction one march in each 
month of three consecutive days, requiring two camps, 
shall be made. During this part of the year all organiza- 
tions shall take the field for a period of not less than 
twenty-one consecutive days. On all marches involving 
an absence from the garrison overnight the command will 
march with the transportation, tentage, and baggage au- 
thorized in Par. 2, G.O., No. 201, W.D., Dec. 2, 1905. Should 
exceptional weather conditions forbid the practice march 
in any week it will be had as an additional march on 
the earliest practicable day following. <A _ similar rule 
will govern respecting the three-day marches prescribed 
for each month of the period of practical instruction. 
While actually engaged in the prescribed range practice, 
organizations will habitually make the one day’s practice 
march per week, but it may be omitted in the discretion 
of the department commander, if conditions are such as 
to make it impracticable. All practice marches will be 
made with full strength, commissioned and enlisted, with 
only such exceptions as the department commanders shall 
have approved. 

5. Department commanders, under the supervision of 
division commanders, are charged with the rigorous ex- 
ecution of this order. They will, immediately on receipt 
hereof and having due regard for the other demands of 
the service, so divide the time devoted to training between 
the garrison and the field as to fulfill the requirements 
of this order while making the two kinds mutually help- 
ful. Practice marches and camps are to be utilized to 
the full for all kinds of field training, as indicated in 
Par. 4 of this order, and a progressive scheme for each 
post will be adopted in advance and adhered to through- 
out the year. In their annual inspections particular at- 
tention will be paid by department commanders to the 
working of this system and the results will be given, with 
suitable recommendations, in their annual reports. 

6. Hereafter, skirmish fire, both instruction and record 
practice, will be conducted in marching order as pre- 
scribed below. a. In the Infantry the field kit, as pre- 
scribed in G.O., No. 23, W.D., Feb. 2, 1906, will be carried, 
exclusive of rations and rifle ammunition in excess of 
twenty rounds per man. The canteen will be filled. The 
following articles of the field kit will be carried in the 
blanket roll made up as prescribed in Par. 486, Infantry 
Drill Regulations, viz: 

One half-shelter tent, five shelter-tent pins, one shelter- 
tent pole, one blanket, one comb, one housewife, one 
rubber poncho, one cake of soap, one pair of stockings, 
one toothbrush and one towel. 

b. In the Cavalry the following articles of the field kit 
will be carried, viz.: 

One U.S. magazine rifle (caliber .30), one revolver, one 
gun sling, one rifle cartridge belt and fastener and loop 
for saber attachment, one pair of rifle cartridge-belt sus- 
penders, one first-aid packet (Medical Department), one 
pouch for first-aid packet, one revolver holster, one re- 
volver lanyard, one canteen, filled; one canteen strap, two 
spurs, two spur straps, twenty rounds of ball cartridges 
(caliber .30), and twenty-four rounds of revolver ball 
cartridges. 

ec. Officers and enlisted men permitted but not required 
to fire will be equipped as in their arm of service. 

d. Pistol practice, mounted course, will be conducted 
in the field kit for Cavalry, as prescribed in G.O., No. 23, 
W.D., 1906, with saddles packed as per Par. 289, Cav. 
DR. 

e. Instruction practice, slow and rapid fire, may be con- 
ducted, or partly conducted, in the kit prescribed above, 
or any part of it, in the discretion of the company or 
troop commander. 

f. In order that men may receive a certain amount of 
instruction under winter conditions, an additional allow- 
ance of ammunition of twenty rounds per man is author- 
ized, to be expended under the direction of the post com- 
mander. This firing will be additional practice and will 
be held, where practicable during the winter, at such 
times and will include such classes of fire as division 
commanders may direct. Overcoats and field kits as pre- 
scribed above will be worn in this class of instruction. 

Division commanders will make full report and recom- 
mendation on small arms firing with the field kit as soon 
as practicable after the close of this year's regular prac- 
tice season.

Publishes the proceedings of a G.C.M. at Fort Myer, 
Va., of which Col. Charles A. P. Hatfield, 13th Cav., was 
president, and Capt. P. D. Lochridge, 13th Cav., judge 
— for the trial of 1st Lieut. Clarence N. Jones, 
Charge—‘‘Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man, in violation of the 6ist Article of War.” 

The specifications alleged that Lieutenant Jones, during 
an examination in ballistics proper, on being questioned 
by his instructor, Capt. Frank E. Harris, as to where he 
had obtained a certain formula for obtaining reduced 
length of air space, which formula he was using in the 
solution of one of the problems of the examination, did 
reo that he had worked it out, which statement was 
alse. 

He was found guilty and sentenced to dismissal. 

The record of the proceedings of the G.C.M. in this 
case having been submitted to the President, the follow- 
ing are his orders thereon: .

“In the case of Ist Lieut. Clarence N. Jones, A.C., as 
the allegations upon which the charges are based are 
not, in my opinion, proved beyond a reasonable doubt, I 
withhold approval of the sentence and direct that he be 
released from arrest and returned to duty.

Charge 1.—‘‘Violation of the 33d Article of War.” 

Charge 2.—‘Conduct unbecoming an officer and gentle- 
man, in violation of the 61st Article of War.’’ 

Charge 3.—‘‘Conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline, in violation of the 62d Article of 
War.” 

The accused was found guilty of the first charge, of 
the second charge, not guilty, and of the third charge, 
guilty. He was sentenced to be reprimanded by the re- 
viewing authority and to forfeit $50 per month of his pay 
for two months. 

General Wood, in reviewing the proceedings, says: “In 
the foregoing case of Ist Lieut. Nels D. Anderson, 19th 
Inf., this officer has neglected to observe the essential 
requirements of military discipline as exemplified in 
prompt and unquestioning obedience to a lawful exercise 
of authority on the part of his superiors. A proper ap- 
preciation of the interests of the service and his duties 
as an officer in connection therewith would have pre- 
vented Lieutenant Anderson from indulging in technical 
and overdrawn distinctions as to his obligations for or- 
dinary duty. The sentence is approved except as to for- 
feiture of pay, which is remitted. As thus modified the 
sentence will be duly executed. Lieutenant Anderson 
will be restored to duty. The sentence was approved on 
Jan. 15, 1906.’’

GOVERNMENT POWDER WORKS PROPOSED. 

Secretary of War Taft on March 2 sent to Representa- 
tive Tawney, chairman of the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations, a highly interesting letter giving informa- 
tion in regard to the purchase of powders and explosives 
by the War Department during the fiscal year of 1905. 
In this letter the Secretary expresses the belief that it 
would be advantageous for the Government to establish 
a plant for the manufacture of powder for the use of the 
Military Establishment. Representative Tawney has 
kindly furnished us with a copy of the Secretary's letter. 
It shows that $1,970,423 was expended by the Govern- 
ment for powder during the last year, all of which has 
been purchased from four establishments—the Du Ponts, 
Laflin and Rand, International Smokeless Powder and 
Chemical Company, and California Powder Works, whose 
combined annual capacity working eight hours per day is 
4,000,000 pounds. On target practice the Army expends 
550,000 pounds a year, and the Navy approximately 1,- 
000.000 pounds. In addition to this the factories named 
could furnish a reserve supply of 2,450,000 pounds annual-

ly. We now have en hand 4,294,000 pounds and a proper re- 
serve requires 11,000,000 pounds more for the Army and 
19,000,000 pounds for the Navy. ‘Twelve or more years 
would be required to procure this 30,000,000 pounds. The 
experience of the Navy Department at Indian Head, Md., 
shows that powder there costs sixty-one cents a pound. 
The Government pays private dealers seventy cents, be- 
sides furnishing alcoho) at four to five cents a pound, The 
manufacturers claim that they have expenses not included 
in the Navy estimate of sixty-one cents and that the fixed 
charges have to be borne by the amount taken which is 
less than that of the full output. Concluding, Secretary 
Taft says: 

1 think it would be advantageous for the Government, 
provided officers were available for its construction and 
operation, to establish a plant for the manufacture of 
powder of sufficient capacity to employ the same methods 
of manufacture as are used upon a large scale; in order 
that there might thus be a check upon the price paid to 
private establishments, that accurate knowledge might be 
had as to the standard of excellence which could be 
reasonably demanded, that experimental manufacture 
which would have for its object the advancement of the 
art of powder making might be facilitated, and that com- 
plete knowledge of the subject of powder and its manu- 
facture might be had by the officers whose duty it is to 
procure it for the Government. But I would not counsel 
the embarkation of the Government in this manufacture 
to such an extemt as to drive from the business the 
private establishments which now have plants which are 
and have been usefully employed in manufacture for the 
Government. 
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It is expected that Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte 
will very shortly announce the successor as Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation to Rear Admiral George A. Con- 
verse, who will be placed on the retired list on account 
of age on May 13 next. It is understood that the two 
names most prominently considered in this connection are 
those of Capt. Richard Wamwright and Capt. Richardson 
Clover, both of whom are now in Washington. Captain 
Wainwright is a member of the General Board and is 
thoroughly familiar with the duties of the Chief of the 
sureau of Navigation. Captatin Clover is also an experi- 
enced officer ing matters pertaining to the administration 
of the Navy. Either one of these officers wovid make an 
excellent Chief of the bureau. It is also understood that 
a successor to Paymaster General Harris will be selected 
within the next three months. It will be recalled that 
when Paymaster General Harris retired for age in 1905 
it was announced that he had been requested to remain 
as Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts for a 
year after his retirement. This year is now over, but it 
is understood that no successor will be selected until 
about June. The name of Pay Dir. John N. Speel has 
been prominently mentioned for the position, as has that 
of Pay Inspr. John A. Mudd. Another name under con- 
sideration is that of Pay Dir. Charles W. Littlefield. The 
candidates are not confined to these three officers, but 
many others in the: grades of pay director and pay inspec- 
tor are understood, to be under consideration. 
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IN BEHALF OF THE ARMY. 

It is an amazing and a disheartening thing that, while 
the civilized world is eloquent in admiration of the splen- 
did preparedness with which the medical corps of the Jap- 
anese army entered the late war with Russia, a bill now 
pending in the Senate which seeks to correct the admit- 
ted deficiencies in the Medical Department of the United 
States Army should encounter an unreasoning and in- 
defensible opposition at the hands of a distinguished 
Senator—Mr. Hale, of Maine. We yield to no one in re- 
spect for the integrity, patriotism and attainments of 
that gentleman. He is the trusted leader of his party in 
the higher branch of Congress. He has had large experi- 
ence in legislative affairs and his judgment on public 
questions is usually both just and sound. It is, however, 
a curious and an inexplicable fact that ever since the 
anxious days immediately preceding the outbreak of the 
Spanish war he has maintained an attitude of obstruction 
toward nearly every important. measure relating to the 
national defenses. It is needless to review his record in 
this respect. A careful study of it will convince every 
fair-minded investigator that Senator Hale’s position on 
measures designed to increase the efficiency of our mili- 
tary services has been that of persistent opposition, if not 
of actual unfriendliness. His latest manifestation of this 
ungenerous spirit has been made in connection with the 
bill, S. 1539, “to increase the efficiency of the Medical 
Department of the United States Army.’’ This bill, the 
text of which appeared in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
of Dec. 16, 1905, was carefully prepared for the purpose 
of supplying an urgent need of the Army which is almost 
universally admitted. The bill bears the approval of the 
President, the Secretary of War, the Chief of Staff, the 
Surgeon General of the Army and many important organ- 
izations of civilian physicians and surgeons. After a full 
discussion of its merits this bill passed the Senate on 
Feb. 5, but Senator Hale, who was absent at the time, 
subsequently demanded that it be reconsidered, the result 
of his action being that the measure was restored to the 
calendar. It came up for further consideration on March 
6 and Senator Hale opposed it in his customary manner. 

It is worth. while briefly to notice the spirit of Mr.. 
Ilale’s opposition to this bill, He declares that the meas- 
ure was inspired by the General Staff. Now even if that 
were true, what of it? Would that fact justify any Sen- 
ator in opposing a measure which is indispensable to the: 
welfare of the Army? Mr. Hale evidently “has it in” for 
the General Staff. That body, he says, is ‘amusing itself, 
as do the General Staffs of the armies of Europe, with the 
consideration of special problems. There, with armies of 
700,000 or 800,000 men, the idea is a useful one in cer- 
tain cases. With us it is at no time a necessity nor of 
any particular use. We must not think that our General 
Staff with an army of 60,000 men should take up the 
work that the officers of the large standing armies of 
Europe think they should consider. The thing is out of 
place here where we practically have no great standing 
army, and there is no danger of invasion or immediate 
or unforeseen call to make war.” As Senator Hale looks 
at it, the General Staff is squandering its time and energy 
in studying military conditions and problems. Possibly 
he thinks it might better devote itself to formulating a 
new set of golf rules or a revision of the regulations gov- 
erning bridge whist. 

One point of the Senator's opposition, however, makes 
the issue straight and clear. He declares that there is 
now no necessity for the pending bill. On that proposi- 
tion he stands almost alone. Leaving out of consideration 
the sentiment of the Medical Corps of the Army, which 
is virtually unanimous in urging the proposed measure. 
the fact is that the members of the medical profession at 
large and nearly all the great medical and surgical organi- 
zation of the country have declared that the passage of 
this bill is of vital importance to the welfare of the mili- 
tary service. The Medical Corps of the Army is inade- 
quate to the needs of the Army at its present level, and 
it would be taxed far beyond its capacity if any consider- 
able increase were made in our military forces, As 
against Senator Hale’s unsupportable assertion that the 
medical service is already sufficient, we oppose the testi- 
mony of a multitude of witnesses, military and civilian. 
including the President of the United States who, in the 
course of an earnest address to the legislative committee 
of the American Medical Association on Jan. 10, said: 
“Tf we had a war break out to-morrow and had to raise 
any large army there would be an immediate breakdown 
in the medical department, simply because at present our 
medical corps is numerically only fit to take care of 
about forty per cent. of the Regular Army at it is now. 
The Medical Corps is not numerically fit to grapple with 
a campaign in which our whole Army as it is, the little 
Army as it is, should be employed, And, of course, if we 





had to mobilize an army of volunteers we would under 
present conditions have to count upon widespread disaster 
through the shortcomings in the medical and sanitary and 
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hygienic arrangements -rendered inevitable by our present 
lack of preparation.” 

In view of President Roosevelt’s warning words and of 
the testimony of others, including the eminent civilian 
physicians who have appeared before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs in support of the bill, we beg to 
expostulate with Senator Hale concerning his opposition 
to this humane measure. Every consideration of human- 
ity, economy and regard for the Army supports the enact- 
ment of the bill. The interests of humanity require it for 
the reason that it is designed to avert in our next war a 
repetition of the shocking and needless sacrifice of life 
which the unpreparedness of the Army medical service 
caused in our last one, The interests of economy favor 
it because it will save in pensions alone tenfold more 
than its cost. What does Mr. Hale have to say in de- 
fense of the unpreparedness at the outbreak of the Span- 
ish war which has already resulted in placing on the pen- 
sion rolls more pensioners than there were men in General 
Shafter’s entire army in Cuba? Can he not see that the 
next war will lead us through an equally costly experience 
unless we prepare for it in peace? And finally, the com- 
mon instinct of gratitude and duty to the Army demands 
that this bill be enacted into law. In its contract with 
the soldier the Government agrees to provide him with 
adequate medical attendance and treatment, yet it is not 
fully discharging that obligation to-day. The Medical 
Corps is not large enough for the Army as it exists at 
present, and in the event of an insurrection or an epi- 
demic in the Philippines or an expedition into China the 
Government would not be able to provide the troops with 
the medical service to which they are entitled by Jaw. 
To withhold from the Army the means of enabling it to 
fulfil its contract obligations would be an act of perfidy 
and betrayal. It would place the Government in the at- 
titude of a repudiator of a solemn obligation which it en- 
tered into in good faith and which, the soldier has a right 
to expect, will be sacredly performed. To place the Gov- 
ernment in such a position would make it an object of 
contempt and shame. 

We cannot believe that Mr. Hale’s influence, great as it 
is, will be sufficient to accomplish the defeat of this just 
and humane measure. We cannot believe that his arbi- 
trary and unreasoning opposition will be permitted to 
force the Government into a scandalous repudiation of its 
own obligations. The Army is entitled to justice, at least, 
if not to gratitude, at the hands of Congress, yet it would 
be made the victim of a monstrous and inexcusable in- 
justice if this bill were defeated.

LESSONS OF THE RECENT WAR APPLIED. 


A most important hearing was had by the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs on March 7, when Capt. Seaton 
Schroeder, Chief of the Office of Naval Intelligence, and 
Capt. Richard Wainwright, of the General Board of the 
Navy, explained to the members of the committee the na- 
val lessons taught by the recent Russo-Japanese war. The 
meeting of the committee was held in secret; no reporters 
were admitted and no official stenographic report was 
taken of the hearing, in order to preclude the possibility 
of reporting anything which might possibly give offense to 
the former belligerents in the Far East. Some members 
of the committee, however, were willing to talk after the 
meeting and told in a general way of what was said in 
the committee room. The walls of the committee room 
were lined during the hearing by maps and charts and 
the two naval officers were armed with full reports made 
by United States naval attachés and had at their disposal 
all of the data which the Naval Bureau of Intelligence is 
in possession of. Some criticism was made of the man- 
ner with which the Japanese had handled their torpedo- 
boats, although it was admitted that the results achieved 
were wonderful and far exceeded what might have been 
predicted prior to the war. It was shown that in the first 
torpedo attack upon Port Arthur, five divisions of five 
torpedoboats each were sent toward the harbor for the 
purpose of entering and making the attack. On the way 
toward the harbor, a Russian scout cruiser was discovered 
and fearing that this ship might communicate the ap- 
proach of the torpedoboats to the enemy, the Japanese 
commander in chief diverted two division for the purpose 
of misleading the scout. Subsequently, for some unknown 
reason, two other divisions were diverted, and but one 
division, of five boats, actually entered the harbor and 
made the attack which put three of the big ships of the 
Russians out of commission. No explanation could be 
given as to why the Japanese did not set their torpedoes 
to sink if they missed fire. These torpedoes were subse- 
quently found by the Russians floating in the water. Ten 
of these torpedoes, two from each of the boats, were fired, 
and the first intimation the enemy had of the attack was 
when they saw the torpedoes shooting through the water. 
Several of the torpedoes afterwards picked up were found 
to have their safety pins in, showing that if they had 
struck the mark no damage would have been done. The 
committee was informed that it was the consensus of 
opinion now among United States naval officers that the 
Russo-Japanese War incontrovertibly proved that tor- 
pedo craft have their place in modern navies. 

A strong argument was made for the adoption of main 
batteries on battleships consisting uniformly of twelve- 
inch guns. It was asserted by these officers that the bat- 
tle of the Sea of Japan conclusively proved the efficacy 
of big guns. ‘‘What the Navy needs,” one of these officers 
said, “is ships with twelve-inch guns as their only effec- 
tive battery, with a secondary battery of three-inch guns 
with which to repel torpedo attacks. Then give the Navy 
its proper quota of torpedoboats and it will be equipped 


for all emergencies.” The committee was requested by 
the officers ‘to give the question of -batteries for battle- 
ships its consideration in any plan which might be de- 
cided upon for naval increase, and it was even suggested 
that it might be advisable to alter the batteries of ships 
already completed, but which require repairs and new 
guns, if the structure of such ships will permit of a sub- 
stitution of additional big guns in place of the smaller 
guns that now form part of the main batteries of many of 
the ships of the Navy. 
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PROMOTIONS TO FOLLOW GENERAL CARR'S. 


All speculation regarding the appointment of an officer 
to fill the vacancy in the grade of brigadier general caused 
by the retirement of Brig. Gen, C. C. C. Carr was set at 
rest on March 8 by the announcement by Secretary Taft 
of the appointment for active duty of Col. John W. Bubb, 
of the 12th Infantry. Speculation was rife in Army cir- 
cles and in the daily press this week regarding the selec- 
tion of an officer to fill this vacancy, and a rumor emanat- 
ing from the White House early in the week had it that 
the President had selected Capt. John J. Pershing, of the 
15th Cavalry, for this vacancy. This, however, did not 
prove to be true, and upon the recommendation of Lieut. 
Gen. John C. Bates and with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of War, Colonel Bubb was chosen and will be ap- 
pointed for active service after appointment and retire- 
ment of four lieutenant colonels who had Civil War ser- 
vice. Lieut. Col. L. W. Cooke, 26th Inf., will be the first 
officer appointed a brigadier general and immediately re- 
tired when Lieut. Col. Jos. M. Califf, A.C., will be made 
a brigadier general and retired. The next to be appointed 
to the vacaney will be Lieut. Col. Henry S. Turrill, Med. 
Dept., who will be retired and will be followed by Lieut. 
Col. Crosby P. Miller, Q.M. Dept. On the retirement as 
brigadier general of Lieutenant Colonel Miller, Col. John 
W. Bubb will be appointed brigadier general to serve un- 
til his statutory retirement on April 23, 1907. 

The promotion and retirement of Cooke, Califf, Turrill 
and Miller will remove from the active list of the Army all 
lieutenant colonels who served during the Civil War, but 
who could not, because of their age, expect to attain the 
rank of colonel prior to their retirement which would give 
them the opportunity of retiring on their own application 
under the Act of April 25, 1904, with the rank of briga- 
dier general. It was for this reason that these four offi- 
cers, all of whom have excellent records, were selected by 
the President upon the recommendation of the Secretary 
of War for promotion to the grade of brigadier general, 
with a view to their immediate retirement. 

It is significant to notice that Col. John W. Bubb, who 
has received the designation for appointment to be briga- 
dier general for active service, served during the Civil 
War and is therefore now entitled to go on the retired 
list on his own application, with the rank of brigadier 
general. His appointment indicates that the reeommenda- 
tion of Lieutenant General Bates, Chief of Staff, that the 
rule not to appoint as brigadier general any colonel who 
served with credit during the Civil War, be suspended, 
has been adopted. 
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A decision was reached by the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs this week to make a favorable report, with 
a few unimportant amendments, of the bill introduced 
some time ago by Representative Vreeland relating to ap- 
pointments to the Naval Academy. Representative Vree- 
land, who is a member of this committee, is now prepar- 
ing the report which he will submit to the House very 
soon. The bill, as it will be reported, provides that the 
academic course for midshipmen shall hereafter be four 
years, and when they shall have passed successfully the 
graduating examination they will receive commissions as 
ensign and take rank according to their proficiency as 
shown by the order of their merit at the date of gradua- 
tion; also that after July 1, 1906, all candidates for ad- 
mission must be between the ages of 16 and 20 years at 
the date of admission instead of between the ages of 16 
and 19 at the time of their “examinations.” It is also 
provided by the bill as it will be reported that civilian 
professors and instructors, after ten years of continuous 
service, be provided with quarters or commutation there- 
for, as now aliowed io officers with the rank of lieuten- 
ant commander, and that they be given the privilege of 
purchasing coal and wood at Government rates. Another 
section of the bill as ordered reported by the committee 
provides that there shall be appointed during the year 
1906, in the following manner, a Board of Visitors to at- 
tend the annual examination at the Naval Academy: 
seven persons to be appointed by the President, two of 
whom shall serve for one year each, two for two years 
each and three for three years each; one Senator to 
serve for one year and one Senator to serve for two years, 
and three Members of the House of Representatives, one 
to serve for one year, one two years and one three years. 
The Senators and Representatives on this board are to be 
designated by the Vice President or the President pro 
tempore of the Senate and the Speaker of the House, re- 
spectively, at the session of Congress next preceding the 
examination and annually thereafter. At the expiration 
of terms of service of members of the board successors 
are to be appointed to serve for periods of three years 
each, Vacancies occurring in the membership of the 
board because of termination of terms of service in the 
Ifouse or Senate and all vacancies occurring from any 
other cause are to be filled by appointment for the unex- 
pired term. Each member of the board is to receive not 
exceeding eight cents a mile travel by the most direct 
route from his residence to Annapolis and return and $3 
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a day for expenses during actual residence at the Naval 
Academy. The committee agreed to the section of the 
Vreeland bill relating to the method of making appoint- 
ments to the Academy. ‘The section provides for an 
amendment to Sec. 1514, Rev. Stat., relating to appoint- 
ments to the Academy, as amended by the Act of July 
26, 1894. 
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Hereafter Midshipmen of the Naval Academy will wear 
stripes upon their sleeves to designate the class to which 
a student belongs. The fourth class men will wear no 
stripe, but members of the third class will have one; 
second class, two, and first class, three. The only excep- 
tion to the new rule will be in the cases of the midship- 
men turned back into a lower class, who will wear an ad- 
ditional stripe for each additional year. The change will 
assist the officers to some extent in detecting midshipmen 
who break the regulations, It has frequently proved hard 
to “spot”? offenders because of similarity of uniform, but 
now only a class will have to be gone aver, instead of 
practically the entire student body. The annual summer 
cruise of the Naval Academy midshipmen will start June 
16, two weeks later than usual. The following vessels 
will be detailed for the cruise: ISWwo modern type cruisers, 
one of which will be the Chattanooga and the other either 
the Des Moines or the Denver; the cruiser Newark, which 
is one of the regular practice fleet stationed at the Acade- 
my, and the monitors Florida, Nevada and Arkansas, of 
the Coast Squadron, which were used for this purpose 
last year. This is a smaller fleet than last year, but it 
is probable that several torpedoboat destroyers will also 
be assigned. There will be no battleship this year, ac- 
cording to present plans. Last summer the Texas was the 
flagship of the cruising squadron. The first examination 
for appointments to the Academy will be held April 17 in 
various parts of the United States under the supervision 
of the civil service commission. That will be a mental 
examination and will be followed at the Academy by the 
physical examination of those who have passed, about the 
middle of June. 
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The Bureau of Navigation took important action this 
week when it decided to establish at Norfolk a school for 
the training of machinists for the Navy. A comprehen- 
sive scheme which will permit of coal passers passing 
through the various grades in the engine room and finally 
attaining the rank of warrant machinist will immediately 
be put into operation. In the past there have been more 
desertions, comparatively speaking, from among coal pass- 
ers than from any other grade in the Navy, and it is 
hoped and believed that under the new order of things 
a much better class of men will be obtained for coal pass- 
ers and the desertions consequently greatly diminished. 
The scheme provides for the selection from among the ap- 
prentice seamen of a certain number for duty as coal 
passers, who, during their first enlistment, may through 
merit attain the rank of fireman, second class, then fire- 
man, first class, and finally, the petty rank of water 
tender. Those firemen and water tenders thus selected 
who show any special mechanical ingenuity or adap*ta- 
bility and who are recommended by their commanding 
officers on their re-enlistment will be assigned to the 
school for the training of machinists at Norfolk and 
will be given a nine months’ course there and when gradu- 
ated made machinists in the Navy. From this grade they 
will be able to attain the rank of warrant machinist. 
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The new Army Register for 1906 made its appearance 
this week. The most important change is the placing of 
the General Staff of the Army where it formerly was in 
the Register, after all of the other staff departments and 
just following the list of chaplains. This position is the 
one the General Staff held in 1904, and was returned to 
by direction of the Secretary of War, The change from 
the very front of the Register following the names of the 
President, the Secretary of War and the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, has not been very favorably received by the 
General Staff, though it is now given the position to 
which it is entitled in accordance with the date of its es- 
tablishment in comparison with other staff departments 
and corps. As the date of the Register for 1906 is Jan. 
1, it shows the lieutenant general to be Adna R. Chaffee, 
who has since the first of the year been placed on the re- 
tired list. The Register gives six major generals, with 
Arthur MacArthur as senior and John F. Weston as jun- 
ior; fifteen brigadier generals, with Frederick D. Grant 
as senior and Winfield S. Edgerly as junior. The many 
promotions and retirements since Jan. 1, 1906, do not ap- 
pear. Immediately following the list of general officers 
appears the name of Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin, ad- 
jutant general.

It is gratifying to note that the Senate has this week 
passed the bill, S. 3044, “to promote the efficiency of the 
Revenue Cutter Service.’ This measure, the text of 
which we publish in another column, establishes the or- 
ganization of the Revenue Cutter Service on a more defi- 
nite basis than it now possesses and gives it the benefit 
of an orderly system of appointment and promotion. The 
Senate has also passed the bill, S. 4129, to regulate en- 
listments and punishments in the Revenue Cutter Service. 
This measure, like the other, is of prime importance to 
the body which it concerns, its purpose being to promote 
discipline, efficiency and the impartial administration of 
justice in an organization in which the responsibilities 
are great, the duties exacting and the service highly im- 
portant to commercial and humanitarian interests, 
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THE FIFTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 


The Senate has passed the following bills: S. 1032, ap- 
propriating $10,000 to erect a statue at Monterey, Cal., 
to Commo. John D. Sloat; S. 39, appropriating $40,000 
to erect an equestrian statue at Manchester, N.H., to 
Major Gen. John Stark; S. 4111, authorizing the Chief 
of Ordnance, U.S.A., to receive four 3.6-inch breech-load- 
ing field guns, carriages, caissons, limbers, and their per- 
taining equipment from the State of Connecticut. This 


act was amended so as to provide that the value of the 
material be credited to the quota of the State. 

IL.R. 14843, which was passed by the House, allowing 
Lieut. Col. Medad C. Martin, U.S.A., a credit of $708.65 
for money stolen from him, passed the Senate. Also 
S. 4593, authorizing the appointment of Midshipman 
Francis J. Cleary, to take rank with his class as an ad- 
ditional number, first striking from the bill the following: 
“Provided further, That this officer may hereafter, in due 
course, if found mentally, morally, and professionally 
qualified to perform the shore duties of the several grades, 
be promoted to but not above the grade of lieutenant.” 

March 6 additional estimates for Army supplies were 
submitted to the Senate as follows: Quartermaster’s De- 
partment, $175,998.20; incidental expenses, $50,933.72 ; 
barracks and quarters, $50,125; clothing. and camp and 
garrison equipage, $20,000; transportation of Army and 
its suppiies, $702,964.72 ; total, $1,000,021.64. 

The bill, S. 3506, for the relief of Henry E. Rhoades, 
U.S.N., was reported without amendment. Also the bill, 
S. 3405, for the pay to the Government Hospital for the 
Insane pay due to persons in the Navy or Marine Corps 
under treatment there. The bill, S. 682, for the relief of 
And, H. Russell and W. R. Livermore, U.S.A., was re- 
ported with an amendment. 

Notice has been given by the Senators named of the 
following amendments to be proposed to the Army Appro- 
priation bill as passed by the House: 

Mr. Proctor to authorize the President to include in the 
provisions of the Act of April 23, 1904, officers who were 
retired for wounds or disability incident to the Service 
since the passage of the Act of Oct, 20, 1890, and did not 
receive the benefits of that act, who were at the time be- 
low the grade of field officer, who served at least two years 
during the Civil War as a commissioned officer or an en- 
listed man in the Regular or Volunteer forces, who shall 
be given the rank and retired pay of one grade above that 
held by them at the date of the passage of this act. 

Mr. Alger to appoint and place upon the retired list of 
the Army with rank of captain mounted, such persons as 
may be over sixty-two years of age and have served over 
twenty-two years in the Regular Army and over one year 
in the Volunteer Army during the Civil War, and were 
honorably discharged the Service by reason of the Act 
of Oct. 1, 1890. 

Mr. Piles: That Capt. William N. Hughes, U.S.A., 
retired, detailed July 14, 1902, for duty at East Florida 
Seminary, Gainesville, Fla., shall be held and considered 
as having been detailed under the Act of Nov. 3, 1893. 

Mr. Burkett: $200,000 for the construction of bar- 
racks and officers’ quarters at Fort Niobrara, Neb. Mr. 
Lodge: $5,000 for the fencing, etc., of the Government 
reservation at Nahan, Mass. 

Mr. Neilson: $150,000 for the construction and main- 
tenance of wagon roads, bridges and trails in the district 
of Alaska, to be expended under the direction of the board 
of road commissioners. 

In the House, H.R. 8965, providing for the marking of 
Confederate graves, was laid on the table, the Senate bill 
for the same purpose having been passed and approved by 
the President. The Ordnance bill, S. 1540, was reported 
with the amendment suggested by the War Department 
and reported on another page. 

March 2 the House passed the bill, I.R. 14467, to pay 
Capt. George EF. Pickett, Paymaster, U.S.A., $1,456.17 he 
could not account for. Some objection was made to the 
bill on the ground that no evidence of the loss was pre- 
sented except the word of the paymaster. Mr. Clark, of 
Florida, said: “Here is an officer intrusted with funds of 
the Government who goes out upon a tour paying soldiers 
and others in the employ of the Army. When he returns 
to Manila and casts up his account, it is found that he is 
short some fourteen hundred and fifty-odd dollars. He 
does not know how it occurred. He was not robbed. 
There is no evidence that a larceny was committed; no 
evidence that it was taken in any way at all. Just simply 
short that much. Of course, he refunded it to the Govern- 
ment, as he had to do, and having refunded it, because 
it was intrusted to his care, he was responsible for it. 
Ile ought to have refunded it; he was in duty bound to 
refund it; he had no more than performed a duty that 
rested upon him. Now he seeks relief at the hands of 
Congress, to reimburse him this money, which it is ap- 
parent, on the face of the record, was lost by his own 
negligence.” Mr. Shackelford said: “I take it for granted 
that he is a good, honest man, but he comes here and 
makes a statement absolutely without corroboration, Sup- 
pose in another case some other man had embezzled the 
nroney. Suppose he had lost it in a friendly game of draw 
poker with somebody. Suppose he had applied these funds 
to his own purposes anywhere, under any circumstances, 
He comes in and makes, as the gentleman from Virginia 
says, a clear statement of it. Tle says, ‘I was beset by 
thieves on the read.” Mr. Chairman, thieves sometimes 
sit around a friendly table, as well as elsewhere.” 

In a communication to the Hlouse Committee on Naval 
Affairs regarding the bill, H.R. 10806, “authorizing the 
promotion of Capt. Theodore Frederick Kane to be a 
rear admiral, retired.’ for the reason that he would have 
been so promoted under the Personnel Act had he not 
been retired three years prior to the enactment of that 
law for disability incident to the Service, the Secretary 
of the Navy says: “There are many naval officers who 
served during the Civil War and have creditable records, 
but, who, having been retired prior to March 3, 1899, 
were not, upon retirement, given the rank and retired pay 
of the next higher grade. If the Congress considers that 
the state of the national finances justifies such an act of 
generosity, the Department would with pleasure see a 
measure passed extending the benefits of Section 11 of 
the Personnel Act to all these officers: but it does not 
favor legislation giving these benefits to individual officers 
whose services have not been of such extraordinary merit 
as to entitle them in this respect to special consideration.” 
The Secretary makes the same comment on the bill, TLR. 
DOSS, “authorizing the President to appoint Lieut. Comdr. 
Frederick Augustus Miller, U.S.N., retired. a commander 
on the retired list.” 

Concerning the bill, I.R. 7676, “to promote Allen V. 
Reed to rear admiral, retired,” the Secretary of the Navy 
after reviewing the history of the case, dating back to 
1896, has advised the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
as follows: “As Captain Reed was unable to establish 
his right to promotion to the grade of commodore while 
on the active list, the Department does not regard him as 





having any special claim to promotion after the retire- 
ment to the grade of rear admiral. .It does not therefore 
recommend the passage of the measure under considera- 
tion.” 

With regard to the bill, H.R. 12131, authorizing the 
President to appoint as a lieutenant commander, retired, 
Chas. H. Pendleton, who was dropped from the Service in 
1884 after having thrice failed to.establish his profession- 
al fitness for promotion, the Secretary of the Navy states 
that he perceives no reason why Mr. Pendleton should be 
placed upon the retired list of the Navy, and recommends 
that the bill under consideration be not passed. 

The Secretary of the Navy has submitted to the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs a copy of a letter which he 
has transmitted to the Secretary of the Treasury inclos- 
ing a memorandum prepared by the Chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance of the Navy Department which carries an 
estimate of $5,000 for mounting guns for the defense of 
Midway Islands, providing suitable magazines for ser- 
vice of same, and necessary expenses in connection there- 
with. The Secretary’s communication includes a plan 
for the defense of Midway Islands prepared by Lieut. 
William C. Harllee, U.S.M.C., which is approved by Capt. 
Henry W.. Lyon, U.S.N., commandant of.the naval sta- 
tion, Hawaii, and by Admiral George Dewey, U.S.N., 
president of the General Board. 

In a note to the Secretary of the Treasury inclosing an 
estimate for a deficiency appropriation of $750,000 ‘for 
coal and transportation, 1906,” to meet. requirements un- 
der the appropriation for the remainder of. the current 
fiscal year, the Secretary of the Navy quotes from a state- 
ment prepared by the Chief of the Bureau of Equipment 
of. the Navy Department as follows: ‘Unless additional 
funds are provided .it will be necessary either to stop the 
movements of the fleets or to permit the available supply 
of coal at the various coaling stations to become exhaust- 
ed, or to continue to purchase and ship coal, creating a 
deficiency which must sooner or later be provided for. 
Should this latter be necessary, and Congress at this ses- 
sion not appropriate additional funds, it will mean a con- 
siderable delay in’ the payment of any obligations thus 
incurred, possible financial embarrassment to those con- 
cerns to whom the obligations would be due, and constant 
embarrassment to the Bureau and the Department by 
their importunities.” 

While a number of officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps were advanced upon the lists under the operation 
of Sections 1506 and 1605, Revised Statutes, in recogni- 
tion of “eminent and conspicuous conduct in battle or 
extraordinary heroism” during the Spanish war, their ad- 
vancement incidentally worked hardship upon other ofli- 
cers who, while perhaps equally patriotic and competent, 
had been assigned to duty under circumstances affording 
no opportunity to achieve especial distinction, and who 
consequently found themselves, after the war, in lower 
relative places on the naval list than they would have oc- 
cupied if the war had not occurred. As a measure of 
justice to this latter class of officers, the Secretary of the 
Navy recommends the passage of an act providing that 
officers of the Navy and Marine Corps advanced in rank 
for eminent and conspicuous conduct in battle or extra- 
ordinary heroism, and who since such advancement. have 
been or may hereafter be promoted, shall from the date 
of the passage of this act be carried as additional to the 
numbers of each grade in which ‘they serve. 

According to decisions of the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury, an enlisted man in the Navy who at the outbreak of 
the war with Spain was given a commission and served 
thereunder, re-enlisting at the close of the war, is, by rea- 
son of interruption of service as an enlisted man, deprived 
of the benefits provided by law for continuous service. In 
view of the injustice which these decisions impose upon 
men who but for having served temporarily as commis- 
sioned officers would be entitled to continuous service 
pay, the Secretary of the Navy recommends the enactment 
of legislation providing that no enlisted man now in 
the naval service, and otherwise entitled thereto, shall 
be debarred the benefits of continuous service by reason 
of the acceptance of and service under a commission as an 
officer in the Army or Navy in time of war. 

In response to a communication from the Secretary of 
War stating that the Philippine Nautical School is great- 
ly in need of a vessel in order to provide practical train- 
ing for the pupils at the school, the Secretary of the Navy 
states that there is doubt whether the Navy Departmeni 
has the authority to make a loan of a public vessel for 
the purpose indicated. He adds, however, that he agrees 
with the Secretary.of War as to the desirability of supply- 
ing a vessel for the purpose stated and has recommended 
to the House Committee on Naval Affairs that legislation 
be enacted conferring the necessary authority. 

Under the present pay table mates in the Navy, who 
are appointed by selection from men who have had long 
and creditable service, sometimes receive less compensa- 
tion after promotion than they did before. To correct 
this discrepancy the Bureau of Navigation has recom- 
mended, and the Secretary of the Navy has sent: to the 
ITouse Committee on Naval Affairs, a draft of a bill pro- 
viding, that mates while at sea be allowed $1,300 per an- 
num, while on shore duty $1,200 per annum and while on 
leave or waiting order, $900 per annum. .

The President is authorized, in case 
of emergency, to order any or all such’ volunteers 
into actual service, and subject to the penalties of deser- 
tion for failure to appear. When in actual service,. or 
when training, they shall be entitled to pav and allow- 
ances for actual service in the Navy, sh. be subject 
to the discipline of the Navy, and organized, armed, and 
uniformed as may be provided.

There shall be: paid 
to the owners. of charters of any vessel.of the Unjted 
States which shall be engaged in foreign trade or in the 
deep-sea fisheries for every naval volunteer certified as 
fit actually employed and serying on such vessel during 
every deep-sea fishing voyage or foreign trade voyage 
the monthly sums, varying between $20 and $40, for every 
month of the duration of such voyage, and which rates 
may be graded according to the character and size of 
the vessel, the kind of voyage, and the grade of service 
as may be deemed best bythe Secretary of the Navy:

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REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE BILL. 

In the Senate, March 5, Mr. Nelson, of the Committee 
on Commerce, said: ‘The bill (S. 3044) to promote the 
efficiency of the Revenue Cutter Service was, at the sug- 
gestion of the Senator from Maine, Mr. Hale, the other 
day transferred back to the calendar under Rule VIII. 
I understand that the Senator from Maine has no objec- 
tion.” Mr. Frye. “My colleague, the senior Senator 
from Maine, Mr. Hale, objected te the bill and had it 
placed on the calendar under Rule IX. He has since ex- 
amined carefully the bill and tells me it is an important 
one for the Revenue Service, not expensive at all, that 
his objection is withdrawn, and he has no question now 


but that it ought to be restored to the calendar under 
Rule VIII. 

The bill was transferred accordingly, put upon its pas- 
sage-and promptly passed after amending Section 2 so as 
to change the limit of age for appointment from. 22 to. 26. 
As passed the bill reads as follows: 

Be it enacted, ete., That on and after the passage of 
this act the number of officers on the active list in the 
grade of third lieutenant in the Revenue Cutter Service 
shall not exceed 87: Provided, That until such time as the 
grade of third lieutenant shall be filled as provided in 
this act there may be advanced to that grade any cadet 
of the line who has served not less than 2 years as such 
cadet, and is recommended for advancement by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury. 

Sec. 2. That hereafter the number of cadets of the line 
allowed in the Revenue Cutter Service shall be such as to 
provide for filling the vacancies that may occur in: the 
grade of third lieutenant in said service: - Provided, That 
a person to be eligible for appointment as a cadet of the 
line shall produce satisfactory evidence of good moral 
character, shall be not less than 18 nor more than 24 
years of age at the time of appointment, and shall pass 
a satisfactory physical examinatic- by a board of offi- 
cers of the Public Health and ®: 2: .e Hospital. Service, 
and a satisfactory educational e>.mination, which must 
in all cases be written and strictly competitive, by a 
board of commissioned officers, of the Revenue Cutter 
Service, both examinations to be conducted under such 
regulations as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury: Provided, That no person who has been 
dismissed or compelled to resign from the Military Acad- 
emy or from the Naval Academy of the United States for 
hazing, or for any other improper conduct, shall be eligi- 
ble for appointment as a cadet in the Revenue Cutter 
Service: Provided, That no person shall become a cadet 
of the line who does not obligate himself, in such man- 
ner as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, to 
serve at least three years as an officer .in said, service 
after graduation, if his services be so long required: And 
provided further, That the Secretary of the Treasury may 
summarily dismiss from the service any cadet who, dur- 
ing his probationary term, is found unsatisfactory in 
either studies or conduct, or may be deemed not adapted 
for a career in the service. 

Sec: 3. That hereafter appointments into the grade 
of. second assistant engineer in the Revenue Cutter 
Servige shall be as at present, except that, before 
being’ ‘commissioned, the candidate who has successfully 
passed the required examinations shall serve a proba- 
tionary term of not less than six months as a cadet en- 
gineer to determine his fitness for a commission in said 
service, and during which probationary term he shall 
receive a salary of 375 per month and one ration per 
day: Provided, That no person shall be commissioned 
a second assistant engineer who is less than 21 or more 
than 26 years of age, nor until he shall have served the 
probationary term herein required. 

Sec. 4. That hereafter the Secretary of the Treasury 
niay, upon due finding and recommendation of a trial 
board composed of commissioned officers of the Revenue 
Cutter Service, suspend an officer of said service. from 
duty for a period of two years, or any part thereof, upon 
reduced pay, which shall in no case be less than one-half 
nor more than three-fourths of the duty pay.of such offi- 
eer: Provided, however, That this shall not preclude the 
Secretary from inflicting such other punishment upon an 
officer as may be. provided by the regulations of. the said 
service and not contrary to law, or from inflicting such 
punishment provided by said regulations in addition to 
that of suspension from duty on reduced pay as may.be 
recommended by said trial board. 

Sec. 5. That hereafter it shall not be necessary for any 
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commissioned officer of the Revenue Cutter Service to 
make oath to his pay accounts. 

Sec. 6. That a chief engineer of the Revenue Cutter 
Service, to be selected for his special ability ~in -naval 
construction from the present list of chief engineers by 
the Secretary of the Treasury, may be commissioned a 
constructor for engineering duty in said’ service with 
the rank, pay and emoluments now provided by law for 
a chief engineer: Provided, That the vacancy created in 
the list of chief engineers by such transfer shall not be 
tilled by promotion or otherwise, but the number of chief 
engineers now authorized by law shall be reduced by one, 
and that no additional expense shall be incurred by rea- 
son of commissioning such chief engineer a construc- 
tor, 

The bill, S. 4129, to regulate enlistments and punish- 
ments in the U.S. Revenue Cutter Service, passed the 
Senate without amendment March 6. The text of this

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EXPERT OPINION ON SUBMARINES. 

Lieut. Charles P. Nelson, U.S.'N., with whom President 
Roosevelt made the descent in a submarine boat into the 
waters of Long Island Sound and who has been specially 
active in official experiments with submarines, has trans- 
mitted a letter to Representative Thomas, a member of 
ihe House Committee on Naval Affairs, which contains 
much interesting information concerning vessels of the 
iype named. Lieutenant Nelson while on leaye at An- 


napolis in 1902 made several submerged runs on the Hol- 
land with Lieut. Harry H.-Caldwell, U.S.N. In the same 
year he was‘on the Fulton, another boat of the Holland 
type, when she started from New York for Washington 
and had an explosion at Delaware Breakwater, [arly in 
1003 he was ordered to New Suffolk, Long Island, for in- 
struction and duty in connection with the Porpoise, 
Vlunger and Shark, and when those boats were placed in 
commission in September, 1903, he assumed conimand of 
them and has retained it ever since, with headquarters 
at the Newport ‘Torpedo Station. It will be observed that 
Lieutenant Nelson has had much practical experience 
with submarine boats, and for that reason his views con- 
erning them are entitled to special attention. 

Lieutenant Nelson regards the best Holland boat now 
owned by the Government as a very valuable weapon of 
war for coast and harbor defense. It can go and operate 
where mines and batteries either cannot be used or are 
not in readiness. Lieutenant Nelson has frequently been 
at sea in rough weather in boats of the Holland type, and 
considering their size and small reserve buoyancy they 
proved remarkably good sea boats. About forty attacks 
were made with them on warships both by day and night. 
The most noteworthy attack was made on the U.S.S. Co- 
jumbia in Menemsha Bight in October, 1904. To reach 
that point the Holland boat had te run about forty-five 
iniles in the open sea under the gasoline engine. She then 
‘rimmed down and ran through the North Atlantic Squad- 
von submerged, with only a couple of feet of the periscope 
showing. She ran thus for six miles without being dis- 
covered and came up within less than one hundred yards 
of the Columbia. This attack was particularly valuable, 
partly because it showed the possibility of making a suc- 
cessful attack in broad daylight and under conditions 
inost favorable to the enemy, and partly because it proved 
that the boat was able to operate at considerable distances 
from her main base. Boats of the Holland type have made 
the run from Brenton Reef Lightship in broad daylight 
into Narragansett Bay, entirely passing the forts without 
even exposing the periscope, which, even if discovered, 
would be a very difficult target to hit, Lieutenant Nel- 
son considers the method of diving employed on these 
hoats safe and satisfactory, and by far the most desirable, 
for the reason that it accomplishes the quick:st possible 
submergence and recovery, which, in the presence of an 
mnemy, is of the utmost importance. He declares that 
lis experiments have upset the old theory that the diving 
iype of boat is of deficient longitudinal stability and that 
it is not safe for members of the crew to move about in 
the boat while under water. 

The greatest value of such boats, in Lieutenant Nel- 
son’s estimate, would be their effectiveness in preventing 
blockades and bombardments and destroying vessels which 
lave taken possession of unfortified harbors. These boats 
can be transported at small expense and in unfortified 
harbors they could take the place of batteries which it 
would require years to complete, Being a portable de- 
fense, they can, with their radius of action, keep an ene- 
my’s fleet so far off shore and make the blockade so ex- 
pensive and laborious as to render it ineffective. As an 
iddition to permanent fortifications and mines Lieutenant 
Nelson considers boats of the Holland type extremely 
valuable, inasmuch as they can operate either out of 
range of the heaviest shore batteries or where neither 
inines nor batteries are available. le believes that the 
Government should follow the British policy of ordering 
each year a definite number of submarines, all of which 
hut one shall be practically identical with the latest. sat- 
istactory type in possession of the Government. The one 
exception should be built as an improved development and 
after trial be used as a main design for the next uniform 
lot. Lieutenant Nelson has no doubt whatever that the 
submarine boats now in the Service could go as far as 
fifty miles to sea, make an attack and return to a base 
without assistance, as their steaming radius on the sur- 
face is about 300 miles and at reduced speed between 
forty and fifty miles under water. 
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A STORY OF JAPANESE DISCIPLINE. . 

In view of the possible coming of Admiral Togo, the 
victor of the Sea of Japan, on a visit to Europe and 
America, a Japanese sends to the Boston Herald a story 
\hich possesses a peculiar interest. Next to Togo, the 
highest naval honors in the late war were gained by Ad- 
iniral Kamimura, who sunk the Russian cruiser Ruriec 
and disabled the Rossia and Gromboi in the action of 
Aug. 10, 1904. The story concerns those two officers and 
Admiral Baron Yamamoto, who during the war was at 
the head of the Japanese Navy Department, These three 
inven were as boys fellow cadets at the naval college at 
lokio, where they were placed by the great Japanese 
statesman and leader, S:igo Takamori, who chose them 
from among the Satsuma clansmen and sent them to the 
capital of the country to study the science of maritime 
warfare. Saigo had joined with the movement which led 
io the overthrow of the Shogunate and the restoration of 
the imperial administration, but he was nevertheless an 
irdent believer in the maintenance of the Samurai class 
is essential to the security of the empire. He held that 
while the state might be revolutionized in other respects 
‘his class of hereditary warriors should be maintained, 
ind the rebellion, of which he was the head, had its in- 
spiration in his desire to overthrow those—and they then 
vepresented the imperial goyernment—who were resolyed 





to obliterate all distinctions between the Samurai and the 
rest of the people.. In 1875, when Japan’ was on the 
verge of civil war, the three young men, Togo, Kamimura 
and Yamamoto, secretly left the naval college in Tokio at 
night, and by borrowing money wherever they could, made 
their way over the hundreds of miles that separated the 
capital from Kagoshima, where Saigo was stopping. To 
him, as their chief and the leader of their class, they of- 
fered their services and lives in support of the cause 
which he was advocating. As soon as greetings were ex- 
changed Saigo reprimanded the young men in the strong- 
est terms at his command. 

“I chose you,” he said, “because I believed you to be 
promising students, and I sent you to the naval-college, 
not with any selfish purpose of mine, nor yet for your 
own sakes, but because the day will inevitably come when 
Japan must measure her strength with Russia, and it is 
incumbent on every true Japanese to prepare vigorously 
for that crisis. In ‘the naval college you had only one 
duty to perform—the duty of applying yourselves earnest- 
ly to your tasks and equipping yourselves to serve your 
country in time of need. You have absconded from the col- 
lege in obedience to your own imaginings, thus betraying 
the trust I imposed in you, and forgetting the pupil’s first 
obligation—obedience to his teachers, Return at once, 
and henceforward, whatever happens, though hills crum- 
ble and streams run back, never turn your faces from the 
path of serving your country with all your might.” 

IHumiliated and repulsed, the young men were ordered 
to depart for Tokio on the following day, which they did. 
They could not have gained readmittance into the naval 
college had not Sagio himself written to the authorities 
interceding for them on the ground of their youth and in- 
experience. Saigo’s plea in their behalf was accepted in 
spite of the fact that the authorities knew that he was 
even then organizing a rebellion against their power 
which, however, proved unsuccesful. It was on his earnest 
request that the three young men who had violated their 
obligations as students were permitted to acquire the pro- 
fessional education which was to prove so immensely val- 
uable to their: country in.later years. his story, it is 
said by the writer in the Boston Herald, was recently 
told by Admiral Kamimura to show how narrowly he and 
his distinguished brother officers escaped an early and dis- 
creditable dismissal from the naval service ot their coun- 
try throngh the efforts of one who shortly afterward took 
his own life in chagrin over his failure to perpetuate by 
force of arms the old traditional feudal system of Japan. 
The story is interesting chiefly, however, as a lesson in 
obedience. It is a story which can be translated into all 
languages with its force and moral unimpaired, and it is 
a sharp reminder to the youth of every land that he who 
aspires to command must first learn to obey. 





WEATHER CONDITIONS IN ALASKA. 


The Yukon Press, Tanana, Alaska, Jan. 20, has several 
paragraphs which give some idea of the hardships of 
life in Alaska. - It says: ‘Bert. Voorhees (teamster) 
returned to the post on Thursday, and reported the 
trail impassable for the Government mule teams, which 
were on their way to Glen Gulch, via Tanana river. 
Mr. Voorhees says the snow is belly deep to the mules, 
and utterly impracticable to travel. The team which 
left for up the Yokon was turned back a short way 
above the mission. The sufferings of the poor animals 
must be intense, as they are compelled to stand out 
through the nights in, the coldest weather, and have 
done so with the thermometer between 60 and 70 below 
zero. We do not think it right or humane to expose 
animals to such suffering. 

“Malamute dogs are different, and are the only animals 
which may be left. outside without absolute cruelty. 
The necessities of the telegraph service must be fear- 
fully pressing, when they call for such cruel exposure. 
We have said nothing of the drivers, they are human, 
and have a way out of it. It is something new to us, 
and we have been in this country for seven years. So 
far as it may do good we desire to protest in the name 
of humanity.” .

ARMY MUTUAL AID ASSOCIATION, 


Army War College, Feb. 27, 1906. 
To THE EpITorR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I can not agree with Major Ebstein that we have lost 
sight of the fraternal spirit that founded our Association, 
not have we forgotten the mutual contributions that 
brother officers frequently made out of their own pockets 
to aid the widows and orphans of their comrades. The 
committee found that while the spirit and intent of the 
Association to carry out the purposes of its founders. ex- 
ists as strongly to-day as ever, its methods of carrying 
into effect these principles of fraternalism and mutuality 
are defective and if continued will eventually lead to dis- 
solution. ‘The committee discussed the basis of sound in- 
surance, the only basis for the opération not only of the 
so-called old line insurance companies, but also of all fra- 
ternal and mutual associations. The methods might ap- 
pear at first reading rather complex, but the results are 
simply a set of rates which will assure the perpetuity of 
the Association. The new system is not complex, but very 
simple, in facet much simpler than the one under which 
we are at present operating. Under the new system a 
member pays a fixed sum for the balance of his life, or 
the term of years that he may elect. Under the present 
system every year the assessment is different, and not un- 
til after the close of the year is the amount known. There 
cannot be a need for a professional actuary, as the pro- 
posed rates are adequate for all time and there never will 
be a necessity for a change. <A clerk can send notices to 
the members of the amount due each year and credit their 
accounts when the amount has been received. 

The report gives in full the reasons why all members 
must pay moré for their insurance and this increase comes 
alike to all. The members who are older in point of 
membership, and consequently in age, have had protection 
for life at less than term rates; and they are now only 
asked to pay the full adequate rate for their age. 

Major Ebstein has been misled by the incorrect ages of 
the survivors given in the last annual report. The aver- 
age age of the survivors on April 1, 1905, was 48.02, in- 
stead of 45.15. The fallacy of using the average age to 
predict the death rate of an association is shown on pages 
26-27 of the report of the special committee. 

Major Ebstein expresses a doubt that the younger offi- 
cers will not join while the new scheme is being tried, I 
believe they will when they know that the Army Mutual 
Aid, if the proposed constitution is adopted, is as sound 
as any insurance company in the world; that its rates 
are lower; that there is no special classification ; no extra 
premium for war or tropical service, but all participate 
alike in any dividends; that they can get the same kind 
of insurance for life, for 20, 25, 30, 35, or 40 year periods 
as they can in any old line company; that if they desire 
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to leave the Association they can get paid-up insurance 
in the same way as they could in any old line’ company. 
They cannot get a cash surrender value as this introduces 
the idea of commercialism so foreign to our purpose. The 
public has been sadly misled by the alluring promises, but 
meager fulfilment, of endowment forms of insurance. The 
committee has sedulously avoided these. The committee 
in its report desired to call attention to the proper func- 
tion of life insurance, which is solely to give any member 
the assurance that on his death the face value of his pol- 
icy will be paid to his widow and children, or his heirs. 
Any form of insurance which possesses a so-called invest- 
ment feature is entirely outside the scope and plan of the 
Army Mutual Aid, which was organized and has been 
maintained for twenty-six years to aid the widows and 
children of our fellow members, and the committee conse- 
quently ‘recommended the adoption of adequate rates for 
the sole purpose of perpetuating the beneficent work. of 
the past.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

In an article translated for the Scientific American 
from La Vie Automobile, Ernest Archdeacon predicts a 
speed of sixty miles an hour on the water with a motor 
boat by shaping the hull so that the speed lifts it out of 
the water and it glides over the surface. The propelling 
force is exerted upon water, which is seven hundred 
times as dense as air, while the displacement of the hull, 
with its necessarily large frictional surface, is all carried 
in the rarer medium, air, and above the water, the sur- 
face of which can be used to effect the regulation of the 
inclination of the supporting hydroplanes. Mr. Archdea- 
con says: “I have found from my own experiments with 
the hydroplane that it is not stopped by the waves any 
more than is an ordinary boat.’”” When such a boat is 
put in motion, it steadily rises until it has attained the 
maximum speed, at which time the body of the boat is 
raised entirely above the surface of the water, and there 
maintained by the automatie adjustment of supporting 
plates. 

The summer practice cruise fleet for the midshipmen 
from the Naval Academy will consist of two cruisers of 
the Chattanooga type, three monitors and the cruiser 
Newark. The Severn will be left at the Naval Academy 
for the use of the fourth class. 

The Navy Department has accepted the resignations of 
Midshipmen W. W. Searcy, third class, Naval Academy, 
and Bernice McDaniel, fourth class, both from Texas. 
Midshipman McDaniel has been re-appointed to the Acad- 
emy by his Congressman, and will accordingly start in on 
his course with the new fourth class. 

The cruiser Tacoma, which carried spare parts to the 
Dewey, is still at Las Palmas, Canary Islands. Com- 
mander Hosley cabled the Navy Department a few days 
ago that he did not need the Tacoma in towing the Dewey, 
but it is possible that the cruiser will be ordered to act 
as-a convoy for the towing fleet, for at least a part of the 
way to Gibraltar. It is expected that the Dewey will 
leave Las Palmas on March 12. 

The Navy Department has ordered that the cruiser 
Olympia, the flagship of Rear Admiral Royal B. Brad- 
ford, be placed out of commission, and the cruiser Min- 
neapolis has gone from New York, where repairs have 
been made to her, to Hampton Roads, where Admiral 
Bradford will transfer his flag from the Olympia to the 
Minneapolis. 

At a meeting of the Lighthouse Board held in Washing- 
ton this week Rear Admiral George C. Reiter, who was 
recently assigned to membership in the board, was elected 
its chairman. 

The report of the Court of Inquiry into the collision 
which oceurred in New York harbor several weeks ago be- 
tween the battleships Alabama and Kentucky is still pend- 
ing before the Navy Department. The report was received 
several days ago by the Bureau of Navigation, has been 
acted upon by Rear Admiral Converse and is now in the 
hands of the J.A. General of the Navy, who will send it 
in a few days to the Secretary for his final action. 

Lieut. Comdr. L. A. Kaiser, of the Bureau of Equip- 
ment, is at work installing new wireless apparatus at the 
Washington Navy Yard, which will furnish much more 
power and will increase the efficiency of the station. 

A wireless message from the cruiser Minneapolis, tell- 
ing of a burning vessel at sea, was picked up by the 
Government operator at the training station, Newport, 
R.I., on the night of March 6. The Minneapolis was on 
her way from New York to Hampton Roads, and was 
bearing down on the burning vessel when another steamer 
arrived onthe scene. The cruiser thereupon headed 
to the southward again and resumed her course to Hamp- 
ton Roads. The burning craft was the Hamilton Fish, 
at sea four miles off the Barnegat Life Saving Station. 
The captain and crew were taken off by the tug which 
had the barge in tow. 

Perhaps for the first time in the history of the Navy a 
woman has been appointed to the rank of “ship keeper.” 
She is Mrs. Albert TH. Metcalfe and is ship keeper at the 
naval establishment at Sacket H[arbor, N.Y. The ap- 
pointment of Mrs. Metealfe follows the death of her hus- 
band, Albert H. Metealfe, which occurred last week, who 
has held the .position, at $365 a year, since 1868. Mr. 
Metealfe’s father. had the position before him. Shortly 
after the War of 1812 the construction of the New Or- 
leans, to be a battleship of the line, was begun and finally 
abandoned. ‘The ship, or that part of it which had been 
put together, remained on the stocks for many years, and 
all those years a_ship keeper was maintained there at the 
expense of the Government... A few years ago what was to 
have been the battleship New Orleans was torn down, but 
the title and position remained. Congress has always re- 
sponded to the item of $365 in the estimates of the Chief 
of the Bureau of Yards and Docks. 

The transport Lawton will sail from. San Francisco 
for Samoa on April 5, according to present plans, carry- 
ing with her a new crew for the U.S.S, Adams, the sta- 
tion ship at the naval station at Tutuila, Samoa. The 
enlistments of practically all of the men on the Adams 
will be up about the time the Lawton reaches Tutuila. 
While service at Tutuila is not generally regarded as very 
attractive, it has’ developed that there are a number of 
the enlisted men there who would like to stay, and will 
probably do so. Life in Samoa is peaceful and quiet, and 
the only drawback is the great amount of wet weather 
and rain. . 

The eontroversy between the Bureau of Navigation and 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery of the Navy Depart- 
ment over the control of the records of enlistment in the 
Hospital Corps and over the entire enlisted force of the 
Medical Corps of the Navy, has been settled by Secretary 
Bonaparte in favor of the Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery. N.D., G.O. No. 16, amends the Navy Regulations 
so that the Bureau of Navigation must refer to the Bu- 
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reau of Medicine and Surgery all records of enlistments 
in the Hospital Corps so as to afford the latter an op- 
portunity for obtaining information and for recommenda- 
tion, This order is regarded by naval officers as of ex- 
treme importance. 

A group of nine-inch armor plate manufactured by the 
Midvale Stee] Company was subjected to a successful test 
at the Indian Head Proving Ground early this week. 
Projectiles from an 8-inch gun were fired at the plates 
without penetratiag or displacing them. The plates com- 
prise about 475 tons of the armor designed for the new 
battleship Mississippi. 

At the launching of the new British battleship Dread- 
nought at Portsmouth, Feb. 10, the christening cere- 
mony included a reading by the chaplain of the dock- 
yard of the service to be used at the launching of ships. 
Then followed the Lord’s Prayer and a hymn, after 
which the Bishop of Winchester with uplifted hands 
gave his blessing to the vessel and all who should sai’ 
in her. The King, on a second attempt, succeeded in 
breaking the bottle on the side of the vessel. There was 
a blast from a bugle, followed by a great thud as the 
heavy weights released by the cutting of the cord by the 
King fell and knocked away the dog-shores holding back 
the ship. 

Sir William White dissents from the idea that because 
the Dreadnought carried ten twelve-inch guns she would 
be equal to two or three of the older battleships carrying 
only four of these weapons. To judge from published 
descriptions of the Dreadnought, he said, she had two 
twelve-inch guns in a forecastle, with two pairs of the 
same guns behind ; in that case, in the conditions that 
would give six guns ahead, continuous sighting would be 
impossible for four of them. Again, the ammunition for 
these guns must be massed in a comparatively small 
longitudinal area. It appeared that the desire to increase 
bow fire and broadside fire in her involved serious draw- 
backs and left untouched the objections to the omission of 
a secondary armament. 

The German naval authorities have been making in- 
vestigation as to the time taken in building warships. 
It was found that in the case of the battleships of the 
Preussen class, of 12,907 tons and 16,000 indicated horse- 
power, the time varied from thirty-six to forty months, 
while the larger British ships of the King Edward VII. 
class, with heavier guns and more powerful machinery, 
took from thirty-one to thirty-three months. The armored 
cruiser Roon, of 9,350 tons, was commenced in August, 
1902, and the Yorck, of the same displacement, in April, 
1903, and neither has yet commenced trials. They will 
therefore take three years to complete for commission. 
The three immense British cruisers of the Invincible 
class are to be finished in less than thirty months, and 
some of the County class took only about two years, 
although they are much larger than the German vessels. 
The smaller cruisers of 3,000 tons require in Germany 
from twenty-four to thirty-one months, while similar ves- 
sels constructed in Great Britain have been put in the 
water in about eighteen months. 

Commander Hosley, U.S.N., has notified the Navy De- 
partment that repairs on the drydock Dewey are progres- 
sing well, and that he will be able to leave Las Palmas, 
Grand Canary, on March 12. 

The American squadron, commanded by Rear Admiral 
me, consisting of the Brooklyn, Chattanooga and 
Galveston, arrived at Beirut, March 8 and anchored out- 
side the harbor. The passage was too rough and windy 
for the proposed tactical drills en route. The Tacoma 
rejoins the squadron at Alexandria, where she is due on 
March 17. Mr. Bergholz, the American Consul, gave a 
large reception March 9 for Rear Admiral Sigsbee and 
the officers of the squadron. 

The cruiser Charleston has gone into dock at the 
New York Navy Yard for the completion of some minor 
repairs which were not finished at Norfolk while the 
Charleston was there. Her complement has been in- 
creased by 101 enlisted men, sixty-two of them for the 
engine and boiler rooms. Some of these will be put 
aboard at New York, and the rest will be taken on after 
she gets around to the Pacific coast. ‘This will give the 
Charleston the same number of engine and boiler room 
workers as are used on the armored cruisers, but will 
be no more than needed. The Charleston has been fitted 
out to be the flagship of Rear Admiral C. F. Goodrich, 
commanding the Pacific Squadron. The Chicago will be 
put out of commission.

CHANGES IN NAVY REGULATIONS, 
G.O. 16, MARCH 1, 196, NAVY DEPT. 

It is hereby ordered, in accordance with the provisions 
of Sec. 1547, U.S.R.S., that the following alterations be 
adopted in the Regulations for the government of the 
Navy promuigated on June 30, 195, namely: Article 11, 
Pars. (1) and (2) are amended so as to read as follows: 

(1) The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery shall have con- 
trol of all hospitals and of the force employed there; it 
shall have advisory power with respect to all questions 
connected with hygiene and sanitation affecting the Ser- 
vice and, to this end, opportunity for unobstructed inspec- 
ton; it shall provide for all physical examinations; it 
shall pass upon the competency, from a_ professional 
standpoint, of all men in the Hospital Corps for enlist- 
ment and promotion by means of examinations conducted 
under its supervision, or under forms prescribed by it; 
and it shal) have information as to the assignment and 
duties of all enlisted men of the Hospital Corps, with 
opportunity to invite the attention of the Department to 
any changes which may seem to be desirable. 

(2) The duties of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
shall comprise all that relates to medical supply depots, 
medical laboratories, naval hospitals, dispensaries, and 
technical schools for the Medical and Hospital Corps. It 
shall require for all supplies, medicine and instruments 
used in the Medical Department of the Navy. 

The following five articles are adopted and promulgated 
to follow Article 1168 and form part of Chapter XXIV, 
entitled ‘‘Medical Instructions,” Sec. 3, entitled ‘General 
Instructions”: 

1168a. The Medical Department is charged with the duty 
of inspecting the sanitary conditions of the Navy and 
making recommendations in reference thereto; of advis- 
ing With the Department and other bureaus in reference 
to the sanitary features of ships under construction and 
in commission, regarding berthing, ventilation, location 
of quarters for the care and treatment of the sick and 
injured; of the provisions for the care of wounded in 
battle; and in the case of shore stations, in advising in 


regard to health conditions depending on location, the 
hygienic construction and care of public buildings, es- 
pecially of barracks and other habitations, such as 
camps. So far as practicable, it shall have the super- 


visory control of water supplies used for drinking, cook- 
ing and bathing purposes, and drainage and the disposal 
of wastes. It shall provide for the care of the sick and 
wounded, the physical examination of officers and en- 
listed men, the management and control of naval hos- 
pitals, the instruction of the Hospital Corps, and the fur- 
nishing of all medical and hospital supplies. It shall ad- 
vise in matters pertaining to clothing and food, so far as 
these affect the health of the Navy. 

1168b. The senior medical officer attached to shore 
stations, under the direction of the commanding officer, 
will supervise the hygiene of the station and recommend 
such measures as he may deem necessary to prevent or 
diminish disease. He will examine monthly and note in 
the medical journal the sanitary condition of all public 
buildings, the drainage, the sewerage, the amount and 
quality of the water supply, the clothing and habits of 
the men, the character and cooking of food, and report 
in writing the conditions to the commandant of the sta- 
tion, together with such recommendations as he may 
deem proper. The commanding officer will endorse his 
views and action thereon, and, if he deem the action 
recommended by the surgeon undesirable, will state fully 
his objections thereto. He will then return the report, 
with his endorsements, to the surgeon, and simultaneously 
forward a copy thereof, through official channels, to the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. The surgeon will im- 
mediately enter the endorsements of the commanding 
officer in the medical journal and forward, through of- 
ficial channels, to the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
such further report, if any, as he may deem necessary 
or advisable in the premises. A special sanitary report 
shall be made at any time when an emergency arises, 
and at once be forwarded, through official channels, to 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. 

Hésc. Any technical schools which are, or may be, 
established for the education of medical officers and the 
Hospital Corps shall be under the supervision and con- 
trol of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. 

1168d. In the Hospital Corps all first enlistments, in- 
cluding transfers to the Service, shall be made upon the 
recommendation of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
and all discharges from the corps, except upon expira- 
tion of term of enlistment or by sentence of court-martial, 
and all details for duty, shall be made by the Bureau of 
Navigation, after reference to the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery for comment or recommendation. 

1168e. Records of enlistments in the Hospital Corps, 
and all othr papers relating thereto, will be referred 
by the Bureau of Navigation to the Bureau of Medicine 
and Surgery for information and to afford an opportunity 
for recommendation and an examination report on a 
form prepared by the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
and approved by the Bureau of Navigation will be re- 
corded in each bureau in every case of enlistment or pro- 
motion. 

All regulations or parts of regulations now in force in- 
consistent with the terms of this General Order are here- 
by superseded to the extent of such inconsistency.

The nomination of 2d Asst. Engr. Lorenzo Chase Far- 
well to be a first assistant engineer with the rank of 
second lieutenant in the Revenue Cutter Service from 
Feb. 21, 19%, to succeed Urban Harvey, promoted, was 
sent to the Senate March 5. 

The new light-draft revenue cutter to be constructed 
for service in Albemarle and Pamlico sounds on_ the 
Carolina coast will cost something like $170,000, at least 
this is the amount allowed by Congress. The vessel is 


to be of steel, of about 408 tons displacement, with one 
mast, one funnel, a flush main deck, an interrupted berth 
deck, and a deck house with a top gallant forecastle ex- 
tending aft to the forward end of the deck house, 
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principal dimensions of the hull are as follows: Length 
ever all, 158 feet; length between perpendiculars, 148 feet; 
depth from base line at side, amidships, 10 feet; spring 
of beams in thirty feet, 7% inches; breadth of beam, 
molded, 30 feet; draught of vessel with 25 tons of coal 
and 2,400 gallons of fresh water, storés and pfrovisioiis, 
ready for sea, 5 feet; displacement at 5 foot draught, 498 
tons. The hull is divided into six compartments by five 
water-tight bulkheads. There are tWo triple-expansion 
propelling engines of the vertical, inverted cylinder, 
direct-acting type, each haviiig one high-pressure cylin- 
der, 8 inches, one médium-pressure cylinder, 13% inches, 
and one low-pressure cylinder, 22 inches in diameter, the 
stroke of all pistons being 18 inches. The I.H.P. of these 
engines will be about 600 when making 220 revolutions 
per minute. 

The commanding officer of the U.S. revenue cutter 
Onondaga, Capt. John C. Moore, immediately upon being 
advised of the great fire in the Seaboard offices Sundiy, 
Match 4, at Portsmouth, Va., sent a detachment of half 
a company ashore, under command of Lieut. Robert W. 
Dempwolf. The services of these men were warmly 
commended on all sides. The Portsmouth Star says:

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INTERPRETATIONS OF REVISED INFANTRY DRILL 
REGULATIONS, U.S. ARMY, 1904. 
Copyright, 1906, by W. C. and F. P. Church. 

. M. S.—A quartermaster sergeant is posted while 
parading with his company according to his rank as a 
sergeant, and that is determined by the date of his war- 
rant compared with other duty sergeants parading at 
the same time. Thus he may act as right guide of the 
company, etc. See first sentence Page 62, D.R. 

CAPTAIN asks: Do men load at preparatory command 
for firing? Answer: At the preparatory command for 
firing men do not load as a rule, whether in close or ex- 
tended order. However, circumstances might arise where 
pieces should be loaded at the preparatory commands 
for firing in extended order. 

W. S. P. writes: At the last note of retreat, a non- 
commissioned officer of the Guard is marching his relief 
to relieve the sentinel on post. The field music (in ab- 
sence of the band) sounds to the colors. What will be 
the prescribed salute for the non-commissioned officer 
and his relief? (2). What command shall he give? An- 
swer: There should be no occasion for a relief being 
posted during the sounding of retreat. 





E. N. C. asks: A company is in line at a halt. The 
captain gives the command, “Line of squads on Ist 
Squad, March.” Do the corporals give the command 


“squad left’ or “squad left turn?” 
turn, march.

Answer: The colors should 
be delivered to the color company. 

W. E. H. asks: Par. 155 in Manual of Guard Duty, 
second section. Does the new sentinel approach the old 
at ‘Port arms” or does the new sentinel remain at right 
shoulder until within one pace of the old, then halt and 
come to port arms? Answer: The new sentinel ap- 
proaches the old at port arms. 

L. C. R. asks: () While at drill, at the command ‘In 
place, halt.’ do men come to “Order arms?” What au- 
thority? (2) A company being in column of squads and 
the guide is on the right flank, explain each movement in 
executing “Column right.”.. What authority? Answer: 
(1) The General Staff decides that at the command “In 
place, halt’ pieces should be brought to the order. (2) 
See Par. 181 D.R. Attention is called to the seventh and 
eighth lines which mean that the front rank of the lead- 
ing squad turns independently of the leading guide, who 
gets into his position in the most convenient manner. 

W. H. L. asks: (1) Should the major and his staff un- 
cover at evening parade while the flag is being lowered? 
(2) If the major orders the officers to return to their com- 
panies at evening parade, and march in review in column 
of platoons; who should command Eyes right, on ap- 
proaching the reviewing officer, the captain of each com- 
pany or the chief of each platoon? (3) Is it right to come 
to the position of Charge bayonets when bayonets are 
unfixed? Answer: (1) No. (2) Captain of each company, 
but no provision is made in the D.R. for this passage in 
review. (3) No. 

FE. M. 1D. asks: An interpretation of Par. 168 of the 
I.D.R., 1904, that part of the descrintion to open ranks: 
“right and left guides, step back three paces to mark 
the new alignment of the rear rank.” It is a question 
in my mind whether or not the guides should not about

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face, take three paces to the rear; about face; stand 
fast; thus marking the new alignment for the rear rank. 
I have never seen the movement executed in this man- 
ner, nor do I find in the paragraph mentioned above, or 
in any other paragraph, any rule to indicate that the 
guide takes steps backward to arrive in position. Cus- 
tom has it that the latter method is right. I am inclined. 
however, to raise this question and kindly ask you to ob- 
tain official interpretation and publish same. Answer: 
Your point is well taken and worthy of consideration of 
those who regulate these movements, but it is obvious 
that it is the intention of the drill regulations that the 
guides shall execute the backward step in marking th: 
new alignment. While the same movement for the rea: 
rank exists it stipulates that they shall ‘‘step backward.” 
Were it intended that the guides should execute thi 
movement as you suggest it would have been necessar) 
to stipulate that they face to the rear, ete., which would 
require considerable manipulation of the piece in coming 
to the “right shoulder’ and ‘‘order.” 

J. I. B. asks: (1) If a line of skirmishers be marching 
to the rear, and it is desirable to march them to the 
front again, without halting, what command should be 
given?

The 
ticld hospital, when the troops are in camp, or on active 
service, will be a great aid to the regimental organization 
in many ways, and can supply them with expendible 
m+dical supplies such as drugs, dressing, etc., when they 
run short. Not the least important work of the field 
hospital will be its aid to the regimental hospital corps, 
in caring for the sick or injured. All sick men in care 
of the regimental hospital whod may not have recovered 
alter twenty-four hours can be turned over to the field 
hospital as is done in the Army. The field hospital will 
then be responsible for the sick or injured, and if men 
aul unable to be removed to a permanent city hospital, 
they will be cared for in the field until recovered, and a 
regiment will not be thus loaded down with sick or in- 
jured men. The new organization will be equipped with 
all the latest government supplies, such as ambulances, 
wagons, stretchers, cots and so forth. It will consist at 
present of four officers and forty-six enlisted men, an? 
the latter, who must be of superior intelligence, will be 
enlisted for five years. Among the enlisted men will be 
the proper quota of hospital sergeants, men instructed in 
diet cooking, and ordinary cooking, trained nurses, etc., 
und also a sergeant who must be a pharmacist. The field 
hospital will be provided with a _ portable laboratory 
whereby water, food, ground, ete., can be examined in 
older to prevent disease. New York, it is believed, will 
be the first State to be equipped with such a device, and 
the organization itself will be an advance upon any 
thing of its kind yet attempted by a State force. In ad- 
dition to thorough instruction in medical duties, each 
man will be instructed in horsemanship, with and with- 
out saddles, and the State will make proper allowance 
for this and other expenses of the new organization. Dr. 
William §S. Terriberry, of the 12th ‘*egiment, who alse 
served as a medical officer, in the Volunteers, and the 
Army, during the war with Spain, it is understood, will 
command the new field hospital. He will be assisted, it 
is said, by Dr. William E. Butler, of the 23d Regiment, 
and Dr. T. A. Neal, late of the 7th Regiment.

Owing to the great amount of 
work, they were busily engaged early and late. Their 
reports, delivered at the discussions of maneuvers, were 
'e g#dered impartially, and their conclusions were accepted 
wth but little argument. These officers set an example 
offrespect and deference toward Michigan officers of 
higher rank, that might well be copied in the National 
Guard, where there is perhaps too much familiarity and 
so frequently too little dignity. Several other Regular 
officers were present at the encampment as guests of 
various friends—ist Lieut. Ralph McCoy, 27th U.S. Inf.; 
Ist Lieut. Charles E, Morton, 16th U.S. Inf.; 2d Lieut.

R. W. Case, 10th U.S. Inf.; 2d Lieutenant Andres, 8th 
U.S. Inf., and Cadet Palmer, These officers volunteered 
‘their services as umpires, and were accepted. They 
worked like the other umpires, in good and bad weather, 
and rendered valuable assistance. All the umpires spoke 
in a complimentary manner of the brigade, particularly 
of the improvement as the work progressed, and were 
emphatic in their statements that they themselves had 


been much benefited. The Army ration has been quite 


satisfactory, and has not only been beneficial from a 
health standpoint, but has saved the individual soldier 
forty or fifty cents per day.’’ The report is a document 
of ninety-one pages and describes the maneuvers and 
encampment in complete detail. 

Col. Charies H. Cole, jr., late inspector general of 
small arms practice of Massachusetts, in his annual re- 
port for 1905, summarizes the work of the year as fol- 
lows: Qualifications 1472, marksmen of record, Oct. 31, 
1905, 4,722; unqualified men in the Service 918, aggregate 
strength subject to range work 5,640. Of the 918 unquali- 
fied men they were placed as follows: General staff 9, 
Ist Brigade 346, 2d Brigade 449, naval brigade 60, 1st 
Corps of Cadets, 7, 2d Corps of Cadets 47. The money al- 
lowance for rifle work during the year was $6,689. In addi- 
tion to the above money allowance $11,544 was spent for 
ammunition. During the season 573 officers and men 
qualified with the revolver, seventy-two more than in the 
previous year. Colonel Cole calls attention to the lack 
of facilities that many companies have for rifle practice, 
and recommends the prosecution of the authorities in 
towns and cities where militia companies are located 
where the law is not complied with in providing suitable 
rifle ranges for troops. He recommended, among other 
things, that an annual pistol competition be inaugurated 
and that the appropriation for rifle work for the present 
year be not less than $25,000, and that $38,000 be appropri- 
ated for the sending of a team to compete at the national 
rifle competition. He also recommended that the State 
purchase a skirmishing field where the troops can prac- 
tise at all times. While the field at Wakefield is a very 
good one, there are times when it cannot be used, as it 
interferes with the men shooting at the 800 and _ 1,000 
yards ranges. Colonel Cole was heartily in favor of the 
shooting camp established at Wakefield, and recommends 
its enlargement. He also recommended that the militia 
should follow the firing regulations of the U.S. Army as 
far as facilities would allow, and that every man should 
know how to handle a rifle and shoot before he is sent 
to the range. To facilitate this Colonel Cole recom- 
mends that an indoor shooting gallery be established in 
every armory and that a system of qualifications be 
made compulsory before a man is allowed to go to the 
range. Another recommendation is that the inspector 
general of rifle practice be appointed for three years, and 
that it be a salaried position, the appointee devoting the 
whole of his time to the work. If that should not be 
found feasible, an assistant should be appointed, he says, 
with the rank of captain to the inspector general. 

“The friends of the 9th Infantry of Massachusetts,”’ 
says the Boston Globe, ‘‘will be delighted to hear that 
the trouble between Col. William H. Donovan and sev- 
eral members of the organization who made an effort 
to impeach him of his command, has been decided by the 
judge advocate general in the Colonel's favor and the 
matter should now be dropped for all time. It is to be 
sincerely hoped for the benefit of this magnificent regi- 
ment that every officer and man in the organization will 
pull his pound and keep the regiment up to its present 
high standard and give Colonel Donovan that support 
that all loyal soldiers owe to their commanding officer.’’ 

A well Known and highly esteemed officer of the N.G. 
N.Y., who has recently been retired upon his own appli- 
cation after over seventeen years’ service, is Lieut. Col. 
Henry G. Ridabock, of the 8th Regiment, who is also a 
member of the well-Known military uniform and equip- 
ment firm of Ridabock and Company, of New York. 
Colonel Ridabock is also--a gentleman of international 
repyutation, as he pulled No. 3 oar in the famous Columbia 
College crew which captured the Visitors’ Cup from 
Jesus College, Cambridge, at Henly on-the-Thames, in 
1878, and the Columbia men won the first and only vic- 
tory obtained by an American college at Henley. Colonel 
Ridabock was graduated from the School of Mines, 
Columbia College, in the class of 1879, and in his college 
days he won an inter-collegiate record at hammer throw- 
ing. He joined the 8th Regiment in October, 1888, as 
quartermaster, and reached the grade of major in Feb- 
ruary, 1896. He served during the war with Spain in the 
latter grade in the 8th N.Y. Volunteers. He reached the 
grade of lieutenant colonel in March, 1899. He is a mem- 
ber of the Naval and Military Order of Foreign Wars, 
Spanish War Veterans, and is a Mason. 

Governor Frank Frantz, of Oklahoma, has announced 
the appointment of Alva J. Niles, captain and Q.M., 1st 
Inf. Okla. N.G., as adjutant general and chief of staff, 
with the rank of brigadier general, to succeed Adjutant 
Gen. E. P. Burlingame. The appointment comes in the 
way of a promotion. General Niles is a young man, and 
was an enlisted man of Co. F, 2lst Kansas Volunteer 
Infantry in 1898, the company being commanded by Capt. 
Charles W. VanWay, who is now a first lieutenant of the 
12th U.S. Cavalry. He subsequently organized and served 
as captain of Co. D, 1st Regiment, and later organized 
the signal corps of the Oklahoma National Guard, was 
commissioned captain and chief signal officer, and after- 
wards was appointed to captain and detailed regimental 
Q.M. Governor Frantz was himself a captain in the 
Rough Riders, and is a firm supporter of the National 
Guard. General Niles is probably the youngest adjutant 
general in the United States, he being but twenty-five 
years old. 

Below we give an interesting statement showing the 
number of rounds of ammunition used in the armory of 
the 7th N.Y., for the five months ending Feb. 28, 1906, in 
indoor rifle practice. In no other regiment in the United 
State can such a record be found, and its work of rifle 
practice both indoors and out, since the establishment 
of Creedmoor in 1873, has never been allowed to lag. It 
has served as a model in this respect for other regiments, 
who have endeavored to emulate it, and occasionally 
its rifle teams have been beaten, notably in recent years 
by the famous team of the 7ist Regiment. The 7th hav- 
ing reached the top notch in rifle practice, could go no 
farther, and it remained for some of the other organiza- 
tions to strive for the same place, and they have been 
gradually advancing:

R. P. S.—Guam is one of the Ladrone or Marianas 
Islands, which constitute an archipelago of the Pacific 
Ocean in the northwest, They are situated to the east 
of the Philippine Islands, and are between 13° and 21° 
north latitude and 144° to 146° east longitude. The length 
of Guam from southwest to northeast is twenty-seven 
miles, breadth from three to ten miles, and area 198 
square miles. Its population is about 8,561. The climate 
is balmy, and cooler than that of the Philippines, as a 
whole. The efforts to Christianize the natives has 
resulted largely in their learning and adopting the 
vices of their Christian exemplars, rather than their 
virtues, and their original native simplicity has given 
way in many instances to degraded habits, although the 
present administration by the enactment of just laws is 
now making a good headway in improving the habits of 
the natives. Agana, the capital of the Marianas, is 
situated on a beautiful plain on Guam, surrounded by 
forests and palms. It contains several beautiful churches 
and three convents. In April, 1898, the President called 
on the Governors of States to furnish 125,000 volunteers, 
and these were furnished, and were made up largely of 
National Guard regiments. 

J. K.—Service in the Army for three years does not 
make a man a citizen. If he has been honorably dis- 
charged he may become a citizen on his petition without 
any previous declaration of intention, provided that he has 
resided in the United States at least one year previous 
to his application, and is of good moral character, Under 
the circumstances you name, you would have to pur- 
chase your discharge, and there should be no difficulty in 
your so doing. 

SOLDIER writes: In a recent number of your valuable 
journal it was stated that the Auditor had had one hun- 
dred thousand dollars with which to pay claims of 
twenty per cent. on continuous service pay, and that 
after that amount was exhausted, claims remaining un- 
paid would be listed and submitted to Congress. Will 
you please state when claims which were forwarded 
from the Philippines in April, 1905, may be settled? An- 
swer: The above claims will be settled when the urgent 
deficiency bill, which has passed the House and is now 
before the Senate, becomes a law. 

J. O. T. asks: Can a soldier, who, through the influence 
of liquor, failed to embark with his company on leaving 
the States, and who was arrested three days later on 
suspicion of being a deserter, tried by G.C.M. and found 
guilty of absence without leave and sentenced to forfeit 
$10 per month for three months and to pay the costs of 
apprehension by the civil authorities; and if the reward 
of $50 had been paid, can he legally be compelled to pay 
back to the Government the said amount, although nat 
a deserter, nor no intention of desertion being proven 
against him, Answer: No. 

E. L. M.—You are evidently laboring under a misappre- 
hension. An examination was held from Sept. 11 to 17, 
1905, of sergeants of the Hospital Corps for appointment 
as sergeants, first-class, and we published the results of 
this examination. No examination was held then for ap- 
pointment as sergeant, Hospital Corps. Such examina- 
tions are being constantly held in the various military 
departments by the chief surgeons of those departments, 
and the results reported from time to time to the War 
Department. These latter examinations are purely de- 
partmental affairs and are not ordered specifically by the 
War Department. 
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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, March 6, 1906. 

No action has been taken by the Navy Departmaént on 
the list of names of midshipmen whom the Superinten- 
dent of the Navai Academy recommended to be dropped 
about two weeks ago. The routine of the Academy is 
being delayed, as it has in many other instances, by the 
efforts of politicians to secure partial treatment in behalf 
of their particular protégé. It is stated on good author- 
ity that the number deficient in one or more branches 


was 226, a little over a quarter of the whole number of 
midshipmen. The majority of the deficiencies were waived 
but it is believed that there was a recommendation that 
about sixty midshipmen should either be allowed to 
resign or be placed in a lower class. The authorities 
of the Naval Academy have just ground for complaint, 
as their predecessors had. It is not to be expected that 
discipline can be preserved and the work of the institu- 
tion carried on with the best results if others are allowed 
to interfere with their proper action. It is felt that this 
action is of a kind with the restoration to the Service of 
Chaffee, Lofland and Little, who had been dismissed for 
hazing. After Congress had given the midshipmen the 
best possible reason for believing that hazing was looked 
upon as a light oflense, there was the bitterest sort of 
condemnation of the Academy when hazing began to at- 
tract public attention. 

There will be seventeen graduates in the class of second 
lieutenants at the School of Application for Marine Offi- 
cers at the Naval Academy marine barracks this year. 


The graduates are: 2d Lieut. E. W. Sturdevant, jr.; 
A. B. Drum, V. I. Morrison, M. E. Shearer, W. Ellis, 


H. G. Ellis, H. G. Bartlett, C. A. Lutz, C. Ancrum, D. 
Randall, H. M. Smith, J. R. Henley, T. M. Potts, jr., 
R. S. Keyser, J. D. Nevin, H. S. Green, V. V. Sweeney, 
and R. L. Shepard. 

On Tuesday Midshipman Lofland, who had been at- 
tached to the U.S.S. Minneapoiis, resigned, and his resig- 
nation was accepted. Last week Midshipman Earle W. 
Chaffee also resigned from the Service, but his resigna- 
tion has not been accepted. He is the second of the trio 
which was dismissed for hazing, and restored by favor 
of Congress, to resign in the past few days. Both gave 
as a reason for their resignation, that they were tired 
of the Service. 

Annapolis is fast becoming the abiding place of retired 
naval officers who are building houses here and intend 
to make this their place of permanent residence. The 
town is beautifully located, healthful, has a mild climate, 
its markets are good, one can live here cheaply, and it is 
the seat of the beautiful Naval Academy. Rear Admiral 
Harry Knox, U.S.N., retired will build in the spring on two 
lots at the corner of Franklin street and Murray avenue 
~about the finest location at Murray Hill. Rear Admiral 
John G. Walker has bought three lots facing on Franklin 
street and proposes to build there shortly. Recently 
Contr. W. Brewer Gardiner has turned over, completed 
in all details, the handsome frame house of Comdr. Austin 
M. Knight, on Maryland avenue. This house has been 
so improved, it is almost a new house, and is one of the 
handsomest and most commodious in town. 

It has been decided that the class of 1#7 of the Naval 
Academy shall be graduated in three sections, in Septem- 
ber, 1906, February, 1907, and in June, 1907, those graduat- 
ing at the earlier date being the members of the class 
who have obtained a certain average in their studies. 
The section graduating at the earlier date will probably 
contain about a third of the class. This action has been 
taken on account of the urgent need of additional officers 
by the Navy Department. It is stated at the office of 
the Superintendent that there has been no definite settle- 
ment as to the conditions under which the earlier gradu- 
ates shall be selected; but that they will probably be 
those who obtained an average of seventy-five per cent., 
or over, for the work of the present term. There are 
260 members of the class of 1907, and it is thought that 
under this rule, between eighty and ninety will gradu- 
ate in September next and the remainder in the following 
February. 

An entertainment, given by Mr. Taylor in Recitation 
Hall, was the first of a series to be given under the 
auspices of the Young Men’s Christian Association at 
the Naval Academy. New souvenir spoons of the Naval 
Academy have been designed by an Annapolis jeweler. 
‘They are in gold, plain silver and silver and copper. 

The Academic Board met at the Naval Academy Mon- 
day for the consideration of several important matters. 
The delay of the Navy Department in acting upon the 
recommendations as to the midshipmen who were de- 
ficient, has given an opportunity to the parents of many 
of the miéshipmen to write to the Academy authorities 
asking that their recommendations be changed in certain 
eases. These were before the board, but the request was 
in no case granted. 

By studying twenty hours daily for ten days, William 
Leonard, seventeen years old, of Brooklyn, N.Y., won in 
a competitive examination for an appointment to the 
Naval Academy, by Representative Calder, among twenty 
competitors, nearly all of whom are now in Brooklyn 
high schools.

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MANILA NOTES. 


Manila, P.I., Jan. 25, 1906. 

In regard to our military leaders, those who are now 
closing their brilliant and successful tour of duty here, 
have not their superiors in our whole Army. Col. John 
Lincoln Clem, as Chief Quartermaster of this Division, 
leaves a record of good and great things accomplished 
during his detail of over two years and a half. The 
work and responsibility is great in the Division of the 
Philippines, with the transport, both ocean and inter- 
island, service, thirty odd disbursing officers to be ac- 
counted for, and a thousand, more or less, questions 
coming up every day to be settled. 

On Feb. 2 Major Gen. Henry C. Corbin and Mrs. Corbin 
will be leaving us for a short trip, first in Japan, then 
on to the homeland.

MR. BRYAN IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
\iv. William J. Bryan’s recent tour of the Philippines 
is tie subject of an interesting letter to the ARMY AND

In facet, his entire course while with us marked him as a 
shrewd politician, good statesman and patriotic Ameri- 
can. Eeeling there is nothing in the islands, civil or 
iilitary, that should be concealed, or that cannot bear 


fair and enlightened criticism, both the Governor Gen- 
eral and the commanding general afforded Mr. Bryan 
eyery possible facility to make a thorough and extensive 
inspection, One of the coast guard cutters was placed 
at his disposal for a trip through the southern islands, 
aud both the Civil Government and the military detailed 
representatives to accompany him and to do everything 
possible to make the trip pleasant and comprehensive. I 
was detailed to represent the military, and found my 
duties to be of a most interesting and instructive nature. 
We visited eleven places in the Philippines (including 
Msibun, the home of the Sultan of Sulu), and two in 
Borneo. We left Manila Jan. 3, and on Jan, 15 Mr. 
Bryan boarded the North German Lloyd steamer Marudu 
in IKudat, Borneo, and that afternoon sailed for Singa- 
pore, Continuing his trip around the world. The coast 
guard cutter at once started back for Manila, reaching 
its destination Jan. 21. 


“Personally, I took quite a faney to Mr. Bryan, and 


found Mars. Bryan to be a most charming and lovable 
wonan. Although one may not be in accord with all 
lis political ideas, his personality, sincerity, kindness 


and democracy can but command respect and admiration. 
Just before parting he was good enough to present me 
lh an autographic letter reading as follows: 

“*My dear Captain: As our tour of the islands is 
conpleted, I beg to thank you for the great service you 
lave rendered us as “guide, philosopher and friend.” 
You have planned with wisdom and executed with ability. 
We can all testify to your patience and amiability, as 
\ell as to your care and consideration. We are grateful 
io you and to General Corbin, who designated you as 
ho representative of the Army on this trip. Hoping 
hat our paths my cross many times in the future, Tam, 

ry truly yours, W. J. Bryan.’ 

“After leaving Philippine waters he authorized me to 

ble the following interview to the press of Manila: 


Mr. Bryan expresses himself as not ne pli: but 
also greatly instructed by his visit. W hile he does not 
care to elaborate his views in an interview, preferring to 
wait until he could treat the matter as a whole, he au- 
thorizes me to say his views regarding the independence 
of the islands have not changed, and that in his articles 
he will elaborate a plan for dealing with the subject. 
The use of the English language among the rising gen- 


eration is greater than he had expected, and has im- 
pressed him more than anything else he saw in the 


Philippines.’ 

Waile giving Mr. Bryan full credit for his sincerity 
of purpose, I am afraid his visit to the Philippines was 
very much like that of very nearly every other politician 
who has ever come to the islands—they come with cer- 
tain preconceived ideas, and, on the one hand, look for 
and accept everything confirming those ideas, while, on 


the other hand, they neither seek nor accept contrary 
facts.” 





ig HAZING A'T THEE NAVAL ACADEMY, 
. William H. Winslow, of Boston, who graduated 
‘iene pe Naval Academy in the class of 1858, and was 
honorably discharged from the Navy in 1865, after having 
served through the Civil War, in 
grade of acting master, 


which he rose to the 
which corresponds to the present 
grade of junior lieutenant, is credited by the Boston Her- 
ald with some reminiscences of hazing as practised at the 
Academy while he was a midshipman there. From the 
Iferald’s report of the interview attributed to him we 
quote the following: “It was my pleasure to be a mid- 
shipman at Annapolis in the ’50’s, and the traditions of 
the Academy showed a manly spirit in regard to personal 
treatment of the lower by the upper classmen, which no 
person could condemn who made allowance for the exub- 
erance of youth and the spirit of those corps, subject to 
naval discipline. It was true that when men of widely 
different home training and violent sectional prejudices 
met on the common plane of equal honor and equal so- 
cial status, though differences were manifested at first 
among new appointees, the strict discipline and similar 
ambitions of the cadets soon banished conceit and leveled 
pretensions. The hazing indulged in by the young savages 
from northern hills and southern plantations had none of 
the elements of humiliation and brutality characteristic 
of recent occurrences in the Academy. It would not have 
been endured by the classmate. If such had been attempt- 
ed blood would have been shed by youths who knew the 
use of firearms and whose self-respect protected them 
from insult and abuse. <A cadet’s honor was his safe- 
guard, and those who assailed it had to suffer defeat and 
apologize, Pulling, hauling and wrestling were carried 
on on the green daily, without temper or injury. Fist 
fights there were, and sometimes bloody ones 1 knocked 
a cadet down once at gun practice because he said I was 
not a gentleman for dropping a gun sponge on his shoes. 
Comdr. ‘Tom Craven (of blessed memory) put me under 
arrest ten days for fighting at quarters, and my classmate 
for the same length of time for not striking back.”

THE NEW GERMAN BULLET.

We already given particulars from the Kriegs- 


technische Zeitschrift of the new German ammunition 
designated as “S’’ (“Spitze,” or point) on account of the 


poinied projectile which takes the place of the eylindro- 
ogival. The slender form facilitates the overcoming of 
the resistance of the air, which makes itself felt more 
strongly owing to the increased initial velocity. The fol- 
lowing further particulars will prove of interest. The 
problem of ensuring the taking of the grooves by the bul- 
let, whose gripping surface has been considerably short- 
ened on account of the shape of the point, was solved by 
strengthening this part without the necessity for a per- 
ceptible increase in the gas-pressure. 

The great initial velocity arises partly from the projec- 
tile having been made considerably lighter (10 grammes, 
as against 14.7 grammes of the bullet, model ’8S8). The 
principle of great sectional density, heretofore regarded 
almost exclusively as the most important, seems to have 
been disregarded purposely in order to produce a bullet 
which would have an extraordinarily flat trajectory at de- 
cisive ranges, and also to decrease the weight of the am- 
munition. The “S’ ammunition offers, therefore, a sub- 
stitute, and one that is thought an advantage over a 
smaller caliber, against the adoption of which the great 
cost had to be weighed, while there was also doubt con- 
cerning the durability of the bore and the wounding ca- 
pacity, The further decrease in the caliber of the rifle 
was further held to have lost much of its importance on 
account of the extraordinary progress in the construction 
of bullets. The stopping power of the “S” bullet is fully 
suflicient, and, like the bullet “88, it can be used in ma- 
chine guns, and has been considered in the new, provision- 
ally issued, musketry regulations for the infantry. 

The great advantage of the new bullet is in the ex- 
traordinary initial velocity, showing, when compared with 
the old bullet, an increase of 240 meters. This increase 
involved naturally an increase in the gas-pressure, which 
could be obtained only by using the powder charge adopt- 
ed. The increased initial velocity gives a flatter trajec- 
tory, so that there is a continuous danger space for 1.7 
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meter-high objects up to 600 meters, while this was the 
case with the old bullet up to 500 meters only, and a 
danger space of only 110 meters was obtained at 600 me- 
ters. An increase of the danger space appears also in 
the case of lower objects, whereas the dispersion of the 
shots has become smaller. 

\ defect of the new bullet is that its fine ballistic quali- 
ties are less conspicuous at extreme ranges. But. this is 


unavoidable, because with a lighter and shorter bullet 
the angles of fall will increase more rapidly with the 


further increase of the extreme ranges. If with this dis- 
advantage is compared the advantage obtained with the 
lighter bullet, and the possibility of increasing the am- 
munition carried by the man, or, if the present number of 
cartridges be retained, of decreasing the weight of the in- 
fantry pack and the vehicles, the objection which can pos- 
sibly be made for purely ballastic reasons must be regard- 
ed as of small importance. 

It will be agreed that at ranges over 1,500 meters there 
is, iN Most Cases, a question of accidental hits only, and 
here it is wholly immaterial whether a target occasional- 
ly appearing is 100 meters closer or farther away than is 
estimated by the marksmen or determined by the range 
finder, Suneriority of fire is never obtained beyond 1,500 
meters; the man must, for this purpose, advance closer 
to the enemy. When he reaches the 1,200 meters range 
the new bullet has already a superiority over the old, as 
regards the danger zone, nearly twice as great, and at 500 





meters this superiority increases, with more than three 
times as much.—Army and Navy Gazette. 
THE CHINESE ARMY. 

Some interesting facts concerning the new Chinese 


army have been published in the London Times by the 
correspondent of that journal who was with the Japanese 


army of General Nogi during the war with Russia. The 
correspondent states that this new Army is entirely dis- 


tinct from the old Chinese armies which were notoriously 
inefficient, that it is organized, trained and equipped after 
the Huropean model, though its armament still leaves 
much to be desired. The new army is called Lu-chun or 
Imperial Land Forees. The men are sturdy and intelh- 
gent, and perform their operations with much skill. The 
Times correspondent wrote his report about Dec. 1, and 
at that time six divisions of the army were completely or- 
ganized, two more were nearly completed and the expecta- 
tion was that by Jan. 1, 1906, ten full divisions would 
be properly constituted. The artillery is furnished with a 
quick-firing gun built in Chinese factories, and the Red 
Cross medical and veterinarjan departments are being or- 
ganized. The cavalry of the Chinese are defective, but 
they have a valuable asset in the horse commonly called 
the Chinese pony, of which great things are expected. 
The infantry of the new army is regarded as excellent. 
The infantry division consists of two brigades of four 
regiments, the regiments being in three battalions, and the 
battalions composed of four companies. The total strength 
of an infantry division in non-commissioned officers and 
men is 6.048, and of the cavalry brigade 864, while the 
artillery battery has six guns, three batteries going to a 
battalion and three battalions to a regiment. These num- 
bers, with officers, and engineer, transport, and medical 
corps, bring up a division to about 12,000 men, and this 
number would be doubled in war from the first reserve, 
but cavalry and engineers are always to be maintained 
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on a war footing. Recruiting for the army is carefully 
cecnducted, a period of probation preceding permanent en- 
rolment, the age being between twenty and twenty-five, 
the minimum height for a Northerner 5 feet 6 1-2 inches, 
and for a Southerner 5 feet 4 inches. The constitution 
of the recruit must be sound, and he must be able to lift 
a weight of 150 pounds. No opium smoker is accepted, 
and only men of good character certified by the village 
headmen “are eligible, their fathers and grandfathers being 
known to the local authorities. Enlistment is voluntary 
and for three years, after which the man may join the 
first reserve for the same period, and after that for four 
years in the second reserve, while, after ten years or 
more, a soldier may pass an examination and obtain a 
commission in the reserve.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

‘here are marked differences of opinion in British mili- 
tary cireles over the order of the Army Council restoring 
the spade as a part of the foot soldier’s equipment, and 
the feeling prevails in some quarters that the implement 
should be practically tested in extensive maneuvers before 
fiiil action is taken as to its adoption. Our excellent 
Lendon contemporary, the Military Mail, holds, however, 
that the spade is all right. “The principal objection to 
its use,” says our contempor ary, “is the additional weight 
that it entails upon a man, but to my thinking this is 
more than compensated for by the fact that wherever he 
is he has the means at hand to provide himself with some 
sort of cover. The formation of the fighting line is get- 
ting more and more extended every year, and it might 
often happen that if a man, or a section of men, got de- 
tached from their battalion and had their spades at hand 
they could at once provide themselves with some protec- 
tion until assistance could reach them. Whereas, if they 
had to depend on their cart, they might all be wiped out. 
Spade work is growing in import ince every day, and may 
“ee v be regarded as second in importance only to mus- 
KCL PY. 

Some notion of the uncompleted tasks which the close 
of the war in the Far East has left behind may be gained 
from a statement in the Petersburger Medizinische Wo- 
chenschrift, to the effect that the surgeons attached to 
he Russian forces in Manchuria may be detained there 
for many months to come. Active military surgeons and 
sirgeons of the reserve are employed in great numbers in 
the hospitals of Korea, Manchuria and Asiatic Russia. 
The first troops will not return before spring, and the 
lospitals may not close before two years. The last sur- 
xeons returned to Russia after the Russo-Turkish war 
from the field of operation about one and one-half years 
ifter the signing of the declaration of peace. 

The repatriation of Russian prisoners, the number of 
\liom is estimated at 1,424 officers and 70,476 men, will 
be finished during the present year. General Daniloff, 
the Russian commissioner, sent to Japan to receive the 
prisoners, has been ordered home to St. Petersburg to 
receive promotion for his efficient service. 

The Russian press generally regards the retirement 
ol General Lineviteh, commander-in-chief of the Man- 

lurian armies, who is succeeded by General Grodekoft: 
and the recall of General Kuropatkir, commander of the 
Ist Manehurian Army, and General Batianoff, com- 


mander of the 3d Manchurian Army, as being dismissals 
in disgrace on account of the recent troubles among the 
troops. Prince Mestchersky, editor of the Grashdanin, 
declares in that paper that dismissal “is not sufficient 
punishment for commanders for parley with mutineers 
otherwise than with cannon and bayonets.” American 
soldiers, who served in China, are disposed to expect 
anything of Lineviteh, judging from the knowledge they 
acquired of his character while on the joint relief ex- 
pedition. 


Some Japanese newspapers are advocating the pur- 
chase of the Philippines from the United States, accord- 
ing to recent advices from Japan. The Yordodsu Hocho 
says that the Philippines have cost the United States 
much money, and no substantial advantages have been 
gained, and that America has failed because of radical 
differences between ruler and ruled and the distance 
which separates the Government and the islands. 


The Militiir Wochenblatt states that in the new Ger- 
man instructions the offensive element is now assigned its 
proper place in the system of attack. lor the first time 
it is recognized that the advance guard has offensive 
duties also, and sound principles are laid down. The 
command and leading of the artillery are more clearly 
indicated, and there is proper warning against the ex- 
penditure of ammunition upon objects of small import- 
ance. In the attack and defense of positions the ideas 
are crystallized, and have a proper relation to fighting 
conditions. 


In his report upon the French army estimates for the 
present year, M. Klotz says that the legislature has 
never refused the sums necessary for national defense. 
He shows that the efforts put forward since 1870 to 
reconstitute the reserves of war stores and to give to the 
frontiers a resisting power which had scarcely been in- 
creased since the days of Vauban, have cost the country 
an average of a little more than 100,000,000 francs per 
annum. The outlay has been very considerable, and 
he says that the Republic may regard with’ pride the 
work accomplished and the degree of military power at- 
tained, unknown in former times. He gives a _ table 
showing the effectives of the I'rench and German armies 
upon the estimates of 1905. Germany, 33,109 officers, 
094,077 men, 132,800 horses; France, 28,344 officers, 
531,395 men, 129,511 horses. It would thus appear that 
Irance has a certain inferiority. The net effectives are 
as follows: Germany, 32,719 officers and 593,483 men; 
Irance, 27,616 officers and 481,200 men. 

Commenting upon the projects of the new army ad- 
ministration in England, the United Service Gazette 


says: The decision to abolish the system of short ser- 
vice, initiated by Mr. Arnold-Forster, is a very wise 
measure, which has been generally well received. 


Through the reductions in the strength of the Royal Gar- 
rison Artillery required for fortress defense, which will 
amount to about 1,400 men, a saving has been effected of 
about £30,000 annually, while the efliciency of our coast 
defenses has in no wise been impaired. ‘The reductions 
in the submarine mining and fortress branches of the 
Royal Engineers will cause a reduction of about 800 
men, and this saving is being utilized to effect an in- 
crease in the auxiliary branches of the Royal Army 
Medieal Corps, as well as providing for the establishment 
of engineer battalions, composed of sappers of all sec- 
tions, ready at all times to move with a field army, as 
is the case in the Japanese army. Other needful reforms 
are to follow. 

General Akiyama, of the Japanese army, has remarked 
recently that one of the most important lessons of the 
war is that a proper proportion of thoroughly trained 
cavalry is as essential to success as are the gun or other 
parts of the ariny. 

In pursuance of the policy of the government of 
India to make that country self-centered and _ self- 
supporting in the supply of war material, the Indian 
army will be made practically independent of outside 
sourees for their supplies of guns, shell, fuzes, ete. We 
may some day conclude to adopt a similar policy and 
establish manufactories of war material in our far

eastern possessions where our armies and navies can be 
equipped at less expense and loyalty will be promoted 
by considerations of profit. 

Sir William White, in the course of a recent lecture, 
showed that in British battleships the displacements in 
the period of twelve years had increased from 14,000 tons 
‘o about 16,400 tons; that the cost (exclusive of arma- 
ments) had increased from about $4,000,000 to over $6,- 
500,000. In the “King Edward” class the cost of the 
hull was rather more than $2,000,000, the armor costing 
about the same amount, and the expenditure of labor be- 
ing about $1,250,000. The propelling and auxiliary ma- 
chinery cost more than $1,000,000; the gun mountings, 
mechanisms, and torpedo tubes cost about as much as the 
propelling machinery, and the incidental charges of the 
Dockyard ships amounted to about $450,000. The guns 
cost nearly $450,000. The ammunition and reserves were 
additional, and when fully equipped each ship of the class 
represented a value of more than $7,500,000. 

In addition to the honors conferred by the King in 
connection with the recent remarkable improvement in 
gunnery of the British Fleet, His Majesty has signified 
his intention of presenting to Capt. E. FE. Bradford the 
Companionship of the Royal Victorian Order. 

A correspondent on the Mediterranean station states 
that during the refit of one of His Majesty’s ships at 
Malta recently an amusing illustration of “red tape” took 
place. The decks were being caulked with melted pitch, 
which had to be brought to the ship a distance of three 
hundred yards. Two men were returning with the ma- 
terial, when they were stopped at the gangway by. a 
policeman, who demanded a pass before allowing them on 
board. Argument was of no avail, nor did the foreman’s 
arrival alter matters, and the men had to go back for the 
pass. When the pass finally arrived the pitch was cold, 
and had to be melted afresh, the total time taken being 
nearly two hours, 

The increase of the German navy attracts increasing 
attention in France, where it is felt that a program 
must be introduced which shall not leave that country 
behind.
